Mark Brelsford was clearly on. 
Tucking into the turn flat out, his 
Harley sent huge chunks of dirt flying 
back at the other riders. In second place 
was Gary Scott, the young rookie who 
was trying to spoil every factory effort 
going. But, Mark was on and Gary was 
trying everything to get by. 

"On a Mile track, everything is so 
slow, really," Gary says. "There's so 
much time and room to compensate for 
a mistake. If you got off the groove it's 
easier to get back on than it is on a 
Half-mile. The Mile is more of a 
horsepower thing." 

This was a Mile — Atlanta, to be 
exact. Mark began to pull away. Five 
laps down, five to go in this heat. “I had 
tried eveything I could to get by,” Gary 
recalls. “I tried slip-streaming and that 
didn't work. I felt miserable watching 
him starting to pull away." 

The fastest doesn't always come out 
the winner, however. Mark made one 
mistake: he lost his concentration. 
“When you lose your concentration, 
you either slow down or fall," Scott 
admits. Mark slowed down. 

“I guess it kinda psyched him a little 
so I moved up on him again. When you 
lose the 100 percent concentration, it’s 
hard to get it back real fast. Suddenly, 
he gave me an opening, and I took it 
and moved inside him. Well, he tried 
everything to keep pace, but it was in 
the turn, and he was on the outside, and 
he slipped off the groove and nearly 
went into the wall. He dropped back to 
third and I made it to the Main with the 
win." 

It was the only real showdown 
between the pair all year, the closest 
they ever came at dicing. And here it 
was, the big one which was to decide it 
all. Gary had won their first 
confrontation. 

Off the line in the main, both Scott 
and Brelsford were at it again, this time 
in third and fourth. Weaving back and 
fourth on the long Atlanta oval they 
exchanged glances and dices. Then came 
the heartbreak every privately 
sponsored rider feels. 

"The bike went sour on lap 19 and 
that was it: he had won the 
championship." Gary shakes his head 
slightly. “No, I wasn’t really mad as 
much as I was disappointed because I 
had run a really hard race and it wasn't 
really anybody's fault. We had picked 
up a little rust on the points and lost 
fire. You know, minor stuff that 
happens once in awhile. 

Just like that, Scott had lost all 
chances at winning the Grand National 
Championship in his very first year as an 
Expert. No chance to relax, though. 
Breathing down his neck was Kenny 
Roberts and Gene Romero. 

“This really upset me,” he relates; 
the fear of their presence provoking a 
rare glance an an emotional Scott. “It 
really got me excited. To finish in 
second as a first-year Expert is one 
thing, but to drop in the last couple of 
races back to fourth would have been a 
little bit too much for me to handle. I 
had worked hard for where I was all 
season long, so I knew I had to do it as 
Ascot." 

If success under pressure is any 
indication, then Gary showed his true 
grit at Ascot two weeks later by not 
folding under the weight. 

“Being a day race I wasn't sure if I'd 
do as well, but I had that 100 percent 
effort again — back on the coast and all. 
I was all over my aches and pains now 
and I was ready to race. We went out 
there and everything worked smoothly 
and I had won another National and 
that clinched my second place in the 
point standings." 

With a huge grin, he adds, “...and it 
made me very happy." : 

It didn't look as rosy when the 
season began for the 20-year-old West 
Covina resident. He had just picked up 
partial sponsorship from Skip Clark's 
City Cycle Center in Pico Rivera, Calif. 
At that point, the only thing he had 
going was a PurSang he had gotten from 
Bultaco Motors. 

“Being a privateer I didn’t have many 
bucks to spend on traveling or keeping 
the bike running. I have a few friends, 
like Wendy Briggs and Al Goslee over at 
Kawasaki and they called me up about a 
project for Houston. They wanted to 
build a TT and flat tracker for both 


- Dave Aldana and myself to race at 


Houston.

“Since I didn’t have anything going, 
this sounded great." Both Aldana and 
Scott tried out the bikes and both were 
highly impressed as many of the bugs 
had already been worked out of the 
engines. Both riders agreed to ride for 
Kawasaki so off they went “down to 
Houston to do some racin'." 

And race Gary Scott did. In short 
track trials, Gary did a sizzling 15.91, 
the first time anyone cracked the 16 
second barrier at the Dome. When it 
came around to the main, however, he 
could only weave his way to fourth. The 
night before, fifth was his position in 
the TT. 

“I could have done better," he 
explains, "but the 350 just didn't have 
that explosive burst off the line to the 
first turn. This means we would be 
running near the back of the field and in 
that competition it is just too much 
ground to make up. But, it showed the 
capabilities of the machinery." 

Already on his way up the points 
ladder, Gary continued agreements with 
Kawasaki and headed for Daytona in 
March...but, without a road racer. 
Riding the Big K, Gary won one short 
track and finished “fourth or fifth in 
the other. But I still didn’t have a road 
racer." 

*Then I walked down the pits at 
Daytona while everyone was practicing. 
Oh, that’s a horrid feeling, to walk 
around a race track with nothing to 
race.

Evoking all the sympathy hé could 
muster, he continued making personal 
appearances in the pits and finally it 
paid off. *I saw Scott and Don Autrey 
and they were good friends of mine — 
we've ridden sportsman events together 
— and they offered their 350 Yamaha 
for me to ride in the National. There 
was only one problem, Autrey was 
going to ride it in the Junior Main, and I 
wouldn't have very much practice on 
it." 

That's putting it mildly. After 
Autrey finished 4th, they broke down 
on Saturday and replaced pistons and 
rings and put on a new rear tire. Race 
ready. Earlier, Gary qualified after only 
three laps practice. 

“Everything went pretty smoothly. I 
wasn't out to set any track records...I 
didn't want to scratch up his new road 
racer. We made it all the way to about 
the 47 lap and the closest thing we 
could figure we were running about 
12th...which is very good for the effort 
we put out. Really, we were mainly 
concerned with points; I wanted the 
points to just stay in there and hold my 
own and not try and win the race.” 

Ironically ,nobody else in the running 
for the National title scored points at 
Daytona. In fact, Eddie Mulder, 15th in 
points at the final tally, is the only rider 
scoring points at Daytona in the Top 
15 


“A lot of it is due to the fact that it 
is the first road race of the year,” Scott 





explains. “Also, it’s one of the toughest. 
The only one I saw this year that was 
harder on the rider and machinery was 
Talladega and that was because of the 
weather. Talladega was torturous. At 
Daytona nobody was really ready for 
what they were going to have to endure, 
such as tire wear on the big threes...and 
the high speeds.” 

As the season progressed, Harley and 
Brelsford emerged as the prime choice 
as the next champs. Mark, when he 
made the Main, was getting 
phenomenally high finishes. Scott, 
although making just about every 
National Main a rider could, was 
experiencing the privateer woes: 
mechanical failures. Colorado Springs: 
After settting third fastest time, the 
bike went sour on lap three of the main. 
San Jose Mile: with a 150 yard lead on 
lap 17, the lower end blew. Louisville: 
he took a third despite being 
undergeared (“My fault. In fact, I 
revved it too high in one turn and the 
engine sputtered. I thought to myself, 
‘There you go, man, you just seized the 
thing.’ Then, it came on strong again 
and on I went... could have won that 
one). Homewood Mile: broken seal. 
Then, of course, Atlanta Mile. 

“I had worked for it (Number опе) 
all along but really did not realize I had 
a chance and how close I was getting 
until right after Laguna Seca. I had 
come up to within 10 points of Mark. 
Everybody was really excited but I 
didn't realize what they were excited 
about. They though ht I had finished up 
one place higher than I had and they 
thought. I had taken over the points 
lead. Then it finally hit me and I was 
getting really excited about it.” 

As quickly as the realization came 
was as quickly as it went. The circuit 
swung to New York’s Roosevelt Park 
and Scott, after setting fast time, was 
way out in front of his heat when his 
chances for the title virtually ended. 

“Every once in awhile I get relaxed 
too much and I start thinking ahead too 
far. At Roosevelt I shouldn't have 
because of where I was at: the apex of 
the turn. I had everything under 
control, more or less, and I was thinking 
about getting out on the 
straightaway...and I thought this while I 
was in the process of falling down. 

Gary leaned forward to emphasize 
the point. "It wouldn't have happened 
if I had been concentrating on it. I was 
losing the front wheel and when I 
finally realized that I was definately in 
trouble, well, it was too late. 

“Actually, it was an easy fall. The 
bike didn’t flip at all; it just bounced 
along the track like normal. The only 
reason I got hurt was because Teddy 
Newton followed me off the track and 
ran over me. It’s funny how you do 
that. I catch myself doing it once in a 
while. When I see someone falling I 
look out the corner of my eye, and I 
don’t look at them, 

“So I often find myself looking back 
or off to the side or at the people or 
something like that and it loosens my 
concentration. Before you know it you 
can’t refocus your eyes fast enough and 
— BAM - you’ve had it. I'm sure this is 
what happened to Teddy. It’s happened 
to me before...but not lately. 

“When Bart Markel fell at Colorado 
Springs, he fell right in front of me and 
I missed him by about an inch, really, 
but I n&er shut off the gas. It’s a hard 
thing to do, but you’ve got to do it if 
you’re gonna win. You know people 
will be falling off in back of you, in 
front of you, and all around you...but 
you can’t watch it.” 

After a long pause while we stared at 
each other, Gary finally. added, ‘You’ve 
got to sense them almost.” 

With the incident, he collected a 
broken collarbone. The pain was not 
too bad, however, so he raced the next 
National, the Homewood Mile and took 
16th. The Peoria TT, which followed, 
“was pure hell for me, Everying went 
wrong and I stil took ninth. I earned 
every cent I got at that one." 

Then came the rain delayed Santa Fe 
Short Track. "That really got me. Got a 
second behind Mike Kidd in the heat 
race and in the second elimination heat 
I was running second and got bumped 
off the groove and before I could get 
back on I had dropped back to ninth. I 
fought back to seventh, but couldn't 
transfer so I ended up first alternate. 

“That was pretty aggravating because

I could have made the Main where 
should have done well. Mark Brclsford 
didn’t even make it to the heat races out 
of qualifying. I was really jazzed; I 
thought things were really begi ginning to 
break. my way and I might be able to 
pick up a few points. 

"When you're on the circuit and 
doing good, it seems everything is 
neat..you really enjoy it. But the 
minute it starts going bad, then it starts 
getting depressing. Was I glad to get 
back home from that trip...a bad trip. 

Gary's no longer bitter about the 
season, just a bit saddened. “I could just 
see that Number one plate fade awz 
Of course, I was still trying but luck i: 
involved into a lot. It's bound to happen 
once in awhile. Mark had his troubles at 
the start of the year, like with the bikes 
not being available. I was having mine 
then,’ 

It’s over, though, and Scott is not 
one to live on the past. “I just signed 
with Triumph as the third member of 
the team,” he explains excitedly. “The 
word is that the Triumphs have had a 

oost of about five horsepower for the 
dirt trackers, That’ll make it more than 
competitive against those Harleys. 

“But, there’s a lot more road races 
and that won’t help my chances at 
winning the title..it may even hurt me. 
Im not the greatest road racer, you 
know." A smile creeps across his face. 

"There was this time out at Ontario 
that Bugsy got me. I’d say that it was 
the old man playing games with me. I 
respect Bugsy, so when he went out to 
practice I wanted to get out there with 
him so I could get a little race time with 
him and pick up a few little pointers. 

"So, I tried to catch up to him and I 
was really running hard and all of a 
sudden I started gaining ground on him. 
Well, this really jazzed me up, 'cause 
here I was going as fast, and faster, than 
Bugsy at Ontario. Wow, I must really be 
in the hunt. 

Gary is now shaking his head back 
and forth as he.talks, grinning all the 
while. *So, I caught up to him and all of 
a sudden I realized he was playing games 
with me. Evidently, he wasn't braking 
nearly as hard as he could into the turns 
and I passed him pretty easy. I realized 
that wasn't doing me any good, being in 
front of him, so I thought as we came 
out of turns 18 and 19 that I'd just 
sweep a little bit high and trick him into 
passing me again. 

"Well, I went a little bit high and 
Bugsy didn't pass me. In the meantime, 
I started looking back and then missed 
half the turn and proceeded to fall off. 
And on the.slowest part of the track at 
that! 

"So, when Bugsy went by and 


looked back, I just waved him on. There 
I stood, feeling like a complete idiot. It 
really tore me up — my pride." 

He heaves a confessional sigh of relief 
then oses himself even further. “I 
was like a complete novice...wasn’t 
watching what I was doing and fell off.” 

For a young man, second best in the 
country, it’s difficult to admit you’ve 
got a lot to learn. Admits Gary, “I 
think Cal Rayborn is naturally the 
fastest road racer in America. I follow 
him — well, not very often. You can’t 
learn very much when the only time 
you can watch him is when he’s passing 
you. He goes so fast and smooth that 
is's just unbelievable. 

Road racing: “There is much more 
racing as far as the riders ability and 
track ability...much more than I ever 
imagined. I’ve got a lot to learn next 
year. An awful lot..."

A LOOK FORWARD INTO THE PAST 


by Charles Clayton 


Stereotypes Die Hard 

Since the early 1950's, motorcycling 
in America has struggled to break the 
image cast by Stanley Kramer's classic 
movie “The Wild One.” That ninety 
minutes of celluloid sealed for a 
generation the role and fate of us whose 
tastes in transportation resemble those 
оҒ “Сһіпо” апа Һів girlfriend 
(*Britches," I think was her name). To 
citizens and cops throughout the nation, 
The Movie dictated their reaction and 
when motorcyclists met with in reality 
didn't always resemble Kramer’s 
depiction, mass society was confused 
and bewildered. 

American Honda Motor Co. invested, 
legend hia. it, $5 million dollars a decade 
after the move to convince America that 
“You met the nicest people on” a cute 
little two-wheeler with a western 
sounding name. That slogan, in its 
ambiguity, was one of the finest phrases 
in the history of advertising. That it was 
only half true merely added the ironic 
dimension that a good ad campaign can 
thrive on. Surely if the people **on" the 
cute two-wheelers were nice, those that 
they met were not always so. 

Then, after twenty years, another 
movie altered the image. Son of “Wild 
One” or, “Easy Rider" with Peter 
Fonda. More downbeat than Kramer, 
Fonda's Capt. America depicted the 
death agonies of a young generation 
burnt out with drugs and privilege. 
Meanwhile, for 26 weeks on television 
an escapee from that 1960's generation 
advised grownups to ''Hang in there." 
while he went about finding the 
America that Fonda overlooked. Jim 
Bronson was his name and he was 
neither straight nor freaky. “Then Came 
Bronson” was as close as mass media has 
ever come . to a depiction of a 
motorcyclist that society can tolerate. 

Twenty-five years have passed since 
Chino strutted on the scene — a full 
generation. Motorcycling has just about 
lived it down. The new image 
motorcycling is putting across, in spite 
of media, is neither that of the worst of 
people nor the nicest. While unable to 
propagaņdize, we have merely 
revolutionized . the country. We 
multiplied until now there is hardly a 
citizen in the U.S.A. who does not 
know a motorcycle enthusiast 
personally. One out of ten households 
now owns a motorcycle or two and by 
1975 there'l be a bike in one out of 
seven families. 

In all but the highest places, which 
are slowest to respond to change, 
motorcycle buffs have merely 
outnumbered our “‘image’’ Stereotypes 
are hard to kill, but ours, thank heaven,

generation is it beginning to change. 


And Doing It Clean 

We have the beginnings of 
environmental control, wherein man 
seeks to solve the problems raised by his 
technology with more technological 
gadgets. We will see more of this 
mindless trend in the future as 
motorcycles are enveloped and filtered 
to control noise and exhaust emissions. 
That the consumption of resources, to 
produce the sound deadeners and 
chemical filters, outweighs the 
cumulative benefits will not occur to 
the officials who set the standards. We 
will see glass-bodied motorcycles and 
perhaps alcohol engines before the 
decade is out. : 

If one were to believe the 
alarmists of an impending “energy 
crisis,” we would be turning our 
refineries into distilleries right now. If 
the armchair ecologists really wanted to 
save the wilderness and the seas, they 
would be pushing alcohol as a motor 
fuel. But no one except Class A 
speedway racers is ready for that, yet. 
Maybe next year... 


Lonesome Saddles in the Old 
Corral — Doing it in the Dirt 


Look for some improvement in the 
off-road motorcycle situation this 
coming year. Instead of where we can't 
ride, the emphasis will be on opening 
dirt where we can ride. Some public 
land will be made available over the 
objections of outraged protectionists, 
and a flock of private "Motorcycle 
Country Clubs" will be opening around 
the country. These private reserves will 
provide not only limited acres of tracks 
and trails, but will be linked, via trail 
networks, with public forests and other 
parks. 

The benefits of privately-operated 
motorcycle parks to the dirt rider will 
only begin with making riding land 
more accessible. Campgrounds, security, 
and recreational easement will be 
permanently available both for 
organized and casual riding recreation. 
Already. there are two companies 
endeavoring to affiliate motorcycle park 
operations across the country into a 
kind of franchise network. The 
individual parks will get experienced 
management counsel, lower insurance 
rates and co-operative purchasing and 
promotion programs, among other 
things. 

* The motorcycle rider and the 
industry which depends on him will 
have a greater variety of terrain and 
events to expend their energy upon. 
Even the ecology will benefit from 
having an alternative to 
overdevelopment of valuable real estate 
close to urban areas. Diversified 
recreation reserves of this future kind 
will produced 10 to 15% dividends on 
investments up to two million dollars.

Those who still prefer the unmarked 
wilderness will find those places less 
inhabited on weekends than they used 
to be, as riders, given a choice, opt for

Queen Victoria is alleged to have said Б 
that she didn't mind what moral 
precepts her subjects practiced т 
private, "as long as they don't do it in 
the road and scare the horses." I'm glad 
that the old girl isn't living in America 
this coming year, for the motorcyclist is 
going to be practicing his pleasure in the 
streets as never before. 

With the continual suffocation of 
off-road (dirt) riding as the 
preservationists have their way, some 
million or more new riders are going to 
take to the pavement on motorcycles 
bred for performance and agility. The 
"superbike" engine in a good-handling 
frame will gradually replace the 
awkward chopper as the movie image 
continues to fade. The trend all along in 
motorcycling has been toward the 
ultimate road burner. Culminating in 
the Brough Superior of the 1920's, the 
Harley-Davidson 74's and Indian Fours 
of the 1930's, into the European and 
Japanese multis of the 1970’s, the age 
of the street roadster is perennially here. 

Police will find it hard to fault a 
machine that outperforms and 
outmaneuvers their own motorcycles 
and the modern equivalent of Queen 
Victoria's horses, the prisoners of cars, 
will inevitabiy be startled. 

What this will lead to, I hope, will be 
an accommodation on the part of 
government, allowing the motorcycle to 
benefit society as a daring form of rapid 
transit. While other citizens trundle 
along in their safety cars in their private 
lanes, the speedy, efficient bikes, 
operating in a lane for them only, may 
go about their business at a higher speed 
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combined with appearance.

the relative comforts of the cycle parks. 

In line with this relatively new 
concept of designated riding dirt, I 
anticipate a growing trend toward 
absentee maintenance (for lack of a 
better term) and even leasing ownership 
of dirt bikes. Executive Services 
Company of Garden Grove, Calif. is the 
first and only organization (to my 
knowledge) that stores, maintains, and 
even disposes of dirt bikes for its 
rider-clients. For $30 a month plus 
parts, ESCO guarantees to have the 
client's motorcycle ready to ride any 
time he wants it. I.keep one of my bikes 
there and, for my money, it’s worth it. 
Proprietor Ed Wight even brings his 
customer's bikes to his C.E.R.A. 
enduros at no extra charge, if they want 
to ride there. 

I envision services similar to ESCO's 
at modern cycle parks. The average dirt 
rider, as our surveys show, is well above 
average economically. He's young and 
busy and usually a family man. He rides 
for exercise and recreation. He's got 
quite a. bundle invested in his 
motorcycle hobby and much of it is 
spent for tools and means of 
transporting his scooter. I suspect that a 
sizeable number of dirt riders would just 
as soon reduce their investment by 
leasing their equipment and/or storing 
the bikes where they ride them. In a 
‘way, I guess, what I envision will be 
similar to yachting, as opposed to 
boating. You would dock your toy 
where you sail it for maximum fun with 
minimum toil. This old thing of hauling 
your dirt bike around behind you is 
becoming passe.

According to the Wall Street Journal, the nation’s second largest newspaper, 
“Hardly a working journalist could deny that one of the gravest weaknesses in 
coverage exhibited by the American press is its coverage of itself”. Now Cycle News 
may be dull, biased, inaccurate, amateurish and full of typographical erors, but it 
isn’t weak, and the proof is in the Read Test of motorcycling periodicals — a 
first-time-ever effort to epitomize and evaluate the bike books from a reader’s point 
of view, awarding kudos or clouts as seems deserved. 


WHAT IS BEING TESTED 

Monthly magazines are the mainstream of motorcycle publishing, though there are 
a bewildering number of quarterlies, weekly tabloids, one-shots, books, annuals, and 
biweeklies. We're going to look only at the monthly magazines, concentrating on 
their performance during Anno Domini 1972. Omitted magazines are missing for one 
reason only: I was unable to obtain copies of them to examine. 

Weekly regional newspapers are deliberately omitted because a Read Test of these 
appearing in a weekly regional newspaper would strain my credulity, and I assume it 
would also strain yours. 

How accurate, impartial, informative and objective will this Read Test be? The 
same or better than the average magazine road test of motorcycles, which should 
certainly remove all grounds for rational objection by offended publishers...though it 
may leave them jangling with cognitive dissonance. 

With more than two dozen monthlies cluttering newsstands and gobbling precious 
tax dollars in second-class mailing subsidies, a reader's natural inclination is to start at 
the top and work his way down as time and money permit. Which magazine is the 
best? The monthlies are not bashful in telling us, using the device of the Letters to 
the Editor Column. For example: 

m magazine, ‘Cycle Guide,’ provides my favorite recreational reading” (CG, 
May 

“T have found that ‘Cycle’ has much more to offer” (C, May). “Bravo to ‘Cycle 
(C, үз “ ‘Cycle’...on a par with the very best M/C journalism I have ever seen" (C, 
Oct. 

“СМ” is number one” (CW, Feb.). “‘...‘Cycle World’, which is the leading 
magazine” (CW, Apr.). “Here are my ratings: 1) ‘Cycle World’, 2)...“\(CW, May). 
“What I’ve always told all my friends, ‘Cycle World’ is Number 1” (CW, May) 

““ Road Rider’ is the best cycle mag I’ve seen so far" (RR, May) 

** *Hot Bike'...I think it’s the greatest magazine on motorcycles!!!" (HB, Feb.) 

“Т ат а regular reader of *Cycle Illustrated' and consider it...the top" (CI, Aug.) 

“I read ‘Street Chopper’ as often as I can and I think it's a great mag" (SC, Jan.). 
“I think your mag is the greatest” (SC, Jan.) 

“ ‘Bike’ is the best mag.” (B, Summer or Autumn) 

Obviously — it says here — we must assume that letters the editors choose to print, 
as distinguished from those they choose to suppress, are perfectly representative 
samples of reader opinion. Obviously the peculiar similarities in style found in some 
of these letters printed over different names are merely statistical artifacts, e.g., 
"number one", *1)" and *Number 1" in'Cycle World...or *'I think", “mag”, and 
“great/greatest” in Street Chopper's January issue. 

Actually, there is no such thing as thé one best magazine because of the growing 
trend towards specialization among the motorcycle monthlies. Areas of specialization 
in 1972 include: general coverage, dirt bikes, choppers, performance bikes, touring, 
and lightweights. Furthermore, there is a growing trend towards approaching each 
topical area in one of two rather distinctive styles which, for lack of more incisive 
terms, may be called information amd entertainment. You read an informative 
magazine primarily to learn something useful about motorcycles, motorcycling, 
motorcyclists, etc. You read an entertaining magazine primarily for the enjoyment of 
the reading itself. It's easy to say that a magazine should be both informative and 
entertaining but, first, there are natural trade-offs which must be made between these 
two objectives — sometimes they conflict — and, second, several of the magazines 
seem to have made rather firm editorial commitments to one or the other style, a 
trend which I suspect will grow in the future. 

There is a third editorial style which, unfortunately, is all too prevalent: disguised 
advertising. While manufacturers, publishers and readers all benefit from good 
advertising, I cannot imagine any way in which readers benefit from advertising that 
is disguised to look like independent reporting or fearless editorial comment, though 
I can easily imagine ways in which disguised advertising can be constructively 
harmful to readers who are unwary enough to swallow it whole. Since one of the 
most important informational functions a magzine can perform for a reader is to tell 
him those things about a product that the manufacturer is not shouting about, this is 
a critical subject. 

During 1972 the best road tests and product reviews rose to a level of “good”, 
while the worst sank all the way to “reprehensible”. Until I began comparing scores 
of magazines one-to-one for this Read Test, I had not fully appreciated how great the 
differences in editorial approach to this problem really are. Some of the devices to 
watch for: 

Completely omitting any mention of any product shortcoming. 

Omitting mention of certain critical product shortcomings. 

Minimizing key problems, e.g., the well-known “slight” vibration. 

Presenting manufacturer’s claims as verified facts. 

Concentrating criticism upon those product drawbacks which, at the time of the 

test, the manufacturer has already rectified on the models which will be available 

for sale; sometimes, knowing that the preliminary design has already been changed 

by the manufacturer, the magazine will try to take credit for prompting the 

product improvement. 

6) Lavishing praise upon a product in return for the right to ‘‘first”’ or 
coverage. 

7) Barraging the product with unwarranted criticism in revenge for not getting first 
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or exclusive coverage rights. 


8) Vigorously criticizing trivia — which a buyer can easily and probably will change 
anyway — to create credibility and to draw attention away from significant 
problems that are overlooked. 

9) Product reports that ramble on for pages but are simply not informative. 

10) Slanting a test accordingly:as the product is made by a present, potential, ex-, or 

non-advertiser. . 

A reader planning to spend anywhere from a couple to a couple of thousand 
dollars naturally wants as much useful and reliable data as he can find on the product 
he's interested in. The way to do this is to collect as many different magazines as you 
сапећаї have evaluated the product, or at least reported on it. The more independent 
evaluations you can find, the better you will be able to evaluate the product before 
sinking your moncy into it. 


THE TEST UNITS 

Big Bike (Hi-Torque Publishing Co., 16200 Ventura Blvd., Encino, CA, 91316) BB 
combines coverage of traditional cosmetic choppers and performance bikes, leaning 
towards the latter, in a book of about 75 pages. “Choppers” and “Dirt Bike” play 
musical mastheads with BB's editorial staff. Photography is average and tends to 
concentrate on design details of the featured machines. Writing is lively. How-to 
articles are legitimate and informative. Product evaluations are laced with healthy 
skepticism and are often based on actual tests, as distinguished from rewrites of 
manufacturer's claims. 

Bike (National Magazine Co. Ltd., Chestergate House, Vauxhall Bridge Road, 
London $W1, Great Britain) For some reason this new English publication is found 
on many Southern Califqrnia magazine stands. Evidently it is trying to develop some 
sort of USA/GB cross-pollination. Starting as a quarterly (I think) it has moved to a 
bi-monthly (I think) and is heading towards monthly publication (I think). One issue 
says Autumn 1972 on the cover and Summer on the inside pages; another issue says 
Early Summer on the cover and Spring on the inside pages; all very confusing. 

“Bike is very big on presenting Americana (music, styles, Coca-Cola, Harleys, etc.) 
in a British setting. If you see an issue, buy it for its novelty value — like a very 
British review of Fats Domino, Little Richard and Elvis Presley rock-and-roll 
recordings. Either “Bike” is designed for English motorcyclists who dream that the 
Garden of Eden is located in the LA Main Basin, or else it’s pandering to Americans 
who are certain that this is so. Aside from novelty value, “Bike” has little to offer. 
Chopper — The Custom Motorcycle Guide (TRM Publications, Inc., 731 Melrose 
Avenue, Placentia, CA, 92670) A 180-page quarterly publication selling for $1.95, 
“Chopper” is included in this survey because it is the paradigm of all TRM 
publications, which include “Hot Bike” and ‘‘Street Chopper." 

There is nothing on the cover which identifies Chopper" as anything other than 
another of the thick quarterlies regularly produced by a number of publishers. Nor is 
there on the contents page, the editorial page, or any place else a potential buyer is 
likely to scan before purchasing the book. Actually, it soon becomes clear that 
“Chopper” is a captive publication of AEE Choppers Inc., for the AEE logo is 
omnipresent throughout. Partway into the "magazine" the reader encounters ads 
that look like catalog listings, or catalog listings that look like ads. 

Eventually, on the very last page, all is revealed in the single statement, “All - 
previous catalog prices are superseded by this catalog". CATALOG! 

“Chopper”’ is nothing but an AEE catalog which has.been gussied up with chopper 
photos, a smattering of articles, and other material. Like most chopper accessory 
manufacturers, AEE charges its customers for the privilege of discovering what it has 
available for sale. Evidently the catalogs sold so briskly, that AEE was earning a tidy 
profit on them, some of which it decided to plow back into fancying them up with 
pseudo-editorial material. 

Some of the best catalogs contain non-catalog information. Usually this consists 
of background information, applications, guidelines, definitions of nomenclature, 
size conversion charts, and so on...material that is useful in understanding the 
products in the catalog and making the proper selection. Nothing like this is found in 
the AEE catalog. 

AEE Choppers is located at 730 Monroe Way, Placentia. TRM publications is 
located at 731 Melrose 'Ave., Placentia. These are opposite ends of the same building 
which is set in a small industrial tract having Monroe on the west and Melrose on the 
east. 

Nothing I found in any TRM publication plainly stated the relation between TRM 
and AEE. On the contrary, extraordinay efforts are made to conceal the relationship 
and to give the impression that TRM is an independent journalistic organization. 
AEE refuses to accept personal checks and insists upon cashier's checks or certified 
checks or money orders up front. If the customer fails to include all ordering 
information AEE deems necessary he is charged an extra $2.50, which he pays since 
AEE already has his first payment. Returns — e.g., because the part did not fit 
properly — cost the buyer a twenty percent “handling charge”, with a minimum of 
$5. If the customer expects a refund, he'll have to wait, since “refunds are issued 
quarterly", the only such case I've ever heard of. Electrical items bear no guarantee; 
they may not be returned or exchanged. “In some cases" imported items have no 
guarantee; the catalog makes no attempt to identify which items are imported and 
which have no guarantee. Regardless of how well it packed the merchandise, AEE 
disclaims all responsibility for damage in transit; in any case, it does not pay shipping 
charges. Payments in foreign currencies are not accepted. The world's largest 
mail-order house, as you know, is Sears, and their guarantee is as simple as can be, 
“Satisfaction, or your money back". AEE's guarantee is "in accordance with the 
manufacturer's own terms of warranty”; the catalog does not identify manufacturers 
and does not state their terms of warranty. 

The editorial policy of all TRM publications is in full harmony with the business 
attitude of its parent company. 
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Choppers Magazine (Hi-Torque Publishing Co., 16200 Ventura Blvd., Encino, CA, 
91316) With about 70 pages and a circulation of about 70,000, “Choppers” is not 
terribly different from “Big Bike’’, a sister publication. Photography is fair. Writing is 
lively and openly opinionated. How-to’s and product reviews are similar to “BB” and 
“Dirt Bike”; skeptical, realistic, practical. 

Custom Chopper (Cycle Guide Publications, Inc., 1440 West Walnut St., Compton, 
CA, 90220) “Custom Chopper” is a sister publication to “Cycle Guide”. It uses good 
color photography quite effectively to present feature choppers in its generous 
90-page format. CC likes to include people in the photos of custom machinery. Like 
“Cycle Guide”, CC is astonishingly erratic. Useful, accurate information is mixed 
indiscriminately with outright bloopers. Wheat and chaff are both presented in 
generous measures. Answers to reader questions are helpful and informative. Some of 
the how-to articles are really outstanding and unique. There are few regular features. 
Taking one thing and another, CC is the best of the information-oriented chopper 
magazines. 

Cycle (Ziff-Davis Publishing Co., One Park Ave., New York, NY, 10016) Backed by 
the mighty distribution facilities of Ziff-Davis, Cycle" has zipped into the lead in 
motorcycle monthly circulation. It is, by far, the most mechanically complicated 
magazine in the field: fold-out covers, inserted postcards, fold-out-and-out-and-out 
advertisements, included posters, square-back binding, you name it, “Cycle” has it. 

“Cycle” is the “Sports Illustrated” of the motorcycle field...entertaining and 
ephemeral, titillating and transient. During 1972, “‘Cycle”’ shifted its editorial base of 
operations to California but it still bears the stigmata of slick, mass-produced, 
mass-consumed New York City journalism. Designed to be the kind of magazine you 
can't put down until you're through, it is therefore the kind of magazine you throw 
away when you are through.One occasional exception to this is the technical article 
which, when done at all, is usually done very well. The magazine is clearly designed 
more to be "interesting" than informative. More so than any of its competitors, 
“Cycle” is a master of the tricks of the mass media. 

“Cycle” tries very hard to shape reader opinion, .but not with the bluff 
braggadoccio of “Dirt Bike’’, the stumbling embarrassment of “Cycle Guide", or the 
cutting sarcasm of “Cycle News”; rather, “Cycle” employs the sinister style of 
“Timetheweeklynewsmagazine” itself: its opinions are the revealed word of God, and 
the reader had better consider that source most carefully before daring to reject 
those inspired thoughts. Despite its posture of normative infallibitlity, “Cycle” ’s 
often strikingly expressed opinions seem designed mainly for their impact, and little 
else. 

A “Cycle” road test is a series of fleeting impressions, snap judgments, sweeping 
pronouncements, and isolated arcana that flows beautifully the first time you read it, 
looks good on the second reading, doubtful on the third, and so on downhill the 
more you study it, until it eventually dissolves into a fuzzy, unfocused picture of the 
test bike being as blurred and ultimately meaningless as the surrealistic photography 
“Cycle” so much prefers. 

"Cycle"'s regular features are few in number and marginal in scope and quality. 
Everything is done for effect, not for substance. Race reports, for example, are so 
sketchy and selective that the only need they can possibly fuflfill is the reader's urge 
to read race reports. Despite all the slick, plastic tricks of authenticity", characters 
in "Cycle"'s personality features exist on a trans-humane plane like movie stars or 
professional baseball players...demi-gods among men, aliens among Tellurians. 

Starting with the well-designed contents page, the reader progresses through a 
typical issue in fits and starts, here his eye caught by an “arresting” photo, there his 
fancy tickled by a "'striking" phrase, until suddenly, unexpectedly, there's no more. 
"Cycle" does not have much editorial mass and the reader is left frustrated, 
unfulfilled, lusting for next month's issue. If you prefer spectating an exotic dancer 
to grappling a sweaty whore, ‘‘Cycle” is for you. If you believe in “Time” and Walter 
Cronkite, you’ll believe in “Cycle”. Й 
Cycle Guide (Cycle Guide Publications, Inc., 1440 West Walnut Street, Compton, 
CA, 90220) CG gives you a lot of words-n-pitchers for the money, some issues 
running to as much as 140 pages, well-filled with editorial material. There are 
numerous regular features, road tests, and technical articles, but little in the way of 
outside-word news (insurance, government regulation, etc.). 

Graphic design features clean, highly-readable type, average black and white 
photography, and color photography which, while infrequent, is very good. CG's 
performance on road tests, technical articles, and how-to's can be best described as 
spotty.Its coverage is broad, qualifying it as a general-interest magazine. 

To amuse yourself on a rainy afternoon, dig out a stack of CG's and read the last 
paragraphs of the road tests, especially the last sentences. Evidently CG has a policy 
of providing an incisive summary at the end of each test, but this policy doesn't carry 
over into practice at all. Whatever the opposite of “incisive” is, that's what these 
concluding remarks turn out to be. 

After extensive testing, CG always manages to discover that racing bikes are nearly 
ready to race out of the box but aren't very good for casual cow-trailing; that trail 
bikes are nearly ready to cow-trail out of the box but aren't very good for street 
riding; and that street bikes are nearly ready to street-ride out of the box but aren't 
very good for racing. Will surprises never end? 

CG ought to hire a professional phrase-monger from “Cycle” for its road test 
punch-lines are as feeble as a new-borm bunny. 

“The Bonneville is a fine machine that could be improved.” (Jan.) 

“Suzuki 250 is a quality machine that needs some easily made engineering 
changes." (Feb.). 

“Tt would be well worth the time to take a look at the 1972 XS-2” (June). 

“The extremely high resale value (of the Sportster), even after many years, makes 
it a good buy for those who can afford it." (May). 

Surely there must be a couple of motorcyclists — maybe even three — somewhere 
in this world whose desire to own a Sportster hinges critically upon whether or not 
its resale value holds up as well as a Volkswagen. 

Many CG road tests carry a dual by-line, but even those that don’t are apparently 
written in two parts, at two different times, in two different places, by two writers 





who have never met. The first writer provides a detailed list of failures and 
shortcomings observed on the test bike. Afterwards, the second man writes a 
sweeping disclaimer that whatever is noted on a test bike is not representative of all 
units of this model, and a final wrap-up that concludes the machine is very good for 
its intended purpose but could use some improvements. 

CG’s innovation in road testing is the flat-out six-hour-run on a road-race course. 
Unfortunately, CG does not understand the principles of endurance-testing so it 
derives little useful data from these six-hour-runs. 

CG is noted for how-to articles profusely illustrated by photographs ranging in 
quality from excellent to egregious. On closer examination many of these projects 
turn out to be shucks. 

Some supposed how-to’s are merely disguised advertising for an accessory 
manufacturer, machine shop, etc., and are not remotely feasible for the readers to 
execute in their own garages. Some seem desirable and do-able, but are outlandishly 
costly; instead of frankly titling such articles “How To Pour Two Million Dollars 
Down a Super Rat Hole", CG coyly conceals the costs. 

Many of the *how-to's" are merely reports on personal one-of-a-kind projects that 
make interesting reading but are hardly likely to be duplicated by anybody. Despite 
all this, CG does contain much practical, useful, how-to information. You have to 
pick and choose carefully. 

Technically, CG is the most erratic magazine of all. Sometimes it presents valuable 
factual information available nowhere else; other times it commits horrible blunders 
and transmits terrible misinformation. If you believe everything you see in print, the 
odds will be in your favor, but be warned. 

Though the number of pages of editorial material is large, most consists of photos 
and is quickly scanned. There is a good selection of regular features, most of which 
are good, but none consistently outstanding. Editor Bob Braverman's long, windy 
articles about his exploits are nice if you like long, windy articles by editors about 
their exploits. Wife Barbara's occasional exploit-articles are more fun for their 
novelty, and are néither cloying nor chauvinistic, which probably proves something 
about female exploitation. D 

CG is not a good magazine and it's not a bad magazine. It is both at once. It will 
be interesting to see whether CG steers firmly in the one direction or the other in the 
coming year, or whether it justs continues to fumble. 

Cycle Illustrated (Modern Day Periodicals, Inc., 222 Park Avenue South, New York, 
NY, 1003) With "Cycle" writ large on the cover and “Illustrated” barely visible, CI 
comes off as a pepper-tree copy of the real Cycle". CI alternates publication dates 
with sister-title “Motor Cycle World" (Where could they have got that title from?) 
and, despite the internal ads that claim CI emphasizes dirt bikes while MCW 
emphasizes street bikes, I am unable to discover any systematic difference between 
the two titles. See "Motor Cycle World." 

Cycle Sport (Cycle Sport Publishing, 29 Burley St., Danvers, Mass., 01923) Do you 
have a secret hankering to be a magazine publisher? Read CS and take heart, With 
little more than an IBM Executive typewriter and a local Greyhound bus station 
(You plug the typewriter into the electric shaver outlet in the men's room.) you can 
produce a monthly just like CS. All black and white, photo-offset at the corner 
Quik-Print shop, 132 pages, 50¢ cover price, coarse-screen halftone illustrations, and 
a full collection of outdated race results. CS’s biggest regular feature is the letters 
column; everything else is reporting on obscure local races. 

Why CS is a magazine-format monthly baffles me completely. As a monthly 
Magazine it is simply awful and doesn’t remotely compare to any of the other 
magazines. It’s so bad compared to any of the others reviewed in this Read Test that 
it’s in a class by itself.,.way...down...there. But that’s exactly the point. CS shouldn’t 
be a monthly magazine. What it should be is a weekly newspaper, in which format it 
could develop its full potential. In its present format, CS is fighting a losing battle. 
Cycle World (Bond/Parkhurst Publications, 1499 Monrovia Ave., Newport Beach, 
CA, 92663) The original "new" motorcycle magazine that radicalized the early 
Sixties has mellowed into a mainstream role in the early Seventies. Specializing in 
fact-packed road tests, which it introduced into the field, CW has by far the most and 
broadest-ranging regular and individual features. Its monthly reports from Italy, 
Europe and Japan provide the most complete coverage of what the foreign devils are 
up to. 

Technical articles range from mundane how-to's to the most obstruse theoretical 
treatises, and are highly reliable, if only because CW is not bashful about permitting 
subsequent reader criticism via its Letters column. The unique Feedback column 
presents rider experience with various motorcycles, ignoring the usual silly furors 
between Hog-haters and Limey-haters, etc. 

If “Cycle” places entertainment ahead of information, CW reverses the priorities. 
If you like to read & all, you probably save it. If you're going to subscribe to one 
general-coverage magazine, CW has to be the one. а 

While the quantitative road test data panel is the frustration of every competing 
editor, the text of CW's road tests is less than inspired, e.g.: “Gearbox action is 
smooth.” (Jan.); “Upshifting is very smooth." (Feb.); "Shifting action is smooth." 
(Mar.); “Buttery smooth Sportster box.” (July); “Buttery smooth...shifting.” (Sept.). 
The art of presenting road test results is not yet so highly developed that no 
improvements remain to be made. 

Graphically, CW seems to be moving more heavily towards full-page, full-color 
bleeds, an expensive printing process usually reserved for ads, and capable of striking 
results as in the September coverage of the Berkshire Three-Days Trials. Generally 
CW's illustrations, color, black and white, or line-drawing, are well done and, like the 
rest of the magazine, are slanted towards information content. 

When CW first appeared, nobirdy had aviar soar anywing to eagle it, if only 
because it actually told — gasp! — how fast motorcycles didn't go compared to their 
distributor’s claims. Today it is surrounded by a horde of more special-interest 
books. Teen-age tyros may be attracted to “Popular Cycling", say, for a few years, 
but I suspect that the longer a rider’s experience, the more likely he is eventually to 
turn to CW.

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Dirt Bike (Hi-Torque Publications, Inc., 16200 Ventura Blvd., Encino, CA, 91316) 
DB is the premier example of a special-interest motorcycle magazine, and the 
outstanding counter-example to my contention that information and entertainment 
don’t go together. If you’re at all interested in dirt riding, DB is in a class by itself. 
On the one hand it dives right in on the real gut-issues, presenting comprehensive, 
organized, invaluable data no other magazine wants to mess with. 

Are fuel additives worth anything? Run ‘em on the dyno and let’s see. Do 
different brands of gasoline make a difference? Try ‘em on the dyno and let’s find 
out. How much do replacement parts cost for all the popular competition bikes? Call 
up all the dealers, ask, and tabulate the results. How much do bikes really weigh, 
manufacturer’s claims notwithstanding? Put every one of the 86 dirt bikes that there 
are on a set of scales and let’s see. Egad! The MX is 33 pounds lighter than claimed! 
Is nothing sacred? : 

On the: other hand, DB is as entertaining as any magazine in the field: witty, 
irreverent, briskly written, and outrageously opinionated. Who else would insist that 
the Suzuki TM 250] is exactly “114.6784 percent better than the 400"? (Oct.) Then 
there was that memorable test of the 405 “American Turkey”. And none of that 
double-dealing shilling for advertisers disguised as neutral reporting. No sir, Bunky, 
what you see is more like, “You’re probably better off buying one of the accessory 
brands offered by a ‘Dirt Bike’ advertiser. They’ve gotta eat, ya know”. (Oct.) If 
anyone were rash enough to write something like that for a TRM publication, he'd be 
excommunicated. 

The DB staff deserve compliments for the delightful blend of hard-headed 
factuality and light-hearted humor which they regularly purvey but this is not, I 
think, all of their own doing. 

Part of it is due to the nature of dirt riding itself, and consequently the natures of 
riders who are drawn to this facet of the sport. In comparison racers and chopperites 
take everything so seriously, and tourists — Oh, Lord! — as solemn as a priest at his 
mother’s funeral. “Big Bike” and “Choppers”, despite overlapping staffs, don’t 
sparkle the way DB does. If you don't like DB, you probably weren't cut out to be a 
dirt rider anyway. 

Dirt Cycle (Countrywide Publications Inc. and/or Modern Day Periodicals Inc., 222 
Park Avenue, New York, NY, 10002) Another pale imithtion from the “Cycle 
Illustrated/Motor Cycle World" shop. With a $1 cover price, there's no contest 
between DC and the real “Dirt Bike.” If that price were cut in half, it would still be 
no contest. 

Easyriders (Paisano Publications, Inc., P. O. Box 2086, Seal Beach, CA, 90740) What 
would you expect from a bi-monthly chopper magazine whose masthead includes an 
Editor-at-Large, an Overworked Editor, a Mentor, an Editorial Flunky, an Arbitrator, 
a Wine Taster, a Man About Town, an Executive Janitor, and an Office Cat named 
Black Dog? “Easyriders” is totally unlike any of the other chopper mags. Let me 
count the ways. 

The pot-oriented ‘“Taking It Easy” column is the only feature I found in any bike 
book which is designed to appeal to the rider-readers but which has nothing to do 
with motorcycling. The Letters column is an endless series of mutual put-ons. 
“Bikers Digest” is so obvious when you see it, you wonder why nobody thought of it 
before; as its subtitle says, it consists of “miscellaneous quotes from other biker 
rags”. The well-done custom bike features use only a limited amount of color 
photography, but usually show the owner, give good equipment of details, and 
include an actual action shot; there is usually a more-or-less clothed chick in the 
photos. Miraculous Mutha’s “‘advice” column should be sufficiently crude and vulgar 
to satisfy the most demanding connoisseur, though it is closely rivalled in these 
qualities by the Mutha Goose page of poems. Yes, poems. 

Then there's *In the Wind"; reader photos, some in color, of choppers actually 
being ridden. There's a captive organization called ABATE (Anarchistic Bikers Against 
the Establishment?) which is reported to have contributed $250 to Charles Simon's 
valiant legal struggle against government-coerced ‘helmet-wearing (National 
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Unconstitutional Helmet Committee, c/o Motorcyclist's Post, Stiles Lake Ave., 
Leicester, Mass., 01524); “Easyriders” regularly devotes three pages to brief 
newsnotes about government activities, some of this information being won the hard 
way by readers in their encounters with Big Brother; editor Lou Kimzey appeared on 
KNXT to rebut that TV station’s editorial demand for lights-on-at-all-hours. What 
happened to the editors of all the other LA-based bike books? 

Then there's the Red Freak Rider" cartoon strip, the scattered cartoons, the 
promised $10,000 award to the custom bike voted best by the readers, the classified 
ads with their appeals for mail by residents of various federal and state institutions, 
the one-page how-to's ranging from obscure Harley tricks to such gems of practicality 
as fermenting frozen orange juice into wine — if the California Vintner's Association 
will permit me to call it that — in a plastic bottle which, hopefully, has had most of 
the bleach residue rinsed out (“Don’t rinse ‘er out too good, Reno. That extra kick is 
like...heavy"".) 

And...then there's fiction which is not quite sophisticated enough to qualify as 
hard core pornography, and there's chopper artwork which is really good, e.g., the 
collection in the October issue, and there's an occasional technical article which is a 
masterpiece of its kind. The engineering stress analysis of chopper chassis and the 
nationwide survey of motorcycle accident injury statistics (Oct. are each 
unsurpassed by anything I was able to find in any other motorcycle magazine. 

“Easyriders” is able to contain this astonishing potpourri in only 70 pages since it 
has little advertising, and that which it does have is dominated by D&D Distributors 
and a sprinkling of obscure post office box numbers. If “Easyriders” is somebody ’s 
captive publication, however, it really doesn’t matter since the one staple item of 
chopper magazine fare that it does not have is the test of/report on/evaluation 
of/how-to-with feature of commercial items. There is no disguised advertising. 

If “Easyriders” is successful I’d expect it to go to a regular monthly schedule; it 
started up only in 1971. “Easyriders” is fresh, unique, and orginal. In its way, it is 
every bit as daring and innovative as “Cycle World” was when it first appeared a 
decade earlier. You may be turned off by its unremitting vulgarity, and so be it, but 
I'm doing my best to call ‘em as they are, so I have to describe “Easyriders” as a 
brilliant tour de force and by far the most entertaining magazine in the chopper field. 
Hot Bike (TRM Publications, Inc., 731 Melrose Avenue, Placentia, CA, 92670) HB is 
TRM’s entry in the performance bike field, The first issue I saw, in 1971, was packed 
with letters of effusive praise from dozens of name-racers; all agreed that HB was the 
greatest thing in publishing since moveable type. Overdone, perhaps, but not 
especially noteworthy...except for one little thing. I was reading VI, nl — the first 
issue that had ever existed. So how could all these people have an opinion to offer at 
all? Clearly they had received pre-publication copies for review, along with 
who-knows-what inducement to write a favorable letter. Or had they received any 
HB was launched with all the pre-merchandising promotion normally attendant to a 
new hairspray or mouthwash. 

HB, like “Chopper” and “Street Chopper”, issues forth upon the world from the 
southeast corner of the AEE building in Placentia, a physical intimacy none of these 
magazines has ever thought worth noting or commenting on, Could this be a mere 
oversight? 

When Tom McMullen appears in a photo in HB, as he not infrequently does, the 
typical caption identification is “AEE’s Tom McMullen” (Dec. 1971), even though 
he is plainly listed on the masted as the president of TRM. This is as strange as if 
“Cycle World” described-its publisher as “Laguna Beach innkeeper and musician, Joe 
Parkhurst”. Could this be a mere accident? 

After being treated to “Tom McMullen of A.E.E. Choppers” in the text (Feb.) 
and “AEE’s Tom McMullen” in a caption, we get this remarkable caption under 
another photo: “Tom McMullen, TRM’s Jim Clark, and Lenny Cenotti judged bikes 
for trophies”. How can it be that HB Publications Manager Jim Clark can be 


described as '*TRM's" while in the same sentence Tom McMullen is not linked to 
TRM in any way? According to the legally required statement the Post Office forces 
magazines to publish once a year, TRM is wholly owned by Thomas and Rosemarie 
McMullen. Isn't owning TRM Publishing Inc. a close enough relationship to the firm 
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to be worth noting? 

Most of HB's editorial content consists of product reviews. Never, never, never are 
these articles the slightest bit critical of the products or services, most of which are 
offered by AEE and its related cycle enterprises. Instead, they read something like 
the script for a TV commercial. 

Certainly the regular, independent motorcycle magazines have to consider their 
advertisers, and they nod occasionally in this direction by running a letter from a 
reader who doubts their ability to exercise true independence. HB, on the other 
hand, never prints a letter pointing out how odd it is that the magazine should 
constantly feature AEE products, always find them to be super-swell, never mention 
directly competing products, depend primarily on AEE for the great bulk of its 
advertising...and that the magazines should be owned by AEE..In 1968, “Women’s 
Wear Daily" quoted public relations specialist for the clothing manufacturing 
industry — or, as they like to call themselves, the fashion industry — Miss Eleanor 
Lambert as saying, “I own every fashion editor in America. I can deliver them". You 
know how phony “fashion news" is, but Miss Lambert was, even at that, speaking 
only figuratively when she said, *I own". In the case of TRM Publications, the 
ownership is literal, legal, and total. 

University of Chicago Professor Daniel J. Boorstin in his 1962 book, The Image: 
А guide to Pseudo-Events in America, relates how news gathering by the media 
degenerates into news-making which, he says, comes about when somebody plans, 
plants or incites a pseudo-event in order to gain something from it illusive value. 
Boorstin admits the difficulty of defining ideal media performance, but concludes, “I 
do not know what ‘reality’ really is. But somehow I do know an illusion when I see 
one.” 

The same is true of motorcycle magazines. I don’t know what the perfect 
magazine would be like, but “Chopper” is a catalog in disguise and “Hot Bike” is a 
catalog in drag. 

Minicycle TTwentieth Century Publications, Inc., 11044 McCormick St., North 
Hollywood, CA, 91601) “America’s first mini-cycle magazine” is published by 
Twentieth Century Publications, which is a fitting name. While the magazine is 
comparable in size, layout and general appearance to the average motorcycle 
monthly, there is a century of difference between the mini-cycle and the motorcycle. 

Wallowing/in 19th Century technology, motorcycle magazines regularly wring 
their editorial hands because nobody but AMF make real ‘Merican motorcycles. 
Meanwhile (Sept.) ‘‘Minicycle’’ calmly tests the latest version of the Holder (the 
what?) made by the Die Cast Finishing Co. (the who?) of Cleveland (the where?). 
This $395, 115-pound trailbike has leading-link forks, conventional trailing arm rear 
suspension, a pumper carb, an automatic transmission providing a 3.5/1 ratio 
variation, and an American-made 133cc Tecumseh two-stroke motor specifically 
designed for motorcycle applications. Compared to the 16% more expensive, 71% 
heavier, 100% more claimed-powerful Suzuki Honcho, the Holder did ‘everything 
the Suzuki did...and sometimes did it a little better." 

Together with other publications on karting, model planes, and outboards, 
"Minicycle" illustrates the surprising amount of inward-looking in-breeding among 
motorcycle magazines. There comes a time when you've read too many bike books. 
You should back off a couple steps and turn to a related sport to broaden your 
perspective and refresh your imagination. After all, the very latest and most advanced 
motorcycles on the market today are nothing more than somewhat more 
complicated and, one hopes, somewhat less flaw-ridden versions of what was being 
sold a generation ago. 

Pumper carbs, reed valves, rotary valves and expansion chambers were all adapted 
to motorcycles years after they'd become commonplace in other applications. While 
Sachs, BSA and Suzuki tantalize motorcyclists with promises of future Wankels, 
Arctic Cat has been selling Wankeled snowmobiles since 1969, over 20,000 of 
them...and Wankel model plane motors have been available over the counter from 
two different sources for some five years (their low vibration is helpful in radio 
control planes). 

Noses buried deep in their own sectarian literature, most motorcyclists never 
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suspect just how backward their equipment really is. Take a look every so often at 
what's going on with snowmobiles, or even power lawnmowers. You may discover 
that adding another transmission speed, another camshaft, and another brake disc 
doesn't represent as much technological progress as the motorcycle magazines would 
lead you to believe. 

Modern Cycle-(Modern Cycle Publishing Inc:, 7950 Deering Ave., Canoga Park, CA, 
91304) When MC first appeared in 1965 it came off the line running hard and fast 
with — for that time — lively graphics, brisk writing, several innovations, and a fresh 
viewpoint. The only direction it could go, one assumed, was up. 

Somehow, that just didn't happen. For nearly a decade, MC has been running in 
place while all its competitors — well, most of them — have been moving forward. 
'The first issue of MC had eight full-color pages at a time when its competitors had 
nonc. Today, color photos are commonplace and a recent issue of MC (Aug.) is down 
to a mere three full-color pages. In 1965 the Miss Modern Cycle Contest was pretty 
hot stuff. Today, with naked, nubile bodies sprawled over the pages of **Easyriders", 
Miss MC still poses primly in her assigned spot near the back of the book...and a few 
crows-feet are visible around her eyes. The road test data panel has improved 
somewhat, but the tests themselves are still dull, uninformative, and highly 
derivative. The Table of Contents is still unreadable. 

I’m really sorry that MC hasn’t gone anywhere for, you see, I missed out on 

“Playboy”, “Road & Track”, “National Geographic”, and “The Scientific American” 
and the only chances I have to own a valuable, collector’s item first-issue are “Hot 
Bike” and “Modem Cyclé”. C’mon, MC. Go! Go! Go! 
Motorcycle Dealer News (William/Lawrence Corporation, P.O. Box 288, South 
Laguna, CA, 92677) You are not allowed to read this magazine, which calls itself the 
"Voice of America's Motorcycle and Accessory Industry". Circulation 15 
"controlled", which means you either get it free or you can't get it at all. Perhaps 
this is just as well for your peace of mind, for scanning the pages of MDN quickly 
reveals that not only are your worst suspicions about the rapacity of your friendly 
local dealer fully founded in fact, but also that he is busily plotting ways to rip you 
off that you never even imagined. 

Many dealers are deeply concerned about the price-cutting tactics of their 
competitors, MDN reports (June), and there are tremendous behind-the-scenes forces 
at work to find ways to maintain motorcycle prices at artificially high levels. The 
high-cost, low-efficiency competitor, whether he's a manufacturer, a retailer, or 
anybody in between, is the only one who suffers from tough competition but, oh 
my, is he ingenious in devising rationalizations to convince people that he must be 
supported in order to protect the ecology, strengthen the national defense, preserve 
traditional Christian virtues, or whatever. If his competitors had had their way, 
Henry Ford would have been run out of the car business and all of us today — with 
the exception of a few millionaires — would still be wading through streets 
ankle-deep in horse-pucky. 

Dealers in Pennsylvania who were hit by Hurricane Agnes are calling for special 
subsidies from their suppliers to pay for the damage to their inventory, MDN reports 
(Sept.), since these dealers were uninsured. Inventory insurance was “too expensive 
to buy”, say the dealers, who now want someone else to help defray their losses. 

Meanwhile the Pennsylvania Bureau of Consumer Protection is bracing itself for a 
rash of sales of cleaned-up but flood-damaged motorcycles as new, undamaged 
machines...with no warning to the buyer about possible internal corrosion, etc. This 
happens to be a crime. 

It's impossible to convey the spirit of MDN in a few lines. You'd have to read it 
regularly for a year or two to gain a fair impression of motorcycle dealers' attitudes. 
My impression is that at least one-third, and perhaps as many as one-half, of all the 
incidents described in MDN display an attitude by the bike retailer whichis shortsighted, 
greedy, exploitative, or contemptuous of the customer. No more than one-third of 
the reported incidents, practices, quotations, policies, and so on seem to me to 
represent sincere and effective attempts to build lasting customer good will. There's. 
more like a bushel than a few bad apples in the business, and this means a peck of 
trouble for unwary consumers. (Please turn to page 12)

Motor Cycle Mechanics (Mercury House Publications Limited, 180 Fleet Street, 
London, EC4, England. Mailing agents for “‘air speeded" US subscriptions: Air & Sea 
Freight Inc., P.O. Box 1303, Long Island City, NY, 11101) MCM is a delightful 70 
pages of motorcycle magazine whose coverage is very clearly described by its Table 
of Contents divisions: Technical, Practical, Sport, General and Bike Test. A year’s 
subscription cost six US dollars. 

MCM creates a striking impression when you simply scan through the pages 
without reading them. Its graphical design is totally unlike any American bike book 
and, at least in some respects, is markedly superior. It makes effective use of clean, 
“Popular Science”-style line drawings and diagrams. It is imaginative and very 
practical and readable in typography, making excellent use of bold-face, italics, titles, 
subtitles, and reversed (white on black) formats. How-to photos are much smaller 
than found in American magazines, yet are completely comprehensible...making you 
realize how much the domestic books tend simply to '*fill space" with their pictures. 
There is but one sheet (the four center pages of the magazine) of full color yet, by 
clever layout, this is completely integrated with the preceding and following articles. 
About a dozen and a half pages are printed with red (besides the-usual black) and this 
color is worked in so practically and logically that American magazines look 
amateurish by comparison. There is a wide and effective use of boxes and borders to 
organize and present the material. 

When one realizes how limited MCM is in printing technology — its paper is just a 
high grade pulp stock, not a glossy, clay-coated magazine stock — the unimaginative, 
dull, copy-cat design of stateside magazines seems inexcusable. If MCM can 
accomplish this much with its limited resources, the high-bucks American books 
should be able to do far better. They don’t. 

The contents are outstanding and have a scope that American magazines never 
even dream of. For example, there is a Beginner's Knowhow"' feature which simply 
and clearly explains such basic facts as how a typical dry-sump lubrication system 
works yet, at the other extreme (Aug. and Sept.), there is an extensive mechanical, 
functional and maintenance description of all major cycle carbs which is by far the 
best collection of carb information I've ever seen, and which makes the occasional 
efforts of American magazines along these lines seem pathetic in comparison. 

MCM pays L1 for letters and L5 for the monthly “star” letter, meaning that it 
encourages sensible reader correspondence. It tries to answer technical queries by 
mail for readers who send a self-addressed, stamped envelope; even so, the technical 
Q&A’s appearing in the magazine are extensive and very well done...so extensive, in 
fact, that they can be arranged by brands. Besides its own “Tricks of the Trade” 
column on shop hints, MCM pays L2 to readers for the “Hot Tips’? which they 
contribute; this elicits a flood of practical, hard-won information. 

MCM seems to have several times as many advertisements as typical American 
monthlies, yet few of these are full-page ads. US readers will boggle at the hundreds 
of goodies they never even knew existed. Have you ever heard of DAG Heat 
Dispersant, claimed to improve heat transfer from cooling fins or brake drums by 
25%? 

The British magazine “Bike” was recommended for occasional novelty. MCM is 
recommended because it is a solid value. Too bad it’s not available on American 
newsstands, 

Street Choppers (TRM Publications Inc., 731 Melrose Avenue, Placentia, CA 92670) 
This is the lead paragraph from the November SC article titled “A Mikuni Carb for 
the Sportster”: 

“The Mikuni carburetor is without question one of the best flowing carburetors 
for motorcycles. Its wide mouth with no butterflies or shaft to disturb air flow 
enables it to pass more cubic feet of air per minute (CFM) than any other carburetor 
available for the Sportster. Adapting the larger bore Mikunis to the American twin is 
becoming common practice. We have already looked at the super large 44mm to the 
Sportster (sic). Although this is primarily a racing carburetor, its acceptance to the 
street (sic) was not surprising, due to its versatility. We ran across another Mikuni 
adaption, more for the street. The 38mm, which is also intended primarily for track 
use, suits the big V thumper just right.” 

This is the opening to the November “Big Bike” article entitled, “A Mikuni on 
Your Sportster?”: 4 

"Every year, the bikers of the world discover a new trick carb, that will 
automatically convert the tamest old FLM pan or XLH into a fire-breathing monster. 

“You know how it goes, ‘Have you tried the Slurper MK 9.5 Penta-Throat? It'll 
give you a torque curve that goes straight up, nine million horsepower and an e.t. of 
9 seconds. Does it on pump gas, too, and you'll get 400 miles out of your peanut 
tank, too." 

SC goes on to praise the 38mm in glowing but perfectly gaue terms, and ends up 
with the name and address of the place to send your money. “Big Bike" goes on to 
test the 38mm Mikuni on a dyno. Guess what? The highly touted Mikuni ran 
smoother than the stock Tillotson at low revs, but any place above 3500 RPM it was 
grossly inferior to the standard carb. Incidentally, the merry men of Hi-Torque 
managed to locate their article on page 38, an ironical twist that may or may not 
have been deliberate. 

This single example captures precisely the editorial style of SC, and of BB, and 
displays dramatically the enormous difference between the two. SC is written in the 
same tone as a women's fashion column in a newspaper: This is the latest thing from 
Paris. Buy! Buy! Buy! 

The TRM offices, as the TRM magazines never tire of failing to mention, are 
located in the southeast corner of the AEE building, and AEE ads, naturally, occupy 
the back cover and inside front cover of SC each month. These are the two most 
important ad locations in a magazine. The next most important location is the inside 
back cover, and SC normally devotes this to something called C.C. Industries. By an 
amazing coincidence, C.C. Industries is located in the unmarked office at the 
northeast corner of the AEE building. TRM, C.C., and AEE combine to occupy the 
entire building. Golly gee, isn't it a small world? 

Supercycle (Magnum/Royal Publications, Inc., 1560 Broadway, New York, NY, 
10036) Pulp stock, blurred photos that hurt the eyes, negligible advertising, an 
impressive list of contributors moonlighting from other parts of the motorcycle 
magazine industry, inferior road tests, and precious little else prove again that 
somebody's got to be at the bottom of the heap. 

Transportation Science (Operations Research Society of America, 428 East Preston 
Street, Baltimore, Maryland, 21202) If you take your street riding seriously this 
quarterly publication of the Transportation Section of ORSA may interest you. 

It answers all those questions you've been spending so many sleepless nights 
worrying about, like “Scheduling and Fleet Routing Models for Transportation 
Systems", “On-Line Estimation of Traffic Densities from Time-Series of Flow and 
Speed Data”, and “Environmental and Special Costs Impacts of Northeast Corridor 
Transportation System Technologies”. Study up the jargon and blow the mind of the 
next CHP who stops you for a traffic violation. 

Listen carefully to what Yasuji Makigami of the Highway Public Corporation of 
Japan has to say and you can be the first kid on your block able to represent traffic 
parameters in three dimensions. That’s one more dimension than two! Hea-vy. 


Motor Cycle World Como Publications Inc., 222 Park Avenue, New York, 
NY, 10003) About five years ago, Myron and Irving Fass decided to go into the 
motorcycle magazine business. Their plan was ingenious. 

Since a new magazine’s first problem is attracting enough advertising to show a 
profit, they would transform this liability into an asset by refusing to accept 
advertising and by trumpeting their fearless independence. Costs would be cut to the 
bone by using cheap pulp stock, by featuring personal ramblings, rewrites of 
manufacturers’ brochures, and by occasional outright plagiarism. If things went well, 
they could eventually dump the bold no-ads policy and sell space to whomever 
would pay for it. Who knows? They might wind up as well as Henry Luce or even 
Walter H. Annenberg (the notorious publisher of the “Philadelphia Inquirer” and 
“TV Guide” whose journalistic practices were so vicious, predatory, vindictive, 
unethical. and self-serving that he became a millionaire and was appointed by

Night was competing with the lights 
of the Las Vegas strip when Old 
Number One Cycle News Van wheezed 
into the self-parking compound in front 
of one of Mr. Hughes' hotels. Don 
Woods' day was just ended, as Las 
Vegas' day was about to begin. 

Woods found me in the lobby amid 
remnants of the AMA Board meeting 
that had just broken up, and guided me 
to his suite where we could conduct our 
long-postponed interview undisturbed. 
At 34, Don is of medium height, with 
just-over-the-ears-length dark brown 
hair, a trim, woods-rider’s body and a 
smile that happens mostly at the 
corners, like a man trying to hide his 
front teeth. 

I could tell that the tape recorder 
made him nervous as soon as I fished it 
out of my bag. “What else have you got 
in there?” Woods wanted to know. “Oh, 
camera, pajamas, instant hot chocolate, 
a spoon...” I was on my way, to start a 
new edition, I explained. 
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See, Woods used to be editor of the 
Dixie edition of Cycle News before the 
AMA tapped him to head up their 
Southern Region. 

For two years he met the deadlines 
and made the circulation of Cycle News 
Dixie grow. He has a wide and varied 
background of experience that he draws 
from in making decisions. He was a 
sergeant in the Marines and a Helicopter 
pilot in the Army. He knows what 
California is like, because he lived there 
for. à. year. |In;. 1971 he -set a 
Maine-to-California touring record on a 
125cc bike and is a trophied enduro 
rider, a pretty good motocrosser and 
was a drag racer of some renown in the 
South. 

Further, he has an uncanny way of 
picking winning longshots at major 
motorcycle races. As an Editor of Cycle 
News, he had a wide latitude and was 
rarely wrong in his judgments. 

When the AMA asked Woods to 
come to work for them as their 
Regional Director in the East, Don saw 
a chance to carry out some of the 
reforms that he had been urging as an 
editor. I had to admit that AMA 
couldn't have made a better choice. A 
short time later, Don was promoted to

the newly-created post of Competition 
Director, with responsibility for 
overseeing both | professional. and 
sportsman activities in the U.S. 

In his new job as Executive of AMA 
Racing, Woods has the masterful 
insights of B.G. Pennell to draw upon. 
BG is the unsung wonder-woman of the 
AMA office who makes the whole thing 
work, Her official title is Don Woods’ 
Secretary, but actually they are a 
collaborating pair who work to 
humanize the tough positions that the 
AMA as an institution must assume. 

I rarely use a record in an interview 
because of the nervousness factor, but I 
felt I needed it here, because Woods has 
a charming southern way of talking that 
I want to get right. 

CN: Your actual title is...? 
WOODS: Director of Competition. 
CN: When did you assume 
position? 

WOODS: Unofficially, April First. 
CN: April Fool's Day. Beautiful! You've 
made a lot of changes in a short time. 
Pensioning off the old Referees... 
WOODS: Well, we really haven't got 
into that program yet. There's a bad 
lack of new people. *Course that's not 
my job, pensioning off the old refs.

That's professional, the Professional 
Department. Bill (Boyce, Director of 
Professional Racing) was real busy at 
that time, when I first came in there. He 
was puttin’ in 16, 18 hours a day and 
not really getting anywhere. The 
Professional Department had just 
become a monster, you know. He was 
trying to do everything himself, so we 
did some shaking up and rearranging. 
Got Bill to where he could manage. 
We're starting a real good 
Professional Referee training program. 
We hope to weed out some of the old 
guys, -retire ‘em, They’re tired of 
refereein’, most of them. We can still 
use these people, they’re good. It’s just 
the sport has grown so much and 
changed so much that we need younger 
people. It'll take a couple of years to get 
it like we need it. We need professional 
referees, just like baseball has 
professional umpires. I think we are 
gettin' close to the time where we may 
have some full time referees. Like other 
major sports. 
CN: As Director of Competition, you're 
in full charge over both professional and 
amateur competition, right? Let's talk 
about amateur competition. What can 
we look for in 1973? 


Don.Woods at a busy-looking, action-packed desk in a big-time office. Is he a business tycoon? 
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Who is Don Woods? 
WOODS: Well, in ‘73, two major things. 
One thing: we sanction somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 7,000 amateur 
events a year. And this will be the 
Manager of the Amateur Department's 
main job, to institute an amateur 
referees training program. We're using 
these referee training programs to 
instigate safety measures that we need 
at these club tracks, these local race 
meets. They don't have enough safety. 
That's what's knocked our insurance 
program in the head. 

CN: What about your insurance 
program, Where does it stand now? 
WOODS: Ah, shut that thang off a 
minute, (Click). 

Off the record Woods explained that the 
AMA was preparing to offer a new 
insurance program that would be better 
than anything in the past. It would be 
introduced at a later press conference 
and he was duty-bound not to discuss it 
before then. One of the first things he 
had done in his new job, Woods had 
related to me earlier, was check into the 
records of the AMA insurance and 
Riders Benevolent Fund. He found the 
amount of benefits paid out were close 
enough to the total of premiums paid in 
to deny the carrier anything like a 
reasonable profit and discovered that 
for some years in the past, the AMA had 
existed on the thin edge of 
self-insurance, as no carrier could be 
found to take the risk. (Click.)) 

WOODS: This won’t be printed until 
after the press conference, so it’s safe to 
say that we'll have a new Amateur 
insurance program that’s better, and 
new Amateur Referee Training. Our 
third major thing is, I think the 
Americans have got to try to win the 
Six-Days. Some part. I don’t necessarily 
mean the World Trophy, but maybe the 
Vase, or the Manufacturer’s Trophy. I 
think we've gotta really commit 
ourselves to doing it. 

I learned a lot in Czechoslovakia. I 
can discuss that now, I'll tell you what's 
in my head and what we're doing. 
Basically, we've set up a training camp 
in Missouri, which is 1,200 miles from 
the Berkshires, because of this cheatin" 
thing. I don’t want to have anybody 
accusing us of having our American 
riders riding up in the Berkshires. And

eight times next year our selected 
people will be working out in Missouri, 
because as you’ve seen, our major 
problem is the special tests. We’ve got 
guys who can finish in the gold, and 
they’ve been going out and riding 
motocross, and that’s fine, but what 
they haven’t been doing is going out and 
riding motocross after they ride 200 
miles! What we’re gonna do, we’re 
gonna make ‘em ride 200 miles and then 
we're gonna put ‘em through the 
motocross test. 

CN: Is this going to be all volunteer, or 
what? 

WOODS: No, I’m working with the 
manufacturers now to get the money to 
set this camp up. If the manufacturer 
will see that the rider gets there, we can 
do the whole thing for about $6,000. 
Tom Clark will be running this program. 
CN: Are you concerned with what the 
costs of the 6-Days will be? Й 
WOODS: Well sure. I'm Clerk of Course. 
CN: Are you going to have to raise the 
money too? 

WOODS: No, Russ (March) has already 
started on that. Just rough figures, it'll 
cost us $100,000. And of course we'll 
make some of this back. Ten or fifteen 
thousand dollars in entry fees, the 
program, you can get a little out of that. 
CN: TV? 

WOODS: I don't know. The worst we'll 
come out on TV will be the Wide World 
of Sports. I'd rather throw it open and 
let all three networks in on it, It's still 
up in the air. I personally think that the 
Six-Days is something we can use to 
build our image on. | applied ‘to the 
postmaster to issue a commemorative 
stamp. Now I’d like to instigate a letter 
writing campaign to get the Post Office 
to issue a Six-Days stamp. 

CN: Jumping around a lot, AMA has 
appointed a lot of new people around 


the country. Who have you been 
responsible for? 
WOODS:I hired Russ Coe. He's 


Coordinator of Professional racing. I 
hired Russ to do the motocross and I 
really think he's doing a good job. He's 
put the series together for next year. 
When I hired Russ, of course I moved 
Dave Welsh out of Professional 
Department and put him in charge of 
Amateur Competition. The Amateur 
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Department I think is the biggest job in 
the AMA because there are so many 
people involved. 

CN: Does that include road riding? 
WOODS: Not really. We separated the 
road riding away now. We have 
competitive road riding events, that we 
keep the points and provide the 
organization. But you take just the 
general road rider, he's under the other, 
the non-competitive part of the AMA. 
CN: Who heads that up? 

WOODS: That's Ed Youngblood, the 
Associate Director. Dave will be 
working for Ed їп New Projects 
Development. He’s got a very fertile 


mind. 
CN: Who's filling the slot for you in the 
Southeast? 

WOODS: Larry Cagle. Yeah, I hired 
Larry. Course he works for Russ, not 
me. These field people can be very 
effective. I'm not very organized in 
what I'm saying... 

CN: Maybe I'm not very organized in 
what I’m asking. Actually, this is an 
interview with you as the new “Czar of 
Racing” or whatever... 

WOODS: Yeah, but see that’s not my 
job. I’m an executive. You have a 
misperception, if you’ll let me coin a 
word, You want to call me the Czar of 
Racing, that’s fine, but to me that has a 
connotation of being in charge of 
professional racing. That’s the way 
everybody is oriented, I guess — toward 
professional racing. I think it’s hilarious. 
Everywhere I go, I’m introduced as the 
Director of Professional Racing. Except 
when I went to help out at the 
Two-Days trial in the Berkshire, Al 
Eames introduced me as the Director of 
Amateur racing. I thought it was really 
hilarious. You know, that’s not my job. 
I’m an executive. My job is an executive 
one. I’ve got to let those guys run their 
own departments. Boyce has just done a 
beautiful job in Professional and Dave is 
doing a real good job in Amateur. My 
job is to help them as much as possible 
and try to build us some new programs. 
I got 235,000 people competing in 
AMA competition, Amateur, and out of 
those we're talking about a possible 
150,000 being real AMA members. So 
now we know who the AMA members 
are. They're all competitors! 

AN: When you first went to work for 
the AMA you had some ideas for 
broadening the AMA's appeal to the 
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smaller-time promoters, the so-called 
outlaw events that run without sanction 
because they feel they can't afford the 


‘whole AMA professional program. What 


has happened with these plans? 
WOODS: Well, I think they’ve got a 
pretty good start. I wasn’t the only 
person that was thinking about that. 
There was other people on the staff, 
Dave Welch for one, knew this problem 
existed. We came up with the “Semi-Pro” 
program. It was the most controversial 
thing at the Congress. But this is what 
everybody was doing, and I think it's 
our job to keep up with the sport. 
Actually, we should lead the sport, not 
just keep up with it. And this “Semi-Pro” 
measure is just something that as far as I 
am concerned should have been done 
two or three years ago. 

CN: What does that do for a promoter? 
WOODS: Let's get more basic than that. 
For years you had all these promoters 
who couldn't find ten people and they 
applied for a charter as an AMA club, 
and the AMA had all of these, what we 
call *'paper clubs." Professional 
promoters, promoting amateur events 
and he had these ten phony members in 
his club and he paid the money. Now 
we have what we call an AMA Chartered 
Promoter, and this gentleman can be a 
chartered promoter and he can do it 
legitimately, and do it honestly and-help 
build our sport without having this 
phony club. So that's one rule that the 
Congress passed. Now if he or an 
amateur club wants to have a 
semi-professional race, they can do it 
and have our sanction and they pay a 
slightly higher fee than an amateur 
event and they can pay a maximum 
purse of $450, which is just about what 
these small local events pay. 
Professional riders except Experts can 
ride these, and the only amateur who 
can ride a paying race is an Expert 
amateur, somebody who holds an 
Expert classification in his district. If an 
individual wants to maintain his 
amateur status, he has the right to 
compete for just a trophy in these 
paying races. That's why we call it 
“Semi-Pro.” 

CN: What I mean is, we've got these 
non-sanctioned, non-anything races 
going on in many parts of the country, 
and they are going on and guys are 
riding them, Are you making any effort

to get to them and organize them, get 
them into the AMA? 


WOODS: If I can, if they want to. I 
don’t think we should take over every 
form of racing and completely dominate 
it. ‘Cause if we didn’t have any 
competition, why, we couldn’t strive to 
be better. 

CN: Tell me something about your 
riding. When did you start? 

WOODS:1 got a 125 Royal Enfield 
when I was 15 years old. I’ve been 
two-stroke oriented every since, 
although I never could get that one to 
run right. I paid $40 for it. I dropped 
away from motorcycles for about two 
years when I got rid of the Royal 
Enfield, until I was about 17 or 18 years 
old. That's when I got a 650 BSA, about 
a year old, and I started goin' on trips. I 
rode all over the USA so I feel I'm well 
experienced in road riding. I ride back 
and forth to work every chance I get. I 
own seven motorcycles right now, most 
of them are dirt bikes, but I've got two 
good street machines. 
CN: What about your 
background? 

WOOD: Competition, uh, I’ve rode a 
little bit of all of it. I was prétty active 
in enduros in my area for ten years, I've 
won my class a lot of times, though I 
never high-pointed an enduro. I did 
some drag racing. We didn’t have it very 
well organized in the South at that time, 
but we did have the Southeastern 
Championship Drag Race and I won 
that. If that means anything. On a 250 
Yamaha. It wasn't that I didn't have any 
competition, I just had a fast Yamaha. 
You know, that's what drag racing is all 
about, speed. I like that. I did race cars 
for a bit, back when I was 23 or 24. I've 
motocrossed some. I’ve scrambled, 
never flat tracked. The only time I ever 
been on a half-mile was one day when 
the new overhead Harleys came out. 
Dave Sehl, who’s a very good friend of 
mine, let me ride around on his 
overhead Harley at Holiday Downs near 
Atlanta, and I got my cookies. (Laughs.) 
But I don’t think I'd like flat tracking, 
really. I think it takes more than skill. I 
think it takes a state of mind. (Laughs.) 
CN: You said a little while ago that you 
think the AMA should lead the sport. 
Okay, what else can we look forward to 
that's new from the AMA?

WOODS: Well, the Regional program.

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SCENE 72: NoCal Motocross and Riders 


by Bruce C. Young 


` “One finds that in the results of the ч 


"biggest races in the United States there 
.are always Northern Calif. riders that 
‘figures in the front runners and, many 
-times, the winners. These riders cut 
‘their teeth here in NorCal and they are 
‘considered by many as the finest in the 
Чапа. 

` The New Year seems to set the stage 
for Northern California to swing into 
action with each year bringing bigger 
sand better races to the motocross riders 
‘of California. 

The first of the biggies is the Dirt 
Diggers North M/C. Annual Hangtown 
“Motocross, held in April. Riders come 
from all over the United States to 
“compete each. year in the Granddaddy 
of Northern Calif. Sportsman and 
Professional motocross events. This 
year’s event was about the best program 
that could have ever come about. . 

Saturday brought together 400 
sportsman riders to compete for 
trophies in the sleepy little town of 
Plymouth, Calif. The weather was 
perfect and with the. dawning of 
Sunday’s Professional program the stage 
was set for possibly the best 
club-promoted motocross to be held in 
the United States in 1972. This was the 
comment of riders that competed in this 
event, This race always starts the season 
off with the next big programs also 
coming in April. 

First there was the Evil Kneivel 
Mountain Lion Motocross with an AMA 
sportsman program on Saturday and a 
CMC Professional program on Sunday. 
The race came off without a hitch, even 
with Mr. Kneivel doing his promised 
jump over a pit of live rattlesnakes. 


fhe next big event of 1972 was the 
Yuba-Sutter M.C.'s first attempt at 
putting together a super program for 
both Sportsman and Professional riders. 
The new track in Marysville, Calif. 
proved to be very fast and super neat. 
The turnout of riders and spectators was 
a little on the sketchy side, but this was 
their first attempt and they. have 
planned a bigger program in 1973. I 
might also mention that the Marysville 
area has two of the best motocross 
tracks in Northern California. 

The other track is located north of 
the city and is run by the Yuba-Sutter 
M.C. This club put together several 
series this year with each one being 
better than the last. Late in the year, 
their races drew over 400 hundred 
riders. Plans have been drawn up for a 
new track in 1973. 

The Chico M.C. puts on several races 
out of their own short track location. 
These races are generally held early in 
the year while the ground is still moist. 
The number of riders attending their 
races have never been too great but they 


try hard to provide fine racing 
programs. Е 
Way up North, there are several 


club-promoted events run in Redding, 
Red Bluff and Eureka, each year that 
provide the motocross rider good tracks 
as well as well-run races. The scenic 
value to these North State racing 


programs is the best part of the event. - 


There are two motorcycle clubs in 
the Sacramento area that provide the 
bulk of motocross. racing in the 
Northern state each year. First there is 
the Cal-Am Motorcycle Club that runs 
their races at Cal-Am Raceway west of 
Sacramento.

Soon Country wide Publications, Modern Day Periodicals, or whatever it's calling 
itself this month had branched out with other titles (“Cycle Illustrated”) and into 
the dirt bike and chopper specialties. Pulp stock turned into slick paper and 
somewhere along the line the altruistic no-ads policy vanished without leaving a 
trace. А 
While *Cycle" conjures up New York images of Mad Ave., Time/Life Inc., and 
skyscrapers filled with ulcer-ridden executives, the MCW operation brings to mind a 
New York characterized by crowded tenements, jammed streets, and sidewalks 
overflowing with push-cart fish peddlers. What MCW ain't got is class. 

What MCW does have (its sister publications, too) is a surprising and pleasing rate 
of improvement, It is gradually becoming a legitimate magazine in its own right. Over 
the last five years most magazines have shown definite improvement, notably, 
“Cycle”, “Cycle Guide", **Cycle World", and **Motorcyclist". Because MCW started 
from such a low baseline, however, it probably has shown the most improvement 
proportionately. Five years ago, "Modern Cycle" was laps ahead of MCW; today, 
they’re about even. There’s.no way to predict when and where MCW will plateau-out, 
but if it continues to progress for the next five years the way it has for the last five 
years, it will be a top-flight competitor. 

During 1972, MCW presented about 5% good stuff embedded in 95% mediocrity. 


. Or worse. Perhaps someday those proportions will be reversed and the USA will be 


blessed with some new millionaire Ambassadors. 

Motorcyclist (Petersen Publishing Co., 8490 Sunset Blvd., Los Angeles, CA, 90068) 
Tracing its history all the way back to 1912, “Motorcyclist” enjoyed its first year 
under the Petersen banner during 1972 and promptly became a force to reckon with 
in the general coverage group of motorcycle magazines. It is still in the process of 
change and it will probably be a year from now before it settles down enough for us 
to get a clear fix on its character and performance. 

So far the most notable features of “Motorcyclist” are its long, minutely detailed 
and impressionistic road tests; its penchant for head-to-head comparisons between or 
among similar bikes; its crisp photographs, its rambling, discursive writing style that 
constantly apologizes to the reader for imposing upon him any demands for wit or 
attention beyond those tolerable to an infant baboon; and a Table of Contents so 
obscurely arranged that locating an article of interest in a back issue is as hard as 
fading the Holy Grail. 

If you are interested in a large-displacement street or dirt bike watch for a test of 
it in ‘Motorcyclist’. The magazine has a knack for pinpointing nitty-gritty, yet not 
nit-picking, quirks of the machines it reviews. 

Performance Cycles (Magnum/Royal Publications, 1560 Broadway, New York, NY, 
10036) I was unable to obtain any issues of this “practical performance motorcycle 
magazine..from those wonderful folks who. gave you Supercycle", as the ad in 
Supercycle describes it. If this bi-monthly is anything like Supercycle, I think we can 
manage to struggle along in its absence. - 

Popular Cycling (Coronado Book Corporation, 131 S. Barrington Place, Los Angeles, 
CA, 90049) PopSickle is aimed straight at the teen-ager beginner in dirt riding. It’s 
most important feature are "Rough Riding with J.N. Roberts", '*Moto-Cross with 
Preston Petty", and "The Soap Box" which means a regular letters column with 
questions and answers. 

The rest of the book is the usual mixture of road tests — in this case, usually dirt 
tests — racing reports, features on famous racers, and an occasional how-to. If you're 
a 13 year-old would-be racer, PopSickle is for you. 

From time to time, PopSickle presents sequence-photo how-to-ride features. 
These are the best thing in the book and, for some reason, are rarely seen anywhere 
but in PopSickle. In a way that’s unfortunate because most older riders would 
benefit from them even more than PopSickle’s boy-racer audience. After all, kids 
heal faster. : 5 

Even the rider experienced enough to run wheel-to-wheel with Ol!’ J.N. down a 
thousand foot cliff will benefit from these how-to-rides by becoming more clearly 
aware of exactly what it is that he's doing right. 

Considered in light of its emphasis on advice to young beginners, PopSickle's most 
striking aspect is the carelessness and evasiveness with which it responds to certain 
kinds of questions. 

Typical is the 13 year-old who has just bought his first bike and wants to hop it 
up, but doesn’t have the faintest idea what to do or how to start. Reply: “Check 
with ‘Cycle News’ for their ads and write them a letter for information” (Nov.). End 
of reply. Note the paradox. If the kid is already familiar with "Cycle News" the reply 
is redundant. If he's not, what's he supposed to do? Drop a letter in the mailbox 
addressed. to: Cycle News, Someplace, USA? Y r

The club race track is located in a grove 
of oak trees and provides shade in the 
heat of the summer. The track location 
also has a swimming pool available for 
the red hot riders. Almost every event 
this year has drawn 350 riders. 

The other Sacramento club. that 
provides so much good racing is the 


Sacramento Racing Assn. This group 
provides riders two locations for racing. 
A series of night motocrosses where put 
together at Placerville Fair Grounds and 
during the Summer this provided a great 
relief to the riders. Plans now are for à 
twenty race series at the night track 
next year. 

The SRA's other track is located in 
Dixon, Calif: Argyl Park. This track 
provided riders with complete change in 
riding as the track was put together with 
rider stamina being kept in mind. The 
events run here in 1972 were some of 
the best in the State. 

There have been other races held in 
the Sacramento area but they have been 
put together as Professional promotions. 

The next stop is Carnegie Cycle Park 
just out of Livermore, Calif. which was 
a very propular racing site early in the 
season. This track is built om a hillside 
with a rider taking abrupt trips up the 
hill, several feet a lap. The track is, 
overall, very fine but during the summer 
it becomes very hard and dusty. 

There have been several clubs that 
put on races at the track. These 
included the Delta Dirt Riders, Rough 
Riders M.C. and the Northern Calif 
CMC. The CMC program, known as the 
Carabela Series, gave away over $12,000 
of prizes at the end of the series. The 
racing was some of the finest ever to 
come to Northern California. 


The Richmond Ramblers M.C. has 
‘run motocross this year at different 
locations. 

When we move across the valley back 
into the Tahoe and Reno area we find 
the GNG Racing Assn. with their Giant 
Tahoe Motocross, co-hosted by the 
Tahoe M.C. This was held in a beautiful 
location overlooking Lake Tahoe which 
was super for the camera bug. 

The riders that have come for these 
Motocross races being held in Northern 
California reads like the **Who's Who of 
Motocross." There are the great ones 
such as Bob Grossi, Brad Lackey, Dave 
Longcor, Carl Cranke, Ron Stockman, 
Ron Self, Dick Mann, John Franklin, 
and several others that have made 
themselves known all over the world for 
their racing ability. It all started for 
them in Northern California. 

There are several riders on the way 
up into these ranks that should be 
mentioned. Right now they are 
Sportsman riders who have what it takes 
to become one of the greats. In the 125 
class, there are riders like Kevin Henry, 
Rick Clement, Danny Turner, Henry 
Halback, Bill Grossi, Mike Jennings, 
Paul Hamel, Pat Wilson, Charlie 
Marshall, among many more who will 
have to be considred in the future. 

When we move up to the 250 class 
there are some of the ones already 
mentioned plus Alan Christian, Eddie 
Brown, Alay Yarrow, Phil Jacobson, 
Doug and Eric Nelson, along with many 
others, 

The big bike class is really where you 
seem to divide the men from the boys 
and it is here that the future for the 
following riders seems brightest. Floyd 
Davis, Pete Scarlett, and several of the 
riders mentioned in the other classes are 
able to ride different displacement 
motorcycles with expertise. 








Another very common inquiry comes from a kid in Kansas or Montana begging 
for advice on which machine in a certain class to buy. Isolated, apprehensive, 
ignorant, keenly aware of his ignorance, surrounded by parental hostility, bursting 
with eagerness, agonizing in uncertainty, the youngster’s choice of his first 
motorcycle is very probably the biggest and most important decision he has faced on 
his own in his entire life. Who can he turn to? In desperation he writes to PopSickle. 
Surely they know. They’re experts. They know everything. 

All too often PopSickle’s rejoinder is a dishonest brush-off. Not an honest 
non-answer — which would range from, ‘We need to know such-and-so about your 
requirements before we can make a recommendation”, through, “We don’t know”, 
and all the way to, “We decline to answer on the grounds that it may tend to 
antagonize our advertisers” — no, I mean a thoroughly dishonest non-answer, like a 
long lecture on why there's no such thing as a uniquely 'best" motorcycle, or a 
preachy discourse on why choosing a bike depends largely on matter of individual 
taste. Hell, the kid knew that before he wrote! 

For example, one reader asks J.N. Roberts the simple, straightforward question 
(Nov.), "In your opinion what's the best 100cc motocross machine out of all the 
100cc bikes in the market today?" This provides an excellent opportunity for Ol’ 
J.N. or whoever writes the column under his byline, to give his choice and — more 
important by far — to explain his reasons for that choice, thus helping to set the kids’ 
thinking straight. 

Instead, the non-reply is a rambling paragraph that includes the incredible 
statement, “A Nikon camera is super, but then a Hasselblad is too”. That might make 
an effective, sarcastic reply to the question (which was not asked, of course). What is 
the best motocross bike of either 100cc or 400cc displacement? Given the actual 
question, the statement is a non-responsive cop-out...and if PopSickle wanted to 
evade the question, why did they choose to print it in the first place? 

PopSickle is working in a very useful area, instructing young beginners, and they 
have negligible competition in this effort. Maybe they need some from another 
magazine in order to get them on their toes. Thinking back to the excitement of my 
first motorcycle ride on a thirty-fifty Indian, I feel sorry for and sympathetic with 
the youthful readers whom PopSickle so casually puts-down, brushes-off, abuses and 
exploits — even if only a minority of them. 

If you’re a young beginner, read PopSickle by all means, but I suspect you’ll find 

you’ve outgrown it in a few years. 
Road Rider (Road Rider Magazine, P.O. Box 678 South Laguna, CA, 92677) 
Although it is produced by a technique similar to “‘Cycle Sport", RR makes vastly 
better use of the technology and comes across as a reasonably attractive, if 
uninspired, graphic product. The heavy paper stock makes it seem bigger than its real 
64 page size. Unique among all the magazines tested is the RR cover, made of a 
curious textured stock that may or may not enchance the depth of the color cover 
print, depending on your point of view. ; 

RR concentrates solely upon touring, going so far (May) as to report on the 
spectator/tourist 'Doin's at Daytona" while refusing to say a word about the 
Daytona races themselves. One interesting feature is "The Welcome Mat/Not So 
Welcome" that lists specific motels, campgrounds, restaurants, etc. which do or do 
not welcome motorcyclists. 

In many ways, reading RR is like traveling. Not in space — but back in time a 
quarter century or more ago when motorcycling was a drowsy, clannish, inbred sport 
and the big excitement was an AMA field meet complete with kickstarter races, 
barrel rolls, egg tossing, and weenie roasts...double-extra-large Harley-Davidson shirts 
stretched to the breaking point across triple-extra-large beer bellies, dressers carrying 
more lights apiece than the total stock of your average-sized Pep Boys store, and 
women whose faces looked like they’d ridden 11,000 upwind miles through 
sandstorms before Rohm & Hass invented the face shield. Come with us now, back to 
those days of yesteryear... 

Folksy, clumsy, and agonizingly amateurish, RR would be a great job if it were 
the club newsletter of the Mingo Junction Golden Highwaymen. Still, this is what 
RR's readers want...or think they want. 

There's no direct competition for RR, at least none I was able to find, so it wins 
the touring category by default. It's a strange category, combining alienation from all 
the "outside" world with bland smugness about the cozy, fuzzy little world of 
two-wheel travel. Yet even this tiny kingdom is too broad for some of RR's readers 
who, in their letters, reveal streaks of intense prejudice and appalling bigotry 
unmatched. among the readers of any other magazine. Touring to some people is like 
the chopper to some others: the focal point for a sub-culture infested with paranoia 
and elitism. 5 

If you're into road riding not for self-actualization but for cultural fulfillment, 
you'll love RR; otherwise, it'll jangle your nerves. 

Special Choppers (Countrywide Publications Inc., 222 Park Avenue South, New 
York, NY, 10003) The “Motor Cycle World” family’s entry into the overcrowded 
chopper field. Yawn. ; . This is the end! 








CODE THREE AT CYCLE NEWS WEST

Haven't you ever felt the urge to 
throw a leg over one of those black and 
white police motorcycles, flip on the 
siren and red lights and go howling off 
down the road? What are those 
mysterious machines like? Is it true that 
some of the Harley-Davidsons have 
displacements ranging up 1600cc and 
will touch 140 MPH? What about the 
Hondas and the Moto-Guzzis, have they 
been breathed on? 

Then there's the inevitable question: 
Can you outrun a police machine? 
Maybe no, but if not, it 's because of 
the tremendous skill of The Man behind 
the windshield — ог because you're 
driving a Corvair. 

The big Harley 74 FLH has been the 
traditional American police bike, so we 
took the old Harley as a point of 
departure and looked at the New Breed 
of police machines: the Moto-Guzzi 850 
Eldorado; the 74's little brother, the 
Harley-Davidson Sportster XLH; and 
the sophisticated, thoughtfully- 
developed Honda 750. How do these 
rookies compare to the proven 
patroller? They aren’t superbikes. They 
have been modified for reliability and 
long-hours-in-the-saddle comfort with 
no accent on performance. The 1973 
Harley has a lowered compression ratio 
on their police machine, and the others 
are powered by stock engines with over 
100 pounds of police gear tacked on to 
slow it down. The fastest “moto” 
(That’s trick police jargon.) that we 
tested was the Honda 750 which was 
powered by a stock K-I engine and 
weighed in at 620 pounds in police trim 

hardly the hot set-up for firebreathing 
performance. 

There is more that limits the 
performance of the machines than their 
weight. They are equipped with 
windshields, floorboards, and 
saddlebags. The windshields and bags 
stick out into the air stream and slow 
you down. The floorboards, while very 
comfortable in extended use, do 
interfere with hard cornering. Tight 
turns are impossible to negotiate on any 
of the police bikes at any significant 
speed. 

All of the police bikes were equipped 
with indirect shift linkage (such as is 
standard on Harley 74's) to clear various 
protrusions and fit the foot. This 
Johnson rod arrangement produced a 
slight hesitation in setting into a gear, 
compared to the “right now" snick of 
the street racer. 

The other equipment that is standard 
on police machines is as follows: a solo 
saddle, radio, siren, red lights, green (or 
blue) running lights for the rear, and 
four-way flashers. In addition, all the 
machines that we tested had throttles 
that didn’t close*when released. The 
reason for the non-snappy-twistgrip is 
that it is more comfortable for long 
hours on the freeways. The solo saddles 
are installed to allow room for radio 
gear, billy clubs and other equipment at 
the rear of the machine. There are two 
types of antennas that we encountered 
on the black and white scooters. One is 
the normal whip antenna, The problem 
with this type is that as-you throw your 
leg over the rear of the machine, you hit 
the whip with your leg and probably 
snap it off. One officer told us that he

has nailed four that way. They also 
vibrate like a tuning wand at freeway 
speeds and crack off. To avoid this 
problem some departments have 
installed the omni-directional dome 
types. 

There are also two types of sirens 
common on Calfornia-based cop bikes: 
the electric and the mechanical. The 
later is driven off the rear wheel and is 
actuated by a cable that pulls the drive 
shaft against the rear tire. Quarter-mile 
times are adversely affected when 
engaging the mechanical sirens. The 
electric sirens draws power from the 
bike’s electric system to turn a little 
motor in the housing to tum the blades. 

What is like to ride the machines? As 
you'd expect, the weight makes them 
comfortable in a “‘big-tourer’’ sort of 
way on the freeway. You never forget 
that you are herding around several 
many hundred pounds. The H-D and 
Guzzi have the wide 5.60 inch tires 
which add weight to the steering. 
Braking is adversely affected by the 
significant weight additions on all the 
machines, of course. 

The Honda 750 is the best with its 
standard disc. However, the Guzzi for 
1973 features a four leading shoe front 
brake which will put it in the same 
league. The Harley 74 weighs in at 790 
pounds, and takes a lot of brake to haul 
it down. The old units really weren’t 
sufficient, but the new set-up with discs 
on both ends should prove a major 


.improvement, The other machines are 


heavy, too. The Honda is the lightest — 
620 pounds — and the Guzzi comes in at 
665 pounds. This is with all that police 
equipment tacked on, remember. The 
Sportster is around 690 pounds, 
depending on how much you carry in the 
way of equipment. 

The weight difference helps to 
explain the Ноп4а’з superiority in 
performance. The Honda was also the 
only machine that had a five-speed gear 
box. Still, performance was somewhat 
less than dazzling. 

If they don't quite perform on the 
street like a Norton production road 
racer, then what are the machines good 
for? Well, they are excellent for 
creeping through traffic at 0.8 MPH. 
They can plonk around in alleys where 
the four-wheel cruisers get tangled up. 
They are also often used in radar duty, 
where they do the chasing. They are 
comparatively economical to run all day 
on the freeway and can get around with 
more agility than a car in rush hour 
traffic. 

They really aren’t the hot-set up for 
high speed pursuit, however. If someone 
gets belligerent, a motorcycle is pretty 
defenseless. The idea of chasing 
somebody down a mountain road on a 
police bike just isn’t very appealing once 
you've ridden one. 

One officer related a story about 
chasing a car that finally decided to stop 
fast. The officer grabbed his brakes and 
swerved. He was able to bring his 
Sportster to a halt a block and a half 
past the car. The brakes are better now, 
but you get the point. Getting seven to 
nine hundred pounds of man and 
machine down a tight mountain road 
with the floorboards dragging won't 
catch any bank robbers in a high-speed 
getaway. 

But they were comfortable. The big 
old-time solo touring saddles and soft 
contour seats do the job. The 
floorboards are comfortable even if they 
do cut down the banking angles and are 








a bit awkward at first. They are all 
stable at very low speeds and have good 
low end power. 

There is another thing that 
characterizes the police machines: they 
are reliable. In fact, the machines are 
chosen because they are the most 
reliable machines that police 
departments can find for their 
demanding type of use. They have to be 
or they wouldn't use them. They also 
have to be economical on a dollar per 
mile per man basis. 

The Honda is the newest machine to

find its way to the police forces of the 
United States. Our 750 came from 


Triple A, a firm that will be familiar to 


Honda owners who have customized 
their machines. Triple A uses all its own 
accessories to make the police 
package conversion. Most of them are 
also available to the private owner. They 
install a windshield, front and rear crash 
bars, saddlebags, their floor boards and 
matching shift and brake set-up, the 
solo seat, and tack on red lights and a 
siren, The latter two items aren't 
available to the private owner. 
— 
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The Honda, as we stated before, was 
the fastest of our trio and had the best 
braking. Its low speed handling was the 
lightest, but it wasn’t as willing to 
remain stable at very low speeds as the 
other two. It was equipped with a 
modified four-into-two exhaust system, 
necessary to clear the saddlebags, which 
proved as quiet as the stock system. 
Controls were positive feeling and 
responded well. The mechanical siren 
control was very crisp and the siren very 
loud. 

Triple A also offers a conversion kit 








for the Honda speedometer. This has a 
new face that is more accurately 
calibrated. The sealed speedo is cut 
open and the new face is welded into 
place. The police departments check 
their speedometers regularly and they 
are recalibrated, as necessary, usually 
once per quarter. 

One officer told us that they aren’t 
followed religiously anyway. He said 
that he always allowed between five and 
ten MPH for error. 

The 850 Guzzi came from the ZDS 
motors in Glendale. It was the machine 
that we became most familiar with 
because we couldn't get two of the big 
machines in the CN van. Since the 
Honda was the lightest, it was 
always the one that we chose to load. 


The Harley that we evaluated came 
from the Torrance, Calif. Police Dept. 
so Officers Karl Young rode it home. 
This situation left us with the Guzzi to 
transport. So we rode it.. Admittedly, 
we had our doubts. 

How do you explàin to a police 
officer that the police machine that you 
are riding is really in your possession. 
We had to cover the red lights and 
consciously use the clutch lever rather 
than the adjacent mechanical siren lever. 

We had our doubts about the Moto 
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Omni-directional antenna doesn't get broken 
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Guzzi before we rode it because some 
motor officers said that it wobbled 
some at high speeds. Ours didn't wobble 
at all. Investigation showed that that 
particular department had fitted their 
machine with a different tire than the 
standard one which was the cause of the 
wallow. 

The Guzzi was smooth except for a 
slight vibration at 30 and, again, at 
speeds well up. there. The only time the 
brakes offered any problem was in stops 
at speeds from circa 90 MPH. They were 
progressive, but required a great deal of 
pressure. The flywheel effect caused the 
machine to turn right slightly at low 
speeds because the engine was mounted 
transversely and uses a shaft drive. Both 
of the other police machines use a chain 
for their final drive. Low speed stability 


and a small turning radius made the 
Guzzi perfect for in-town maneuvering 
or riding in parades or whatever. 

The four-speed transmission was 
pleasant and the rocker pedals, front 
and rear were easy to get used to. The 
handlebars have a certain lever effect 
because they are mounted to the rear of 
the steering head. 

The test machine was equipped with 
some prototype equipment that may 
find its way onto the item you can buy. 
The first hot set-up was a set of trick 
mufflers which were very quiet but 
produced a nicely resonant note 
accelerating. The second was the left 
grip which could be twisted^clockwise 
or counter-clockwise to activate the

coffee or chocolate. SRA reports they 
will probably throw out the check after 
checking the time cards.

riders, when it got pretty rough. That's 
a good idea and I heartily endorse it.

Over the past years much has been written about the proper line to be taken in 
various types of racing and Trials but nothing at all has been written about the 
proper line for enduro or trail riders. 

Enduro riders or those out cow-trailing, unlike Trials riders, do not have to be 
elegant and there are no marks to be lost by putting one's foot down, Unlike racers, 
they are not generally interested in taking the fastest line through a given section. In 
most enduros, the idea is to get through the section quickly, safely, and with a 
minimum of effort. So let's take a look at some common situations with these 
objectives in mind. In the discussion that follows you will note that the proper line for 
an enduro rider quite often has little to do with the actual terrain! 

HILLS 

Getting up hills probably offers the beginner more problems than anything else, so 
let's see what can be done to make it easier. Difficult hills are generally pretty easy to 
spot: They are usually covered with riders in distress. The more difficult the hill, the 
more riders you see stuck on it. It almost always pays to stop a short way from the 
bottom of such a hill and study the situation. 

First, what can you tell from the riders who are stuck? If they all seem to be 
beginners, it may be that the hill is not really difficult, but just requires careful 
riding. If all the bikes seem to be small ones, and you're on a 250 or 360, again you 
will probably have little difficulty. You can assume that it's a power problem and 
keep your own engine in its maximum power band. ~ 

But suppose you can spot some good riders on the hill and that there are all kinds 
of bikes, big and little. One thing you can take as gospel: If you just go charging up 
there you too will be part of the jam-up. Remember, the good riders that you can see 
up there had less congestion to deal with (At least you weren't there!) and they 
didn't make it. 

First look around and see if there is a good alternate route. In an enduro last 
spring | saw about 35 riders jammed on a hill that they could have ridden around on 
almost flat round going either left or right! You must be careful in this situation that 
you don’t miss a check, or come into it from the wrong direction, and sometimes it 
turns out to be a bit of a gamble. 

Learn to tell the difference between a hill and a ridge. You can often skirt a hill 
quite easily, but if you try to go around a ridge you can be in more trouble than you 
ever dreamed of very quickly, particularly if the ridge curves gradually back toward 
you. In that case when you get around it you might be going at right angles to the 
course, or you might find yourself in a divergent canyon unable to ride in either 
direction and off the course where no one can find you! 

If alternate routes seem impractical for one reason or another, you might be able 
to use a technique known as “‘side-hilling’’. Side-hilling is similar to the skiing 
technique known as traversing. Traversing is actually a more acurate and descriptive 
term. 

The principle is simple: If you go up a hill ona slant course, your average angle is 
less but you travel a greater distance. Sometimes you will make several traverses, 
following a zig-zag course up the hill. A skier using this technique can go up or down 
any slope that will hold snow which can include some almost 60 degrees from 
horizontal. But the skier has an advantage over the motorcyclist in that his principle 
"bite" comes from his steel edges, while the motorcyclist’s bite comes from the 
bottom of his tires. The skier can also turn much more effectively. 

For a motorcyclist to use this technique effectively he must keep his tires 
reasonably flat against the hill. He can do this in two ways: He can run low tire 
pressure so that the tire conforms naturally to the surface, or he can lean the 
motorcycle outwards a bit. In either case, though, he must ride standing on the pegs. 
If he sits down, the motorcycle will slide out. The cyclist’s weight can be either evenly 
distributed over both pegs, or may favor the outer (downhill) peg, but as soon as the 
riders puts most of his weight on the inside peg, down he goes. 

The turn at the end of each traverse is a delicate operation requiring precise 
throttle and weight control. As soon as the rider starts to turn uphill, the rear wheel 
will have a tendency to start to spin and lose traction. In an extreme case the 
motorcycle might actually start sliding backwards with predictably disastrous results: 
The trick is to keep the weight far forward on the bike for traction and steering and 
to get maximum torque by varying the engine speed continuously. The rider's weight 
should be gradually transferred from the original downhill peg to the new downhill 
peg as the bike comes around. 

The side-hilling technique is particularly useful on some of the rocky slopes of the 
California desert, but there are many places where it can’t be used. (There are also 
many places where it shouldn't be used out of respect for the environment. Never cut 
diagonally up a grassy hillside; particularly never when it's wet. (The subsequent 
erosion will ruin the entire hillside.) Sometimes there is just no room to side-hill and 
no conventient way around a hill. 

If the main problem seems to be lack of traction (as it usually is), you can gain 
enormously by letting some of the air out of your rear tire. |f you have some way to 
pump it up again, you can let the pressure down to about 4 Ibs and-go put-putting 
past all those straining wheel-spinning hot rods. When you're doing this, steer as 
straight a line as possible. Look far enough ahead so that you can note the big rocks 
that you must miss and go over the smaller ones if necessary. If you're ever stood on 
a rocky hill you've surely seen the beginner who goes through all kinds of 
contortions to miss a rock he could have bounced right over, only to slam into one

that you couldn't get over in a tank. 

While a rider might have a choice of “lines” or approaches in going uphill, his 
choice going downhill is pretty narrow. Usually there is one narrow trail and little 
advantage in getting off the trail except to pass slower riders. That, however, is a big 
exception. It seems there are always a number of riders creeping down any steep hill 
at approximately one yard per minute, which doesn't work out to anything like 24. 
mph. 1f you want to get around them you must get off the trail and into the trees or 
boulders. The big problem with getting off the trail to pass slower riders is that you 
will surely be on a more difficult line and possibly a more dangerous line. A spill will 
cost far more.in time than can be gained by passing, so you must weigh the 
possibility of a spill against the time you can save. 

Another thing to consider is whether you can keep the bike under control without 
the front brake. In passing the slower riders on the more difficult line you will have 
to steer around objects, at least around the slower riders themselves, and likely around 
boulders, cactus or trees as well. A motorcycle steers very poorly with the front 
brake on at all, and won't steer if the front brake is locked. If the trail is so steep that 
you dare not release the front brake, forget the passing. 

STEPS 

Another common problem for enduro and trial riders is the obstacle in the trail. 
Perhaps you're going up a sandwash and you come suddenly upon a "'step'' that must 
be climbed. First of all, don't wait until your front wheel is butted up against it to 
decide how you are going to get over it. Sometimes there will bé a rock up against 
the step and you can simply ride up if you can get positioned right before the 
attempt. It gets a bit embarrassing, though, if the front wheel goes right on over and 
the back wheel misses the smaller step. You could wind up putting a nose print on 
your speedometer face. Usually, though, if there is any such natural help, you can 
bet somebody will be trying to horse a TR-6 over it. 4 

A better bet is to use a Trials technique. When you come to the step, approach it 
in first gear, slowly; depress the front fork and lift sharply while rolling on the 


contact between wheels-and dirt. Weight should be on the downhill footpeg. 














throttle. This will get the front wheel up over the step. Now roll off the throttle, get 
your weight way out over the front wheel and let the rear wheel claw itself over. 
Getting the weight forward is very important. Not only does your momentum help 
the operation but it also relieves the rear wheel of the necessity of boosting your 
bulk. A good trials rider can get over a 30-inch step in this fashion, but it's a good 
idea to start on something a bit smaller. The same technique will work of course on 
logs, big rocks, climbing out of creek beds and many other situations. 

Suppose you're coming down a sandwash. You round a bend and there's a step. 
You don't know what the drop is or what's at the bottom and you're going too fast 
to come to a complete stop. Many beginners get in trouble because they lock up both 
brakes, pull in the clutch and literally fall off the step, sometimes. sideways, 
sometimes front wheel first. The best approach is to keep enough speed so that you'll 
clear any rocks and debris at the bottom of the step and get your weight back so that 
you land on the rear wheel. Even if your jump lands you on a rock, though, you're 
better off than if you toppled awkwardly off the edge, or landed power off on the 
front wheel (a sure bet for an endo). 


WATER 

The correct line through water crossings is very difficult for many riders to find as 
evidenced by the fact that every water crossing is the end of the line for some. It 
becomes much simpler, though, if a few priorities are established. 

To start with: Is the water so deep that your air cleaner is in danger? If so, then 
the shallowest line must be your line regardless of anything else. If there are several 
spots you can cross that are shallow. enough, what about the bottom? Is it mud? 
Rocky? Sandy? A hard sand or gravel bottom is the preferred route, even though 
others are shallower. The worst is a bottom of melon-sized smooth rocks. Traction is 
ziltch and even.a good rider can take a dunking with that sort of bottom. Rule: If 
you can see the bottom clearly, ride Trials style on the pegs; if you can’t, sit on the 
seat and dog-paddle. 

If the water is really swift and fairly deep, you have another problem. Sitting on 
the seat gives you much better control than walking alongside, and better traction as 
well. But if you take a tumble and get pinned under the bike you could drown, 
particularly if you got swept downstream and dragged over a few rocks. Often, if you 
have patches of smooth water and patches of rough where it's flowing over rocks, 
your best line is just barely upstream of the rocks. The water will be shallower and 
the bottom easier than anyplace else. 

MUD 

Mud comes in an almost infinit variety. Thereis thin mud, thick mud, thick and 
sticky mud, mud mixed with snow, deep mud and shallow mud, to name some 
combinations. To keep things simple we will di3yss two basic types in which the 
fundamental problem is different. First is the thin mud over a hard base such as is 
often found on fireroads in the spring. Second will be the deep mud found in 
swampy areas. 

With the first type, moving through it is no probelm. You can generally get going 
as fast as you would like, but staying upright is often a problem. Ordinarily a 
motorcycle rolls forward with very little effort, but pushing one sideways is virtually 
impossible on pavement and not very easy even on dirt. In physics terms, we say that 
the tires offer great resistance to lateral forces, or forces coming from the side. As the 
motorcycle goes faster, this resistance becomes smaller, but under most conditions it 
is still appreciable. Making a fast moving motorcycle slide sideways is not too 
difficult but try making a stationary motorcycle slide sideways. 

This resistance to sideways movement is the only thing that makes it possible to 
ride a motorcycle and survive for any length of time. Consider what would happen if 
there were no resistance: You're riding along the highway and suddenly you note 
that the road has a slight crown. You would also note that you were sliding 
irresistibly off of it and into the ditch. You not only would not be able to climb back

It is also our position that the first 
and most holy law of this land is that all 
citizens are entitled to equal treatment 
by those who are, after all, only 
temporarily entrusted with the 
authority to govern us and that. this 
directive from the BLM is a flagrant 
denial of the right of every citizen to 
equal protection of the laws.

onto the road, you wouldn't be able to steer at all! The road might curve but you 
would go straight, for a while anyway. 

This is the situation that you are faced with in riding mud, though it is not quite 
that extreme. Normal steering doesn't work very well, and situations that cause no 
problem on dry dirt become catastrophic on mud. If you drop the front wheel into a 
rut, there is no hope of having it climb out and if you get the front wheel in one rut 
and.the rear wheel in another, you're in big trouble. 

Running with soft tires helps immensely in this situation, but as always you risk 
more flats that way. Realizing the problem exists is half the battle in riding mud 
because as soon as you know what's happening, you can start planning for it. Sudden 
movements are out. If you turn the front wheel you may turn, or not turn, or you 
may turn after a delay. Of course, if you set up for a turn, start to heel over, and 
don't turn, you're going to fall over. Every effort must be made to keep straight up 
and down and to keep both wheels in the same plane. 

The secret is to plan far ahead so that everything can be done gently. Look ahead 
and find things that you can use for traction. If the trail turns and there's a rut going 
the right way, get into it ahead of time and let it take you around, rather than sliding 
into it in the middle of the turn and getting high-sided. If there are two ruts, and a 
rounded crown between them, pick one of them and get in it deliberately. If you 
don't you may slide in at an inconvenient time or you might have one wheel drop in 
ohe and as you instinctively try to correct, the other wheel will drop in the other rut 
— good-by. я 

Speed is an asset when you're riding mud. The more speed you have, the more 
gyroscopic stability you gain from the wheels and the more inertia you have, In other 
words, you won't be deflected from your path so easily. The other side of the coin 
though, is that when things do happen, they'll happen very quickly and your brakes 
are not only somewhat useless, but actually a bit hazardous. Nevertheless, the faster 
you can ride, the easier time you'll have of it. 

MORE MUD 

In thick or deep mud the.problem is somewhat different. You must avoid getting 
stuck. |f you ride much in thick mud, you will notice that the better riders seldom if 
ever get stuck and the reason for their "good luck" is that they have developed their 
powers of observation to a high degree. 

They notice the slightly different color at the bottom of a rut that indicated that 
earlier riders have gone through to hard ground. They notice a tuft of vegetation or a 
bit of rock that indicates there might be some traction. They can visualize the 
probable location of car tracks under the mud and realize that between them solid 
ground will be closer to the surface. 

Momentum must be jealously guarded when riding thick mud, for once lost it is 
not easily recovered. Momentum can carry you through a bad hole that, once 
stopped in, you'd never get out. Never try to go through a bad mud hole with your 
engine loafing. It might have been providing plenty of power just before you hit the- 
mud, but the mud will invariably require double or even quadruple the power. 

If you go in a lower gear than seems necessary, then when the power drains off 
into the muck, you'll be right where you want to be. 

TREES ; 

In the Jackpine Enduro country there are many trees close together. Most of them 
have the bark missing right about handlebar height. The worst scarred trees are those 
that are somewhere in the radius of a turn. When there are two trees close together in 
a turn you have two choices. You can slow down almost to a stop and ride between 
them straight up and down in the middle of the trail or you can go through them at 
speed with your wheels almost touching the outer tree. : 

If you try to go through the turn at speed with your wheels in the middle of the 
trail, your handlebar must hit. Simple geometry and physics. Which after all is what 
riding is all about, right?

Jay feels that XL-250 is a super 
enduro bike, especially for the average 
rider, because it is such an easy bike to 
ride. His bike is set up very similar to 
mine with a few small changes. He also 
went to a 14 tooth countershaft but he 
went to a 52 tooth rear sprocket also. 
We put the 52 tooth on mine and now it 
has super low end response but will still 
hit 70 to 75 MPH top end, which is 
plenty fast for enduros. 

The XL-250 comes stock with a 
unique push pull throttle which requires 
two cables. Most riders think the extra 
cable always returns the throttle but this 
is not so. It's there for backup in case 
the spring on the carburetor fails. On a 
normal one cable set-up this means the 
engine is stuck at full throttle. We 
replaced the throttle with a one cable 
set-up since if you break a cable during 
an enduro it only takes about five 
minutes to replace one with the single 
cable set-up while it takes over 30 
minutes on the dual set-up. Time is 
precious, you know. Since the stock kill 
button switch was located on the 
throttle set-up I installed a Yamaha 
(Arghh.) MX kill button. The one wire

was even color coded the same as the 
Honda and plugged right in. Also at this 
time, I replaced the stock grips with a 
set of surgical rubber grips which seem 
to work well. I also removed all the 
lights, ignition switch, battery, horn, 
and tachometer. Plug the tach hole or 
dirt will get into your engine. The 
empty space where the battery used to 
be makes a good spare part 
compartment. | keep a spare throttle 
cable, super tape and a plastic container 
in which I carry master links, tire repair 
kit, etc. in there. 

Jay tried a tuned exhaust pipe on his 
bike but went back to the stock pipe 
because he felt he was losing power. 
Also, the stock muffler is so nice and 
quiet. You couldn't possibly antagonize 
anyone with it. Less sound, more 
ground and all that. However, the stock 
pipe is heavy and you can save over 10 
Ibs. by switching to a lighter system. 

The XL-250 comes equipped with 
some neat features which save you some 
coin since you would probably change 
to them anyway. First, the foot pegs are 
the serrated desert type which give your 
boots something to get a grip on. The 
chain is a heavy duty type which should 
hold up well. Jay recommends keeping 
the adjustment a little loose especially if 
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you equip the bike with some long 
travel shocks. 

Jay feels the stock air cleaner sock 
does too good of a job and chokes the 
air intake. Filtron makes a replacement 
sock and since it's only $2.98, it's well 
worth it to change. The fenders are 
made of a flexible plastic which are light 
but the rear is not unbreakable as I 
found out the hard way. The front has a 
racy look but if you ever have to run in 
mud or water, you and your bike will 
both be muddy. Mud flaps are in order 
if you contemplate running in foul 
weather. 

The bike comes with the best rims 
around. They are alloy but are almost 
impossible to ding. Another bonus is the 
smooth shape is much better than 
Akronts. 

The only engine modifications Jay 
did to his bike was to mount a 30mm 
Mikuni in place of the 28mm Keihin 
carb. Long Beach Honda ‘sells 32mm 
Mikuni kits but I feel this is a little big 
for enduro work. About the only other 
difference between our bikes is that his 
has Curnutt long travel shocks installed, 
which seem to be a good set-up for 
enduro riding. 

I installed chains from the shift and 
brake levers to the skid plate to try and 
prevent brush from getting caught and 
jamming the levers. 

With the bike now set up how I 
wanted it, a good test was needed to see 
if it would perform as expected. Some 
good (?) friends of mine took care of 
that as they entered us in the Foothill 
Hawks National Jackass Enduro which 
has a reputation for being rough. The 
bike took the 56 mile first loop in stride 
and I was really feeling confident when, 
on the easier second loop, I hit a rock in 
heavy dust and went down hard. This is 
where I found the rear fender was not 
unbreakable as I somehow got a large 
rock jammed between the tire and 
fender when I crashed. I finally got the 
rock out but cracked the fender doing 
it. I also broke the two bolts holding the 
right foot peg on and in a couple of 
miles the peg came off with 35 miles to 
go. I wanted to finish so I secured the 
peg to the fender and took off at 
reduced speed with one foot hanging 
out. I had to slow way down for the 
whoop-de-doos as I couldn’t stand but, 
surprisingly, finished only 20 minutes 
late. The-bike ran great and handled the 
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Long travel Curnutts seem to improve 
rough-country handling more than a little. 
Take off the chain guard; it hangs up on 
everything. 


difficult course with ease. At home I 
tapped the foot peg holes out and 
installed 3/8-inch aircraft bolts so that 
should take care of the peg problem. 

I have ridden two other enduros and 
trophied in both, zeroing the course on 
one and losing two points on the other, 
so the bike is competitive. I personally 
feel the handling is superior to most 
Japanese enduro bikes, which should 
provoke an argument or two. 

There is a lot of hop-up equipment 
availabie for the XL-250 if you feel you 
need more power. There are a number 
of carb conversions, cams, headwork, 
exhaust systems, etc. to be had but it 
isn’t really necessary for enduro riding. 
The Honda has more than adequate 
power in stock trim and when you start 
adding power, you are taking a chance 
of reducing the reliability. 

Future plans include installing a full 
floating rear brake to improve the 
braking, especially on downhills. Long 
Beach Honda sells an exchange kit for 
around $30 or you can rig up one 
yourself if you have access to a machine 
shop. 

If you are thinking about buying a 
250 enduro bike take a good close look 
at the Honda XL-250. Jay will be happy 
to set one up to your enduro 
specifications.

In motorcycle design, as in many 
fields which blend technology and art, 
there has long been a classic division of 
opinion over form versus function, It 
boils down to the artist versus the 
engineer; a conflict that runs through all 
fields of design. We've already been 
exposed to the horrors of total victory 
of engineering over art through Brave 
New World and other novels. Yet what 
are the consequences of the victory of 
art over engineering? 

The contemporary chopper is an 
example of just such a victory — art 
over engineering, form over function, 
feeling over intellect. As such, tradition 
has a lot to do with the form of the 
thing. The classic raw material for a 
chopper has traditionally been a pre 
WWII Harley-Davidson with a rigid 
frame: a hardtail 74. This reminds one 
of the custom car fad in the 1950's. A 
true custom street rod began life as an 
early-model Ford, or it just wasn’t 
accepted as the genuine article. 
(Incidentally, it’s no accident that the 
spiritual descendents of the old custom 
car cadre are now deep into choppers). 
Yet, as the real pristine prewar Fords 
have vanished imto the hands of 
customizers, so have great numbers of 
early Harleys. It’s increasingly difficult 
to get a good H-D rigid frame and 
engine. It’s when the chopper-builders 
turn to contemporary machinery for 
raw material that the “engineer” stands 
horrified. 

Why? Because most of them take a 
well-conceived motorcycle and make an 
“anti-machine” out of it. They throw 
away the front brake (and with it, up to 
70% of their panic-stop potential), so 
the machine won’t stop as well. They 
rake and extend the forks (or replace 
them altogether with stylized springers 
often extended copies of early Harley 
springers, so the machine will only steer 
properly in a straight-ahead highway 
cruising mode. And then, only if the 
modification is done cleanly. They lay 
back on a padded sissy bar and put their 
feet up on a highway bar where it's hard 
to shift or use the brake they have left. 
The seating position immediately strikes 
one as a cultural throwback (see Fig. 1) 
and indicates that a lot of chopper 
riders are, in fact, homesick custom car 
people. 

So if the machines really handle that 
badly, why not outlaw them, you say? 
First, the chopper is a valid art form: an 
outgrowth of many of the social forces 
whirling around us. We have seen, 
within the last five years, the birth of an 
anti-mechanical, humanistic sub-culture; 
one that is sour on technology and sour 
on mechanistic solutions to things. The 
typical chopper is interwoven into this 
sub-culture, not as a motorcycle, but as 
a form of anti-mechanical protest art in 
motion. As such, it’s as much a 
statement of values as a form of 
transportation, and a perfectly 
legitimate expression in a free-speech 
society. 

Second, if the machine will not 
corner, will not stop, and cannot be 
ridden hard in a sporting manner, it's 
because mechanical performance is not 


the. point in its creation, Nor does.the....: 





owner expect to use it as a sporting 
vehicle. Its lack of responsiveness leaves 
less margin of safety іп evasive 
maneuvers to avoid an accident and 
lessens the tendency of the rider to ride 
it competitively. 

With this in mind, I look at riding a 
chopper the same as I view riding m 
traffic without a helmet. I won’t do it 
myself, but I cannot in all conscience 
deprive others of the right to do so, just 
because I disagree with them. To do 
that opens the legislative can of worms 
wide for all of us — at a time when all 
motorcyclists need to pull together to 
save the whole sport. 

However, there is a positive 
alternative to the chopper, for the guys 
who still take to motorcycles for 
performance, for responsiveness, and for 
the sheer satisfaction of the matched 
man/machine at speed. If the chopper 
cult goes directly against performance 
standards in a machine, the Street 
Roadster offers an alternative in the 


creation of a personalized custom 
motorcycle. 
The Street Roadster alternative 


school of design already exists. It's been 
around for a long time and it is enjoying 
a resurgence of popularity in this 
country after five or more years in the 
doldrums. Of course I'm talking about 
the so-called **cafe roadracers," and the 
whole  European-oriented hals und 
beinbruch culture that goes with them. 

Time was, you'd see all sorts of 
intelectual types scratching pavement 
on classic European singles or twins 
with low bars, fairings, and rear-set foot 
controls, especially in New England and 
Northern California, where the sports 
car thing first took hold in this country, 
plowing fertile cultural ground for the 
later introduction of the Street 
Roadster. All this was before the 
current infatuation with motocross and 
popular disenchantment with fast road 
riding. 

Now, both New England and 
California seem to be re-discovering the 
Street Roadster; so the producers of 
good off-the-shelf equipment аге 
beginning to emerge in the industry. 
Amongst all the chopper-goodie shops, 
they’re a little hard to find, but they’re 
there. 

What’s it take to make s Street 
Roadster or, if you will, cafe road racer? 
And what about fetishes? You know, 
chopper people have their fetishes, like 
the Maltese cross, and Roadsters aren’t 
all that different. Like, first, you gotta 
have the European crouch. The 
European crouch is the symbol that 
separates the serious scratcher from the 
straight-up road rider. Take a look at 
Fig. 2 for a minute. Just as the chopper 
riding position relates to another 
vehicle, so does the road racer's crouch. 
In this case, the parallel is to the 
Continental-style racing bicycle. Thus 
the thing tends to come full-circle; for 
the crouch is not unknown to the 
new-earth,  anti-machine subculture, 
which has taken to jockeying the 
expensive 10-speeds as an alternative to 
the automobile. So the circle closes, and 
the more things change, the more they 
are the same, 

To get the Roadster postion and 
make it comfortable requires no small 
amount of detail work, head-scratching, 
and downright creativity on the part of 
the owner. Done wrong, it can just be 
bloody uncomfortable. Done right, it is 
the most natural responsive way to ride 
a motorcycle (or any other 2-wheeled 
vehicle). 

Right away it’s 
obvious; just fitting a set of low bars is 
not enough. Leaning forward to grasp 
the bars while the feet are on the 
“stock” footrests puts excess curvature 
in the spine, constricts the abdominal 
organs, and cuts circulation to the legs. 
So, torelieve the pressure and straighten 
the spine, you pull the feet and legs 
back. Hence the rearset footpegs and 


controls. The hooker is — most 
contemporary bikes sold оп the 
American market are set up for 


straight-up touring. There are few, if 
any, hard points on the frame that will 
accept rearset footpegs, and usurping 
the passenger footrests is not always the 
correct answer, either. 

It boils down to a unique set-up for 
each make and model of motorcycle — 
and, often, unique to suit each rider. 
Here are some points to ponder as you 
approach your own stocker with the 
idea of customizing toward Street 


Roadster in mind: 

Find and identify all possible places 
you could put the footpegs. Sit on the 
motorcycle at rest and see where your 
feet feel the most comfortable when 
you are crouched forward. Do your 
relocated feet foul the stock. exhaust 





system? If-so, consider a change in the 
routing and character of your exhaust 
to gain both engine performance and 
added cornering clearance. How best to 
work the footshift? Will reversing the 
stock pedal and pointing it backwards 
do it? (Caution: This reverses the shift 
pattern, forcing you to learn your bike 
all over again). If only a remote link will 
do to get from your relocated footpeg 
to the selector shaft, where do you get 
the best straight shot at it? Aim for a 
simple, direct, and uncluttered linkage 
— and the shorter it is, the better. 

How about the rear brake? Can you 
pivot the brake pedal on the footrest 
itself? Cable-operated brakes offer the 
easiest conversion. If yours is 
rod-operated, you may have to fabricate 
a new brake rod. Again, you're trying 
for a straight shot with the new linkage, 
and trying to avoid fouling some other 
part of the motorcycle with it. Check 
for clearance around the exhaust system 
and for comfortable operation with the 
foot in the normal riding position. 

It's imperative that you check the 
revised controls by actually sitting the 
motorcycle in a crouch before you do 
anything irreversible. Prop the machine 
on a center stand so you can shift your 
body around on it, making sure the 
hand and foot controls will feel natural 
and comfortable under most riding 
conditions. It sounds like a lot of hassle, 
but in terms of comfort and rideability, 
the extra effort is worth it. 


While we're on the subject of 
comfort in a crouch, let's talk about 
tanks. As a customizer, you may be 
thinking of trying an original design 
tank in fiberglass. The comtemporary 
literature is full of instructions on how 
to lay up original custom design gas 
tanks, so why not take the bull by the 
horns? Get yourself a large foam block 
and start carving. Speaking strictly in 
the real of Street Roadster design, 
you're trying to do several things: 

a) Lower the C.G. of all that sloshing 
fuel while still fitting the tank 
over the frame of your bike. 

b) Create an upper profile that will 
(when padded) lend support to 

- your chin and chest when you're 
all “tucked in” at speed. 

c) Create contours that will allow 
you to tuck your knees and elbows 
in, as well. 

d) Possess adequate fuel capacity for 


the needs of your patricular 
machine. 

e) Look good. 

Naturally, some of these are 


conflicting requirements; which some- 
what explains why many classic road 
racing tanks look bulbous and downright 
weird. Anyway, the sky's the limit for 


innovation, since no two riders sit their 


machines quite the same. While you're 
at it, consider various schemes of chest 
and/or cheek padding along the top of 
the tank. Also figures that changing the 
seat may also help lower the body C.G. 
and add to your comfort in a crouch. 
There no end to the combination of 
modifications for comfort and looks. 

No Street Roadster is a real road 
racer without some kind of extremely 
powerful front brake. It's one of the 
biker fetishes we spoke about. If you've 
got a 4-leading shoe drum or double-disc 
setup on the front end, you are with it. 
(Even if you don't know how to use it 
properly). 

On the older model classic 
lightweight singles, an intricately drilled, 
double-leading-shoe unit with a huge 
airscoop is class, especially if you did 
the perforating yourself. 

So we see that chopper builders are 
not the only ones who sport obvious 
fetishes on their bikes. Some Street 
Roadsters racers really go ape when 
fitting a front brake. Naturally, if the 
total fork/brake/wheel installation 15 
done in a workmanlike manner, is well 
thought out, and is well matched to the 
motorcycle, the end result is a 


tremendous increase in controllable 
stopping power. 
Wheels and tires? Most 


comtemporary road bikes come fitted 
with the proper size rims and the proper 
size tires. Yet many factory-fitted tires 
leave much to be desired in 
road-holding. Also, the stock steel rims 
are often excessively heavy. So right 
away, you’ve got the option of fitting 
alloy rims and better tires. 

There are two major brands of alloy 
rims that you can get in this country: 
Akront and Borrani. The Akronts are 
stressed for road riding only, and are 
quite light. On the horizon, there’s an 
awakening interest in cast alloy wheels. 

You also may be tempted to fit pure 
road racing tires. Think hard before you 
do., The racing tire is triangular in

The goodies catalogues 
usually feature at 
chromed, stylized spri 
prices ranging around $225 and up. By 
contrast, the heavyweight road racing 
forks kits from Ceriani, Betor, Baroni, 
or Marzocchi range above and below 
$180 retail. 

Take front wheels, with or without 
brakes. The chopper builder starts with 
a spool hub ($20 $40), a set of 
chromed spokes ($10 $20), and a 
seventeen to twenty-one inch rim 
(steel, $20, alloy, $25 $30).

By contrast, Steen's used to sell 
1-leading-shoe brake already laced into 
an alloy rim for 5. Kits to put 
double disc brakes on Honda Fours are 
running in the $90 — $130 range. 

As to custom tanks, custom seats, 
custom paint; chopper-building by an 
established shop runs from reasonable 
to outtasight in price. So you pay your 
money and you take your choice. 
Whether you build a chopper or Street 
Roadster the money runs pretty close 
for equal degrees of hired-out 
professional work, If you sink $3500 or 
$35 into a custom motorcycle, who's to 
say you've wasted your money ?. 

But the Street Roadster will deliver 
more man/machine control and riding 
performance, dollar-for-dollar, than the 
conventional chopper was ever intended 
to

The BLM and the EI Cajon M.C.- What Really Happened

Someone once said that there has 
never been a simple human event, The 
truth of that statement has never been 
more evident than in the circumstances 
surrounding a desert race hosted by a 
small, club from San Diego’s AMA 
District 38. The members of the El 
Cajon M.C. have been very upset by the 
BLM's interim land use regulations. 
These regulations are due to expire at 
the end of this year, but they are to be 
replaced by permanent regulations of 
roughly similar nature. 

The ‘regulations are fairly complex, 
but essentially they require that a club 
planning to host an event obtain a 
Special Land Use Permit prior to 
holding the event and pay a fee after the 
event of $1.00 per entrant or 5% of the 
gross, whichever is greater. As a 
condition to obtaining the-permit, the 
club must post a bond, supply maps of 
the course and purchase insurance. In 
this club's case the bond was to be 
$1,000. 

According to Chick Diamond, club 
president, the El Cajon M.C. had no 
objection to most of the regulations, 
but strongly objected to paying the fee 
(about $250) and purchasing the bond, 
which would have cost approximately 
$40.00. They notified the BLM that they 
had no intention of buying the bond or 
paying the fee. According to Mr. 
Diamond, there was no intention of 
promoting a ''test case" or anything 
else; they simply felt that those were 
unfair requirements and they were not 
going to comply with them. 

The BLM responded by appealing to 
Judge Terrintine of U.S. Federal Court 
in. San Diego for a Temporary 
Restraining Order. The appeal was 
denied, but according to Director 
Penney, it was a minor victory. ‘‘...he 
(Judge Terrintine) ended up by saying 
that the regulations were reasonable and 
in accordance with law, or Constitution, 
I think was the word used. ...he said 
that, in spite of that, he going to 
give them a- free ride because he didn’t 
have the time to give proper 
consideration and analyze the whole 
situation. But if I understood it right, he 
said, ‘Now don’t think, that you should 
come back and get this same kind of 
th atment again.” 

This was quite different from what 
Judge Terrintine told me. He said that 
in a legal sense, all he had done was 
deny the TRO on the basis of 
insufficient time. Afterwards, he made a 
couple of offhand remarks in an effort 
to get the club and the BLM to work 
together. Не told the club that, “On the 
surface, without argument, the 
regulations appear regular.” He also 
noted that the club did have a 
reputation for cleaning up after the 
races (the ostensible) purpose of the 
performance bond, but that some other 
groups didn't and as he put it, **The rain 
must fall on the just as well as the 
unjust." He emphasized that he had in 
no way ruled on the validity, the 
reasonableness or the constitutionality 
of the BLM regulations. 

According to Mr. Jan Ronis, the 
club’s attorney, the only substantive 
question to be discussed in the TRO 
action was whether or not there would 
be “irreparable damage to the desert on 
that weekend (if the club conducted the 
race). He (Judge Terrintine) was only 
concerned with damage to the desert,” 
Mr. Ronis said, “апа the the BLM 
representative stated that environmental 
studies had been conducted (in other 
races) and there was no significant 
environmental damage. They (the BLM) 
would have issued the club a permit, 
had they applied for one." 

The race was held. Following the 
race, the Los Angeles Times printed an 
article about the impending court suit 
to be brought by the BLM. They quoted 
Mr. Penney ол the subject of the 
damage done. ‘Penney said he was not 
certain whether damage done to the 
desert floor can be repaired," the Times 
reported, and continued with a direct 
quote from Mr. Penney, “The desert is 
so fragile and rehabilitation so difficult 
that it may be impossible,” he said. 

By Wednesday, Mr. Penney was not 
sure there had been any damage. He said 
to this reporter, ‘‘Now as to whether or 
not on their particular course they ran 
Over any significant areas, I’m not 
prepared to say." Their solicitor, Burt 
Stanley said, “We are definitely going to 
file a lawsuit for the fee. It will be a civil 
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BLM map of El Cajon M.C. Hare Scrambles course. This is not the club's map. 


suit. /f there's any damage, we'll tack 
that on." (Italics mine.) 

According to one of the club 
members, during the race it seemed like 
there were more BLM and news media 
people there than motorcyclists. There 
were two helicopters over the area the 
entire day and several light planes. One 
of the ‘copters belonged to the BLM, 
the other to the Navy. Most of the'staff 
of the Riverside BLM office was present 
as well as Director Penney. The club 
may not have wanted a “test case” but 
apparently they were going to be 
involved in one, like it or not. 

The reaction of the BLM was 
unusual, to put it mildly. They were 
dealing with a tiny club and a small 
race, only 200 or so entrants, as 
compared with 2,000 entrants in some 
of the biggers races in the District 37 
area. One might have expected the BLM 
to file suit after the race to obtain the 
fees stipulated, and perhaps to obtain 
some damages if the club failed to clean 
up the area. 

They might have tried to obtain an 
injunction to prohibit future races for 
which no permit had been obtained. 
This would have been a reasonable 
action and its about what the club 
expected. The BLM's massive reaction 
seemed a bit like going after a fly with a 
howitzer. Enter the archeological 
question. 

Again, from the LA Times article: 
“Penney described the general site of 
the race as ‘one of the richest 
archeological areas in the desert, 
perhaps in the United States.” 

The 21,000-year old remains of an 
Indian were found there, — the oldest 


ever recovered іп the Western 
hemisphere — and the area contains 
many, many Indian art works and 


intaglios — huge etchings — on the 
desert floor, ‘Penney said”. 

A call to the Archeological Research 
Unit of the University of California at 
Riverside produced a somewhat 
different story. The Yuha Man was 
discovered in the area, but his discovery 
was by an amateur archeologist and, 
while he is believed to be quite old, he 
has not yet been scientifically studied, 
there spokesman told me. There are 
three know  intaglios in the area 
occupying about ten acres of the several 
million acre desert. Yes, some parts of 
Yuha desert might be archeologically 
very valuable. The Yuha is one of 
several types that they (the  U of C 
group) would like to study to determine 
if it is archeologically important enough 
to warrant a full scale study. There are 


probably several small areas in the Yuha 
that are very important, 

The BLM hired a private 
archeological research firm, 
Archeological Research Inc., of Costa 
Mesa, Calif. to study the area and 
determine what, if any damage was 
done to the area. They would not tell 
me what they had discovered for fear of 
jeopardizing their future contracts with 
government organizations. Their 
spokesman did say however, that there 
was ''nothing earthshaking'' in their 
report, 

The club knew that they were in an 
area where archeological finds had been 
made. Their position was that they were 
using an area that had been used by 
themselves and other clubs from the 
area for the past 22 years and that they 
had used almost the identical course on 
at least three separate occasions. It was 
all old, established trail. Anything 
damaged was already damaged long 
before this race. 

The media response to the El Cajon 
race did the club no good. It was 
distorted and non-factual. In the case of 
the Los Angeles Times, this can be 
attributed simply to very poor 
journalism. The Times was aware of the 
fact that there was to be a dispute: they 
ran a story before the race outlining the 
problem, But they sent no one down to 
cover the event. Instead, they wrote a 
story following the event based on a 
conversation with Russ Penney. They 
didn’t bother to check the other side at 
all. They didn’t check to see if Penney 
was telling the truth; they simply printed 
just about everything he said as fact. As 
we've noted already, the facts as 
presented by Penney are, in the most 
charitable interpretation, distorted. But 
perhaps the Times doesn’t have research 
facilities equivalent to those of Cycle 
News. 

The case of the CBS coverage is 
somewhat more complex. Bob Simmons 
did attend the event and did attempt to 
get both sides of the story. The club, 
not expecting any coverage, had no 
prepared statement, nor was anybody 
particularly prepared to talk to the 
press. Simmons found race chairman, 
Tom Brown, who was very cordial and 
talked to him about the joys of riding 
over “virgin” territory and explained 
that they were testing ‘““The BLM’s right 
to tell them where they could ride.” 
Brown was apparently superimposing 
his own views on the club’s effort, but 
there was not way for Simmons to 
know that. Simmons said, ‘The 
question that I put to them was why 


they insisted on even going close to that 
fossil man area. They seemed to be 
deliberately baiting the Feds, exposing 
themselves to unnecessary public 
condemnation which they otherwise 
wouldn’t have had. 

Apparently, the riders assumed that 
any coverage they were going to get was 
going to be bad, and they went out of 
their way to make sure it was. ‘There 
was a lot of obvious resentment that we- 
were filming the race down there and a 
little bit of harrassment,” Simmons said, 
and added, “but I don’t mind that.” 

When I explained to him the real 
problems that the clubs were facing 
with the fees, the insurance, and the 
bonds, most of which he was hearing for 
the first time, he said, “That sounds like ~ 
a legitimate bitch. I can see that." It's 
too bad that he couldn't have been told 
that at the race. He'd have had a better 
story and the club would have had 
better coverage. y 

One of the factors that seems to have 
Mr. Penney most put out is the fact that 
the club changed the course the night 
before the event. In talking to me about 
the ‘situation, Mr. Penney commented, 
“We would have issued them a permit 
had they complied with all the other 
requirments except for that location, 
They didn’t use that location. They 
went over into а very ~ valuable 
archeological area." 

In fact, the race course was not 
changed with respect to location, but 
part of it was eliminated. There were 
originally to be two loops, one north of 
Interstate 8 and one south of the 
Interstate. The day before the event the 
club discovered | that they had 
inadvertently crossed some . Navy 
property on the northern loop. In order 
to avoid trespass problems, they simply 
eliminated that portion of the course 
and instead of making two circuits of 
the two loops, the riders ran four times 
over the sourthern loop. 

According to Chick Diamond, the 
BLM people were waiting out on the 
cancelled northern portion of the route 
to photograph the riders, One suspects. 
that 
helicopter as well. But the riders never 
came by. 

The BLM, having good maps and 
having been over the proposed course 
the day before, obviously knew that 
there was Navy land on the northern 
loop and the. fact that 
photographers were stationed out there 
plus the presence of the Navy helicopter 
tend to confirm this supposition. Had 
they succeeded in getting their 
“evidence”, I suspect a court would 
have been asked to decide whether-they 
were in fact trapping violators or 
themselves guilty of entrapment. In any 
event, the club was lucky in that they 
discovered the mistake before the race 
and they acted wisely in cancelling that 
portion of the course. 

When any reaction. seems out of 
proportion to the initiating action, it is 
only natural to ask, Why? The BLM 
spent more money trying to build a case 
against the El Cajon M.C. than they 
could reasonable expect to recover in 
fees from that district in the next three 
years. Courts costs for each side are 
expected to exceed $20,000. This 
expenditure might be reasonable if the 
BLM were attempting to establish the 
legality of their permanent regulations, 
but they are not: these are only interim 
regulations and are due to expire in less 
than a month. The case might be 
worthwhile in establishing a principle, if 
they had a good chance to win, but it 
takes little legal savvy to realize that the 
BLM has a very poor case. ` 

The fees they are requiring are out of 
line (twenty to 100 times greater than 


what the forest service charges for the 


same type event.) and they are 
discriminatory (No other desert 
recreationists are charged such fees). 
They will not be able to charge trespass 
and it seems unlikely that they will be 
able to substantiate any 
damage to the €nvironment. The club 
claims they stayed entirely on old trail 


and they cleaned the area scrupulously. | 


A heavy rain the following night even 
washed out most of the tracks. Even if 
the BLM could, through this suit, ensure 
that they could collect fees, the fees do 
them no good; all the money goes into 
the general fund. So why pursue a course 
that offers little gain if successful and 
stands, most probably, to lose?

for fun and agony

paying 75€ a copy for that if you live a 
thousand miles away. However, if any 
local event is of significant interest to, 
say, 300,000 readers you have a much 
better chance of getting through. Depend- 
ing on how you present it. 

In trying to do business with the mag- 
azines it is best for you to call or 
write the editorial office outlining the 
subject matter you wish to sell them, 
Getting a ‘‘Go ahead’’ by phone or letter 
does not mean money in the hand. You 
are pald after the publishing but you 


midnight market, Please don't forgetthe 
man, He wouldn't like it: Keep all sales 
receipts of photo supplies, equipment 
purchased and travel expenses. Find out 
what is deductible before filing your 
taxes, 

Buying color slides or prints from 
freelance people is quite rare for the 
magazines. Same goes for the weeklies, 
only more so, Buy your B/W film in 
bulk 100 ft. rolls, only if you like 
rolling your own cigarettes, Or, Kodak’s 
**Pro-pack", i.e. 20 rolls of Tri-X 
(whatever) in a pack without metal con- 
tainers, yellow boxes, and information 
Sheets. Use 36 exposure rolls, During 
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terest lies with journalism and the cam- 
era is a bit repugnant to you, form a 
partnership with a photographer, illus- 
trator or cartoonist friend, 

Make friends. That invaluable source 
of inside information comes by way of 
mechanics, racers, dealers, AMA offic- 
lals, etc. On the subject of covering 
National races; Like it or not, weeklies 
and monthlies will have them pretty well 
covered, Selling your story outside club 
papers will be tough duty, but you can 
learn how their teams operate, First: 
The best way to get that elusive Press 
pass is, the right way. Have your editor

to know, **Why the hell didn't you print 
the results of the Egg Rolling Motocross 
at Frogmore’s last month?" 

An impromptu survey of the Letter's 
column of any of the cycle periodical 
will show just how familiar this scene 
is. The question graces the desk of the 
editorial staff members much more than 
they care to think about. Letters of this 
type come from cycle club officials, and 
individuals concerned about the lack of 
pre- and post-race informational com- 
munication, plus club publicity in their 
community. If pressed, the editor’s prin- 
ted reply is usually: “Тһе paper or 
magazine does not have a correspondent 
covering your area, Would you be inter- 
ested?'' 

I forgive you for thinking this should 
solve the problem, It does not. Even if 
they wanted to, people have a tendency 
to think the worst and back-off. They 
envision some king editor reading their 
material then falling on the floor in a 
fit of the laughing rollovers. 

This is where I step in with more than 
you ever wanted to know about the sec- 
ret occupation of photojournalism, or 
free-lancing for the cycle publications. 
The motive here is to save you a bit 
of grief without laying the textbook on 
you. Since you are nodding in agreement 
to my purpose, and filled with that 
Christmas-like anticipation, let’s begin 
with how the editors deal with this 
charge of gross negligence. 

I am assuming, of course, you are 
well up on the game enough to know that 
due to the printing time difference the 
men of the monthlies (magazines) are 


will be notified long before, Unless you 
can meet their criteria right off the 
bat, you wil] net enough rejection let- 
ters to paper your bedroom, Remember, 
editors sometimes aren't sure about what 
they want. Believe me, they do know what 
they don't want when they see it. 

The best training ground for motor- 
cycle freelancing is the weeklies, bi- 
weeklies and cycle club newsletters and 
newspapers., Their racing and other re- 
lated news coverage depends primarily 
on reports sent in by a virtual network 
of local correspondents, The weeklies 
are a bit sensative on the subject of 
holes in their dike. This is their format, 
So you can see the opportunity it offers. 
No plug, this. You have to start some- 
where, and besides, you can earn while 
you learn, 

Speaking of earning, you willfind most 
club papers cannot offer monetary ex- 
change for your service. Try to work 
something out, I know a chap who edited 
a club paper for a new dirt bike each 
year as payment. His publisher is a 
cycle dealer, 

Most people interested in journalism 
are pretty sophisticated on the subject 
of camera equipment and technique. 
Here, I will touch on the less obvious, 
Find, and make friends with, a reputable 
photo store which allows a discount to 
professional photographers. As groovy 
as it looks, do not play **match-camera'' 
with the “Pros”. Some of those motor- 
ized Pentaxs and Nikons actually be- 
longed to the equipment department of 
some newspaper. Insure your gear, Cam- 
eras, like XLCHs, are hot items on the 


the winter months, it’s better to use one 
camera and keep it warm inside your 
coat, Exposure to the cold elements long 
enough will slow your 1/500 sec, shut- 
ter speed to something like 1/60th sec, 

For your first 1655, think about a 
Zoom, preferably late model, Expen- 
sive? Yes, the more the better. It 
allows you, say, wide angle 45mm to 
medium-tele 135mm without carrying, or 
changing lenses, Join a local camera 
club. In most cases they can teach you 
film and paper developing faster than 
you can teach yourself, Check also 
radiation angle and distance claims when 
buying flashguns. 

In photographing the race events, shoot 
more than one roll of film, Leave room 
for error, you might lose a roll. Wrong 
exposure setting, mistakes indeveloping, 
etc, 

Beware of sponsors wanting 25 or so 
8x10s of ‘‘Their Boy.’’ You could get 
burned on this deal. Send them C.O.D. 
only after obtaining written confirmation., 
Shooting and reporting National moto- 
cross, miles and half-miles from the 
spectator's area isn't as bad as you 
may think, The same, unfortunately, can- 
not be said of roadraces,. A very long 
lens here. For motos and half-miles 
try carring a small aluminum step- 
ladder, 

Trying to take peak-action photos 
and, at the same time, concentrate on the 
race and racers' progress, (or lack 
thereof) in order that you might write 
a more comprehensive report. Well, it 
doesn't come easy, You may be busier 
than you want to be. And, if your in- 








write, not call, the promoters of the 
event for credentials well in advance, 
If no reply, try your luck with a written 
introduction, Second: The entry list you 
had better get from the registration peo- 
ple is, in most cases, not complete, Lots 
of top riders sign in late, or failto show. 
The list is printed by the AMA weeks 
before the event, Third: Dump the ‘‘Da- 
ily Planet" approach. Do not ask a 
Super Star, nor anyone else for that 
matter, '*What's it like out there?" 
whilst said racer is flat on his bike 
looking at you through the spokes, And 
Perhaps some Super Stars do not give 
the type of intimate answers or inter- 
view you seek, Mostly, it's because they 
don't know you, However, there is no 
rule that says you cannot up-date your 
notebook nearby when he (Superstar) 
talks a bit more freely with well known 
editors and writers, 

By the way, may I suggest using a 
tape recorder, There are some on the 
market which are subcompact, justa lit- 
tle bigger than the cassettes it uses 
plus a built-in mike. Remember, mis- 
quotes and inaccurate reporting can get 
everyone concerned into trouble, and 
shorten your career considerably. 

In conclusion: Except for road tests, 
of course, the machines themselves are 
not so much the real story as the mor- 
tals who build, tune, repair, race, and 
watch them, The **Movers and Shakers'* 
of the sport and industry, or/and those 
yous and me's riding back and forth 
to work. The People. That’s where the 
stories are. They are below the surface 
and you will have to scratch for them.

It wasn't too many years ago that a 
guy who wore a helmet when he went 
bashing around in the desert or racing 
was considered something of.a sissy. 


Motorcyclists were tough, by jingo! 
They were killed with startling 
regularity. 


Eventually came the realization that 
even the toughest of biker’s heads came 
off second best in a 40 MPH collision 
with a rock and now no one would 
dream of entering a race without 
helmet, and if he did, the promoter 
wouldn’t let him on the starting line. 

Soon after the acceptance of helmets 
some bright souls realized that other 
parts of your body, while not quite as 
essential as the head, were equally 
vulnerable and so introduced other 
protective gear. Acceptance was slow in 
coming, just as with helmets. Three 
years ago a guy could get laughed right 
out of a desert racing camp if he padded 
his knees and elbows, but today, 
protective equipment is not only 
accepted but has become something of a 
status symbol. The theory seems to be 
that if you can’t ride like the European 
superstars, you can at least look like 
them. So, in the natural course of events 
I was assigned to survey the available 
equipment and provide our readers with 
some sort of up-to-date guidelines. 

One of the first surprises that came 
along was the sheer abundance of 
equipment. I contacted four outfits that 
I knew handled auxiliary gear and asked 
them to send me some samples for 
evaluation and photography. Three of 
them, Torsten Hallman, Jim Davis and 
Webco did — a total of over 40 separate 
items. I had told them that I wasn't 
interested in the basic stuff, leathers, 
boots, helmets and gloves, but in the 
extras: shoulder and knee guards, 
mouth protectors and chest guards. But 
it turned out that even such an obvious 
division wasn’t all that clear cut. 
Sears-Roebuck also sells some gear 
that’s used by cyclists, but it wasn’t 
made for that purpose and Sears wasn’t 
interested in promoting it. 

There are four basic questions that a 
rider should ask himself when he is 
considering a piece of protective gear. 
The first (and least obvious) is “What 
kind of protection am I after?" If 
you're looking for protection from 
flying rocks and clods of dirt thrown up 
by inconsiderate knobbies you may 
need a different item than the fellow 
who's concerned about coming unglued 
at 50 per and hitting an immovable 
object like a rock or tree. 

The second question. “Is the item 
being considered comfortable enough to 
wear for the required length of time?” 
In some instances motocross riders who 
ride 20 or 30 minute motos will have 
quite different requirements than 
enduro riders who ride six or seven 
hours at a time. 

The third question is, of course, the 
price. Some kinds of protection come 
pretty dear. All the prices given in the 
article are distributors suggested retail, 
but the dealer can sell them for 
whatever he wants, so it may pay to 
shop around. 

The last questions are, “How well 
made is the item? Will it last for awhile? 
Is it designed so that it can’t hurt you in 
the event of some accident other than 
the one it intended to prevent?” 


FACE PROTECTION 

All three of the distributors offer an 
item designed to protect the lower face 
from flying rocks. They are all made of 
plastic. Two of them fasten to the 
helmet after snaps are installed on the 
helmet. The Webco item has elastic 
straps that go around the rider’s head 
before the helmet goes on, which seems 
more inconvenient than the other two. 
It seems like any of the three will do an 
adequate job of protecting from flying 
rocks but the effect on the rider if he 
hit something substantial is very 
difficult to predict without running 
some substantial tests, which we have 
not done. 

Jim Davis’ unit is made of a softer 
plastic than the other two, on the 
theory that if the rider hits something 
which is more than-the mouth guard 
was designed, to handle, at least the 
guard itself won't hurt him. It appears 
that a sharp upward blow on any one of 
the three of them might seriously 
damage a rider's nose, but on an 
experimental basis (punching it lightly 
while in place) I would rate the Jim 
Davis unit best and the Torsten 
Hallman, second, in this respect. None 
of the units could be called comfortable 
and I cannot see many long distance 
riders being able to wear them for hours 
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Mike Burns models Jim Davis equipment: leg and elbow guards and chest protector. Center; Marv Le Blanc is completely outfitted by Torsten 
Hallman in boots, leathers, kidney belt, jersey and elbow guards. Mark Schneiders models Jim Davis kid's protection equipment. (Not yet available) 
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Webco hand protectors are shown on motorcycle handlebars and Webco nylon face guard is mounted on Mike's helmet. 


at a stretch. For motocrossers, however, 
they seem quite tolerable. I rate the 
Hallman and Davis units equal in 
comfort, the Webco unit slightly less 
comfortable. (It has a nylon strap 
inside that interferes with mouth 
movement and it presses against the 
nose.) In some area of protection the 
Webco is best, covering both chin and 
nose, Hallman is second covering only 
mouth and chin and Davis is third 
offering protection only to mouth. The 
Hallman unit sells for $5.20, the Davis 
for $4.95 and the Webco for $3.95. 

Webco also sells a nylon face guard 
similar to that worn by football players 
for $3.95. When the opening in the 
guard is closed with duct tape, this unit 
furnishes fair protection against flying 
rocks and excellent protection in crash 
situations. Its chief disadvantage is that 
it makes getting the helmet on and off a 
little more difficult, but it is 
unnoticeable when riding. It is judged 
the best available facial protection for 
most riders, short of a full coverage 
helmet. 


UPPER BODY PROTECTION 
Only one of thedistributors Jim Davis 
offers anything for shoulder protection. 
He has a device which looks like a 
mismatch between a lady’s corset and a 
football player’s shoulder pads, but it is 
surprisingly comfortable. It has a 
virtually limitless range of adjustments 
to fit any adult and offers padding for 
shoulders, upper back and forearms. 
Unlike the footballer’s pads with many 
fiberglass plates, the Davis item has only 
two, covering the points of the 
shoulders. The idea is that in a really 
violent crash, plates could be torn loose 
and dig into a rider's anatomy. Shoulder 
pads are most useful to riders who make 
a' habit of going over the bars. While 
somewhat uncomfortable they аге 
nowhere near as uncomfortable as a 
broken collar bone! $15.73 retail. 

The chest protector is the darling of 
the motocross set and each of the 
distributor's offers his own version. The 
most protection for the least money 
comes from Jim Davis whose unit is 
about $2 cheaper than the competition, 
The Davis unit utilizes more substantial 
covering material and thicker foam than 
either of the other two. The Hallman 
unit is the least substantial, using very 
light weight covering material and very 
thin foam (1/8-inch thick or less.) The 
Webco unit is right in the middle. Of all 
thé protective gear available, these items 
seem to me to represent the poorest 
value. The Jim Davis unit is probably 
fairly priced in terms of production 
costs, but it is doubtful that one needs 
as much protection as is offered. The 
other two seem much overpriced. These 
units offer protection from flying stones 
and rocks, and that is about all. 

The Davis and Webco unit might 
offer some protection in the unlikely 
event that a rider landed on a rock on 
his chest, but the Hallman unit would 
offer little more protection than an 
extra jersey. The Hallman unit has a 
slight edge in the comfort and 
appearance aspects. All are about equal 
in terms of ease of dress. 


Some of the best protection that can 
be bought is protection for the elbows. 
A rider's elbows are very susceptible to 
injury and very slow to heal. Damaged 
joints can often result in arthritis in 
later years. Both Hallman and Davis 
offer elbow guards. 

It's difficult to make a choice 
between them, even though they are 
radically different in design. The 
Hallman product is basically a nylon 
envelope enclosing fairly thick foam and 
a plastic cup to cover the point of the 
elbow; the Davis product is built up of 
many pieces of high density foam and 
leatherette covering. Either unit will doa 
good job of protecting the elbows. In 
terms of comfort, the Hallman unit has 
the edge for me: its straps are 
adjustable. The Davis unit is 
non-adjustable and the elastic was a bit 
too tight for comfort, but other 
individuals may find the Davis unit 
more comfortable. The Hallman unit is 
somewhat bulkier, and getting a jersey 
over them might present a bit of a 
problem. 

The Hallman unit might be quite a 
bit warmer than the Davis unit in the 
summer. here 15 а substantial 
difference in price between these two 
products: $16.25 for the Hallman set vs. 
$10.78 for the Jim Davis set. 

We did not request kidney belts from 
the distributors, but Torsten Hallman 
sent one to us anyway. I would not 
mention it except that it is the best I 
have seen in many years of trying 
different ones. It has a hook and eye 
arrangement for fastening that really 
works easily. And it's reasonably priced 
at $7.75. 


LOWER BODY PROTECTION 
Torsten Hallman and Jim Davis both 
.offer items designed to protect the 
rider's knees and lower legs, but their 
approaches to the problem are quite 
different. Jim Davis has several items 
but his best known product is a 
fiberglass unit backed by padding that 
covers ankle, lower leg and knee. Elastic 
straps hold it in place. This item offers 
very much needed protection (cyclists' 
knees are extremely vulnerable) and 
they are very effective. I have been 
wearing them for years and in spite of 
literally dozens of falls and crashes I 
have yet to hurt a leg, or even a scratch 
one, for that matter. 

The leg guards are a bit of a hassle to 
put on, but once in place they are 
unnoticeable. One of the best buys in 
protection: $17.53. 

Besides the full length leg guards, Jim 
Davis also offers a set of cupped 
leatherette knee guards backed by foam 
at $6.60. These are good stone guards, 
but wouldn’t help much in hard falls. 
Somewhat greater protection is offered 
by a pair of thick foam knee pads 
similar to those worn by basketball 
players selling for $6.60. Both of these 
items have the advantage of being 
inconspicuous. 

To complete the line there is a set of 
ankle and leg guards which stop short of 
the knee. These are fiberglass backed by 
foam similar to the full set. Why anyone 
would buy these in preference to the 


full set eludes me, but they're available 
if you want them. 

Torsten Hallman's approach to leg 
protection is to have plastic inserts in a 
pair of leathers. There is a curved piece 
in each lower leg and a cupped piece in 
the knee. The cupped piece is 
removable: it’s in a zippered pocket. 
The leathers themselves are very sharp 
looking, lightweight and made of high 
quality goatskin. While admittedly 
good-looking and convenient, the 
protection afforded is pretty minimal. 
Only the leather lining is between the 
rider and the plastic. This set up would 
probably be alright if the rider wore 
some kind of foam padding underneath 
the leathers, but by themselves, the 
plastic inserts are no more than stone 


guards. 
MISCELLANY- 


Besides those items in our established 
categories, we also received several items 
not easily categorized which might be of 
interest to the protection-minded cylist. 
Webco offers a pair of hand guards 
which fit over the handlebars of the 
motorcycle and were .an instant hit 
with our desert-riding models. They are 
leatherette covered and foam backed 
and should not only be effective in 
protecting the hands from brush and 
cactus, but also in keeping warm, They 
are priced at $7.95. 

Torsten Hallman offers hand 
protection of a different sort, a product 
that appears similar to moleskin with a 
special adhesive. 'It is designed to 
prevent blisters. The material is cut to 
fit the palm of the hand. Hallman also 
offers several varieties of high quality 
gloves with strips sewn on the backs to 
guard against rocks. Nice, but pretty 
expensive. 

Webco offers a pair of goggles with a 
leatherette flap suspended from the 
bottom edge. These are designed for 
speedway racers to guard against flying 
pieces of track surface but they might 
also be of interest to winter riders as a 
face warmer. 

One item which might become quite 
popular with enduro riders is a visor 
with a clear plastic shield that can be 
flipped up or down. This could be quite 
handy in mud situations where the rider 
could flip the shield down in front of 
his regular glasses or goggles when 
approaching someone from the rear. It's 
doubtful that motocross riders would 
have time to fool with it, though. 
(Motocross riders are adapting them in 
great numbers, however...Ed.) 

It might also be a help in rain, as the 
shield appears to be narrow enough that 
the rider could look under it, while the 
shield deflected the rain from his eyes. 
Available from Torsten Hallman with 
extra Shields at $8.95. 

The last item in our box is a device 
which Torsten Hallman euphemistically 
calls a “goodie guard." It is a cupped 
plastic deal designed to protect the 
genital area. It is recommended for guys 
who carry parachutes on airliners. Not 
available in women’s models. $7.85. 

Protective gear is like sex: Necessary 
and wonderful in reasonable amounts, 


but you can get carried away.

But 
the basics of the machine also bespeak 
reliability in the production version. 
- It has a low compression ratio, a 
low-revving engine with a very flat 
torque curve, a frame that seems to have 
no inherent structural weaknesses and, 
in the prototype verison, extensive use 
of alloy and plastic. The wheel rims are 
of the same type that appeared on the 
Honda XL 250: lights, self-cleaning and 
super strong.

Both the 450 and the 250 are quiet 
by off-road racer standards with the 
silencer welded onto the expansion 
chamber on the 450 and a Skyway 
clamped on the 250. 


250 PROTOTYPE 

The 250 Kawasaki prototype that 
Peter Lamppu rode in the TransAMA 
Support class is powered by a 
breathed-on version of the 246cc F-11 
engine. Ports and port timing are altered 
and a 34mm Mikuni is used. The head 
may be reworked but, all in all, it is 
basically the standard 250 production 
engine. The motor is carried in a frame 
that is similar in configuration but 
different in dimensions, geometry and 
feel from the 450 frame. Some of the 
older double downtube frames, which 
are really slightly changed stock items, 
are still being used but will not appear 
on the production 250 and were not 
tested. 

The frame and seat combine to put 
the rider quite a bit lower to the ground 
and the ground clearance is down to a 
shade under seven inches. The 
wheelbase of the 250 is slightly shorter 
but even with the shorter wheelbase, it 
is more directionally stable through and

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Joel Robert shows how a six-time world motocross champion takes whoop-de-doos for a couple dozen fascinated Powder Puffers.

If you're going to get some tips on 
how to rate motocross, it seems 
reasonable to get them from the best 
source possible. When Jeanne Allen 
decided to set up a motocross school for 
Powder Puffers, it seemed logical to get 
the best imstructor available — 250cc 
World Motocross Champion, Joel 
Robert. 

Talking Joel Robert into giving a 
motocross school for girls isn’t the 
easiest thing in the world, but Jeanne 
knew that Robert has a soft spot in his 
heart for Powder Puffers, and with a 
little fast talking she was able to 


cqnvince him to take some time out of a 
full schedule on his recent visit to the 
US. 

Once Robert had consented to teach 
the girls, Jeanne took care of the rest of 
the details. Indian Dunes agreed to set 
aside a newly prepared course for the 


event, and Hercules Dist. Ltd. loaned a 
125 Puch for Joel to use. 

The class was limited to 25 girls, so 
many who had hoped to participate 
were disappointed and after a short 
Poop item appeared in Cycle News, 
Indian Dunes began receiving calls from 
as far away as Phoenix, Ariz. from 
prospective students. 

On the day of the class, I showed up 
at Indian Dunes a bit early, anxious not 
to miss a minute of this momentous 
occasion. When I arrived, most of the 
girls were standing around in small 
groups talking quietly among 
themselves, or out - riding around, 
warming up their bikes. 

As I looked around for familiar faces, 


I noticed that most of Southern 
California's top female racers were 
there, with the notable exception of 
AMA Amateur Janene Pennington. 
When I asked one of the other girls 
about this, I was informed that Janene 
was getting married the next day, so her 
absence was understandable. 

More important, Jeanne and Joel 
Robert had not appeared and, as the 
time passed, we became more and more 
anxious. Finally, 45 minutes late, they 
appeared, explaining that Robert had 
car problems, but that now we could 
begin immediately. 

Robert seemed a little shy and 
somewhat ill at ease with so many ladies 
hanging on his every word, but as soon 
as the girls mounted their bikes and 
donned helmets they took on a more 
familiar appearance and he regained his 
composure. 

As the group gathered around him, 
Robert began his lesson by explaining 
the importance of finding a motorcycle 
to fit you. By closing your eyes and 
relaxing your arms out in front of you, 
you can determine where your 
handlebars should be. Also, a rider 
should be able to hold her hand and 
forearm in a relaxed straight line, and 
not crimp the wrist when using the 
throttle, clutch, or front brake. 

Robert went on to stress the 
importance of proper posture on a bike. 
When riding normally or seated on a 
bike, a rider should be careful to sit 
neither too far forward or back on the 
seat, and the body should follow a 
straight line from shoulders to hips to 
balls of the feet on the pegs. 


To emphasize the importance of 
proper seating, Robert mounted the 
bike improperly a few times and fell 
over, showing how easy it is to lose your 
balance when sitting incorrectly. 

He also pointed out that many of the 
girls were riding bikes that were too tall 
for them; that a rider should be able to 
touch the ground on both sides of the 
bike with both feet flat on the ground 
and knees slightly flexed. If a bike is 
slightly too tall, this can be easily 
remedied by taking some of the padding 
out of the seat. 

As Robert was talking, a new face 
joined the group. It was Janene 
Pennington, who had apparently 
decided that her wedding was no reason 
to miss an opportunity to learn a few 
things about motocross from the World 
Champ. 

Preliminaries out of the way, it was 
time to learn a few practical things 
about cornering, and Robert led the 
girls out onto the course toward a 
moderately tight left-hander. 

He explained the basics of handling 
such a corner: go into the turn as fast as 
possible, downshift and use the front 
brake right before the turn, and come 
on the throttle smoothly and as soon as 
possible coming out of the turn. At the 
same time, he recommended using the 
inside leg for balance, knee slightly 
bent, just gliding the foot over the 
track. 

Robert then rode through that 
section of the course a few times, 
exhibiting proper form and making it 
look sooo simple. Then it was up to the 
girls to show what they had learned. 


At first, Joel shouted 
recommendations as each girl rode past, 
but soon he picked up a slender branch 
to smack the gloved hand of riders who 
were not using their throttle, brake and 
gears properly. After a few more 
minutes, he was using a small log to 
threaten riders who were not in proper 
form. 

Not wishing to make things too easy 
for his students, Robert. then placed his 
borrowed Puch down in a part of the 
turn where the riders couldn’t see it as 
they started into the corner. This served 
the dual purpose of forcing the girls to 
the inside of the turn and teaching them 
not to panic when they saw a fallen 
bike. 

With a devilish gleam in his eye, 
Robert continued to place logs across 
the course until there was only a tight 
path that a rider could take through the 
corner without attempting some 
unorthodox Trials riding. 

Once Robert was convinced that the 
girls had sufficiently improved their 
cornering style, he called a short break 
and roared off to his car for a beer and a 
cigarette. (When you're six time World 
Champion, you can get away with that 
sort of thing.) 

By the time the break was over, 
rumors of Robert's presence had spread 
around Indian Dunes and, like the Pied 
Piper of Belgium, he had collected a 
group of spectators fascinated by the 
goings-on. 

Next on the agenda was a lesson in 
cornering in a sweeper, and everyone 
listened intently as he explained his 
technique. He suggested going toward 
the turn as fast as possible, shutting off 
the throttle completely a few yards 
before the turn. Both front and back 
brakes Can be used for this type of turn, 
but he reminded his students that if 
they found it necessary to tum the 
front wheel of the bike, they should not 
use their front brakes at the same time. 
Actually, he pointed out, it is much 
better to lean the bike into the turn 
rather than turning the wheel. 

As the riders began to practice these 
newly learned techniques, Robert 
positioned himself on the track to show 
them where to shut off going into the 
corner. After a few minutes, he 
abandoned his passive role and was once 
again threatening the slow-to-learn with 
a stick. 

Finally, unable to stay off his bike 
any longer, he began riding through the 
corners with the girls, riding alongside 
the ones who were having problems to 
show them how he wanted them to ride. 

If a rider had mastered the cornering 
techniques and was moving along 
rapidly, Robert would give her a head 
start and then zoom up behind her at 
breakneck speed, attempting to pass on 
the inside or outside whenever he had a 
chance. This not only showed a rider 
where she would be vulnerable in a race, 
but helped bring out the competitive 
edge and pushed the girls to go faster. 

Unfortunately, one time this 
teaching aid backfired, as one of the 
riders panicked when she saw Robert 
charging up behind her and jammed on 
her brakes. Since Robert's front wheel 
was wedged under her bike at the time, 
he had no choice but to make an 
unseemly- get-off. Maybe Sylvain

Geboers should try that trick the next 
time Robert tries to pass him on the 
inside. 

After another short break it was out 
to the sandwash for a lesson in riding 
the whoop-de-doos. For this type of 
riding, Robert stressed the importance 
of staying well back on the scat, keeping 
arms as straight as possible, gripping the 
tank with the knees hard as if jumping a 
horse, and giving it some extra throttle 
each time the front wheel crests a hill. 

When the girls had mastered their 
whoop-de-doo techniques, Robert 
answered some questions about specific 
problems the riders had. 

Cherry Stockton was concerned about 
handling downhills and asked for advice. 
Robert suggested using both front and 
rear brakes lightly off and on to control 
e If there is a turn at the bottom of 
the downhill, he recommended not 
worrying about it until you get there 
and riding it as a separate part of the 
course. 

In setting up a motorcycle for racing, 
Robert advised to gear it so that you 
can use second on the start, and your 
highest gear on the straightaway. When 
the girls asked about how to take a 
jump, he pointed out that a rider should 
stay low and aim for distance, not 
height. S 

Tired but well-educated, the class 
rode back to their original meeting 
place, where they presented Robert 
with a trophy donated by Indian Dunes 
in appreciation for hosting the MX 
school. 

Not to be outdone, Robert 
reciprocated by holding a drawing for 
the Suzuki Team racing jersey he had 
worn that day. Karen Traw was the 
lucky winner of a sweaty souvenir from 
her day of learning motocross from Joel 


HART ON WARPATH, ROBERTSON

VALENCIA, CAL., Dec. 10, 1972 — If 
enthusiasts to motorcycle racing events 
were to vote and award a Heisman-type 
trophy to an outstanding competitor of 
two-wheelers; 1972's most-probable 
recipient was present during today's 
A.C.E.-promoted motocross program at 
Indian Dunes Park near Saugus. 

Tim Hart, a veritable typhoon from 
Torrance, would have won the 
hall-of-fame brass in a complete 
landslide. The remainder of the 
contestants, as good as they were, were 
similar to olive garnerings in gin 
martinis: wholly necessary, though not 
possessing the final bite of the principle 
ingredient. Hart came within one race of 
sweeping all three Professional divisions 
with straight grand slam victories. 

With repeated and light snow flurries 
lending credence to that which 
spectators suspected they felt — icy 
winds — the assemblage sat and stood 
and twitched frost-nipped toes as 109 of 
the better Pro motocross racers in the 
nation brought total rider participation 
to over the 300 mark. 

Hart’s single loss during six motos, 
each of 20-minute time duration, was 
handed to him in the initial heat event 
for 250 machinery — a wild snorter of a 
melee that featured 49 of this country’s 
best ‘cross “‘cogs”’. 
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Robert. Many of the girls expressed the 
hope that Robert would remove his 
leathers and auction those off too, but 
Joel chose to ignore the suggestion. 

Otherwise, the day was a complete 
success. Jeanne Allen ended up with 
$125 in tuition fees which were donated 
to M.O.R-E. All the girls who 
participated seemed to feel they had 
picked up an abundance of helpful 
information about their riding. Even 
Robert seemed to have a good time and 
expressed his increased admiration for 
the American ladies who гасе 
motorcycles. 

A few days later, I checked with a 
few of the girls who participated in the 
class to sec if they felt the class had 
noticeably improved their riding styles 
once they were out from under the 
watchful eye of Robert. 

Since Robert had specifically 
mentioned how impressed he was by 
Nancy Payne’s improvement during the 
class, I asked her how much she felt the 
instruction had helped her riding. 

Nancy was quite enthusiastic about 
the techniques she had learned, and felt 
that she is cornering much faster than 
before. Besides the mechanical aspect of 
what she learned, she felt that the class 
taught her to use her head more when 
racing and gave her some added 
self-confidence. 

Trudy Stubbs also mentioned that 
she had picked up speed in the tums 
and that she felt more confident in her 
own riding. She pointed out that many 
of the girls had shown tremendous 
improvement in their-riding throughout 
the day. 

Next time you're out practicing and 
a girl zips by you in a corner, don't be 
too shocked. After all, she may have 
learned to ride from Joel Robert. 


‘Though Hart had originally zipped 
into a lengthy, firsttap lead, and was 
displaying all attributes of being a 
lead-pipe cinch, the Maico rider was to 
experience mechanical woes (his only of 
the entire day) that relegated him to an 
“also-ran” position behind the eventual 
overall class victor, CZ-riding Greg 
Robertson. ; 

Among riders finishing closest to 
Robertson at the end of the first moto 
were: Jim Pomeroy (Bul), Rex Staten 
(CZ), Tom Rapp (Bul), Larry Watkins 
(Bul) and Kenny Zahrt, also astride a 
Bultaco. 

In second-moto action for the 250's, 
Hart and 15-year-old Matt Bilton (Mai) 
engaged in a wild and shding battle for 
the front-running spot. Both riders held 
the lead at three different times during 
the first lap, before young Bilton tossed 
a chain as the machimery roared onto 
the main track from the sand flats. 

Robertson, by virtue of a 1-3 tally 
grabbed the largest share of 250 division 
money. Runners-up included Rapp, 
Hart, Staten and Pomeroy. 

With complete, long-yardage 
domination, Hart unleashed his 
high-flying style to capture all four of 
the motos for 125 and Open bikes. 

In 125 warfare, Hart, who was racing 
a Penton, turned back riders such as: 
Zahrt (Bul), Eddie Cole (Yam/Pen), Jeff

With 1972 marking the third Jawa 
World Trophy and Silver Vase win in a 
row it is worthwhile to examine in some 
detail the machines ridden by 
Czechoslovak Trophy and Silver Vase 
teams to victory in the recent I.S.D.T. 
held at Spindleruv Mlyn in 
Czechoslovakia. 


The six motorcycles for the Trophy 
and the eight for the two Silver Vase 
Teams contest have been prepared by 
the Jawa Research and Development 
Centre in Prague. Holders for two years 
running of both the I.S.D.T. premier 
awards, Jawa was careful not to 
experiment and to direct their effort 
rather to improve reliability — a decisive 
factor in what is called “The 
Motorcycling Olympics.” 


Accordingly, no major changes were 
made to the machines that had proved 
their worth in 1970 in Spain and in 
1971 on the Isle of Man. The 
watchword was improvement — 
improvement in reliability, in power and 
torque, as far as permitted by the 
existing motor design, and in weight, 
meaning weight reduction wherever 
possible. 


АП the Jawa I.8.D.T. motorcycle 
competing in the 175,250, 350 and 
500cc classes are powered with single 
cylinder, two-stroke motors. Identical in 
appearance, the machines of the 
individual capacity ‘classes differ in 
minor details. So, for instance, the 
cycles entered in the 500cc class are 
modified three fifties, the cylinder bore 
being increased from 78 to 80mm giving 
a displacement of 362cc. 


Motor and Transmission 


The crankcase-gearbox unit of the 
well-proven single cylinders is a 
one-piece electron* alloy casting with 
electron alloy side covers. The design, 
permitting the crankshaft assembly and 
gearbox mechanism to be inserted and 
withdrawn from the side, is used by 
Jawa for many years and has proved of 
the greatest advantage offering the 
possibility of easy and speedy checking 
of the mechanisms and replacement of 
faulty parts when necessary. 


The cylinder barrel is a special light 
alloy casting with pressed-in steel liner. 
Generous finning provides a large heat 
transfer surface area. The cylinders are 
four port, ie. with two main and two 
auxiliary scavenging ports. The cylinder 
head, too, is a special light alloy casting 
with fan-shaped finning. Two sparking 
plugs and a decompressor valve for easy 
starting are provided in the head. 


Each of the two crank webs with 
their journals are one-piece forgings. As 
in the past, lightening holes in the crank 
pin had sometimes been the cause of 
cracks, full crank pins were used this 
year. The small end is supported on free 
needles guided by side shims, whereas a 
needle roller bearing with cage is 
employed for the big end. The light 
alloy pistons are fitted with two steel 
compression , rings with chromium 
plated working face. 


The 175 and 250cc motor crankshaft 
assembly is carried on the left in a 
needle roller bearing with outer steel 
race and on the right in a roller bearing 
with side race for axial location. That of 
the two bigger motors employs roller 
bearings on both sides without any 
other axial location. 


The primary drive from the 
crankshaft to the dry clutch is by spur 
gears. The clutch plates are steel with 
Ferodo lining. The clutch drum is 
provided with internal involute gearing 
for clutch plate guiding. Clutch control 
is by cable operating via a lever the 
pinion engaging a rack carried in a 
special thrust bearing on the clutch 
pressure plate. 


The gearbox of the two smaller 
capacity machines differs from that 
used in the two bigger ones. The 175 
and 250cc employ a six-speed, the 350 
and 500cc a five-speed box. The design 
of the gearboxes and of the shifting 
mechanism is the same. The gearboxes 
are of the two-shaft type with widely 
supported low toothed gears for extra 
reliability. 


Shifting is by revolving drum, the 
shifting mechanism proper operating 
three selector forks carried in two 


guides inside the drum. The kickstarter 
pedal is situated on the right in the 
front part of the side cover. The pedal 
operates the starter quadrant matching 
the counterpart gear with ratchet 
carried by the primary drive gear. 


Final drive is by special 5/8 — 1/4 in. 
roller chain, totally enclosed in a special 
chaincase. The two-tunnel type 
chaincase contributes considerably to 
the. long service life of the chain, 
reducing at the same time maintenance 
to a minimum. 


The two six volt ignition circuits are 
separately connected. A master switch 
serves for switching on either or both at 
one and the same time. The circuits are 
supplied with power from the Jawa 
ferrite alternator generating enough 12 
Volt current for the motorcycle 
headlamp and tail lamp. 


The upswept exhaust pipe with- 


robust silencer provide the only clue for 
telling the machines of the individual 
classes apart. Out of the silencer end 
piece of the 175 protrude two small 
pipes; out of that of the 250 three pipes 
and the two big machines possess Just a 
narrowing tail piece of different bore. 


The air for the carburetor comes via 
a large size micronic paper clement 
situated in the large fiberglass induction 
silencer chamber situated between the 
frame tubes under the saddle. 


Motor lubrication is by gasoline and 
oil mixture at the rate of 25 to 1. 
Czechoslovak M2T two stroke oil or 
Castrol 30/40 is the lubricant employed. 


Frame and Running Gear 


The close frame is welded of circular 
section chrome-molybdenum steel 
tubes. It is very rigid owing to the direct 
fixing of the top and down tubes in the 
steering head and to the additional 
brace in that portion. It will stand 
considerable load, as for instance the 
machine leaping cross country obstacles. 


The pivoted rear fork is extra rigid 
with wide support. Girling or Koni 
suspension units with progressive 
uncovered coil springs are used. 


The front fork is a modified CZ 
motocross unit. The modification 
provides bigger suspension travel — from 
the original 170mm to 200mm — giving 
a much better ride. The simple sheet 
steel front fender is bolted to the front 
fork bottom lug, supported on rubber 
bushes. The rear fender, fuel tank and 
saddle pad are fiber glass. 


The brakes, front and rear, are 
mechanical internal expanding single 
cam. Front brake control is by 
handlebar lever and cable, the rear brake 
is operated by pedal and rod. Lining 
material is Rubocol, riveted or glued in 
accordance with the rider’s wishes. The 
brake drum liners are special cast steel 
for better wear resistance. 


The front wheel comes from the CZ 
motocross machine with the exception 
of the liner mentioned. The rear wheel 
is provided with a high strength 
duralumin forged hub, linked with the 
duralumin chainwheel by means of the 
cush-drive rubbers in a similar fashion as 
on the roadster Jawas. The new Barum 
rear tires passed their test in the course 
of the season and during the Six Days. 


The front part of the motor cycle 
features the most marked change 
compared to last year’s models. The 
heavy separate. headlamp and front 
competition number plate have been 
replaced with an ABS thermo-plastic 
moulding forming both the competition 
number plate and headlamp shell 
housing the original electro-optical 
parts. 

Equipment comprises the electric 
horn, speedometer with trip recorder 
and special toolkit stowed in the leather 
bag which is fastened on top of the fuel 
tank with the tank holding strap.

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BAKKEN IS THE HEAVY ONE 
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Friant Clinches; Mayes Takes First Overall Win 
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The last line-up of the 1972 D-37 desert season. 
by Alice Rhea 

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., Dec. 17, 
1972 — The last race of the season 
usually draws a good-sized crowd and 
today | was no exception. Many of us 
came out not to race but to observe the 
final battle in the war for the very hotly 
contested number one paltes in both the 
500 and Div: Tf Lightweight classes. 


Jackrabbits M.C. used much of 
Lucerne -Valley's WFO country. for 
today's race, interspersing it at 


unexpected intervals with the area’s 
notorious rocks, a few sandwashes and a 
couple of hills. 

Many people failed to recognize 
Mitch Mayes as he and Rich Mark diced 
it out for the first fifteen miles or so. 
Mitch was riding his 400 Husky and 
carrying number 312. 

Rich (Hus), recently plagued with 
bad luck, got more of the same today 
when his rear wheel turned to scrap 
metal, leaving Mitch out in front all by 
himself, 4 

Mitch maintained à respectable lead 
through the pits, followed by. Larry 
Pfutzenreuter;  Pfutz's battle was 
decided last week and he has now 
reconciled himself to the number 2x 
plate and appeared. to be throughly 
enjoying this final race of the season. 

A very intent Bill Friant (Puc) was 
third through the pits. Bill was taking 
no chances on DNFing today and letting 
young Tom Brooks have his number one 
plate in the 175 class. There were no 
crowd-pleasing wheelies or waving, just 
hard crouched-over-the-tank racing. 

Pie Plate number F charged by, 
puzzling everybody. He turned out to 
be Mark Adent who is usually on a 
much smaller bike and is now trying out 
the 250 Yamahas. 

The battle for Number One has been 
in a five-way tie for several months. For 
a while, it looked like Art Knapp, but 
then Tom Smith (Yam) started getting 
hot. Jack Knebel (CZ) seemed to rally 
well from his broken shoulder and 


"the youngster, 


started racing hard, Jerry Jones just 
kept quietly gathering up the points and 
A.C. Bakken, (Hus) 
settled down and started finishing well. 
- Although Mitch Mayes was first 500 
Expert through the pits, he is not in the 
running for Number One so his fans 
cheered when A.C. Bakken (Hus), riding 
like he was carrying a basket of eggs, 
came through the pits ahead of his 
competition, 

Steve Staats (Gre) and Tom Smith 
(Yam) were within striking distance, 
followed. closely by Tom Brooks who 
was trying hard to get more out of his 
tiny 125 DKW. 

We waited to see if the first Novice 
was somebody we recognized, but it was 
(I think) number 391, destined to 
remain anonymous as he will have a new 
number next year. 

We then dashed to the finish line, 
determined not.to miss one second of 
the excitement as the two still-contested 
number one's were decided. Half of the 
people in the desert followed as fast as 
their pit duties would allow and an 
eager crowd waited, 

Mitch Mayes, very happy with his 
first overall win, rolled down the finish 
chute and sat patting his Husky on the 
tank, saying, “This sure beats riding my 
little bike." 

For the last twenty miles of the race, 
Bill Friant (Puc) hung right on Larry 
Pfutzenreuter's rear fender. About 
twenty yards from the finish line Bill 
decided to make his move, and although 
these two are in different classes, it 
looked like the race of the lifetime as 
they came roaring down the hill, 
overshot the finish, made a sweeping 
turn under full power and banzaied 
across the line, Friant ahead by a 
knobby. Both were laughing and 


congratulating each other on a really 
great race and the scattered spectators 
crowded back around to join in the 








mirth. 

That was it for the Division II 
Lightweight (or 175 class if you prefer) 
race. Bill Friant will carry number 1c on 
the front of his Puch next year. 

Jim Fishback, next year's 1x pulled 
in behind Larry Pfutzenreuter, 
Although that title was cinched last 
week, Jim rode a fairly hard race “just 
in case" they had miscounted. No sense 
taking chances. 

Grinning, almost laughing with joy, 
A.C. Bakken rolled to a stop behind 
Fishback. 

"Wow, I just knew something was 
going to break," he said, "And I was 
really taking it easy." A.C. broke his 
backing plate on a rock last week and he 
had to win today to be Number One. 
And that is what he is. “Wow,” said 
A.C., who’s first Amateur ride was the 
final race of last season, “‘I still haven't 
gotten used to the idea of being Number 
58 Amateur,” 

Malcolm Smith saw A.C. ride in 
September of this year and took him 
under his wing. A.C. worked very hard 
to justify Malcolm’s faith and that 
Number One plate ought to be good 
enough. However, we might point out 
that A.C. still has one glory to look 
forward to: he has never been first 
overall in a D-37 desert race. 

Art Knapp, who will be Number Two 
next year, was running pretty well up 
front when the world opened up and 
swallowed him and his Husky. Art 
stayed near his hole and waved off some 
of the hoard behind him, while casting 
about for something to use to repair his 
broken handlebars. Art finally came up 
with a screwdriver, stuck it in the 
remaining stub of the left-side 
handlebars and rode the rest of the race 
(most of the first loop and all of the 
second) like that. We never did figure 
out what he did when he needed the 
clutch. I assume he grabbed the dangling 


including the Trail bikes he usually beats. 


cable and yanked on it. But Art did 
finish the race, which indicates the kind 
of spirit separating the winners from the 
also-rans. 

So intent were we on the exciting 
race for Number Ones that we really 
missed a great deal. First Amateur was 
Charles Gates (360 Yam) who must 
have had a race every bit as exciting to 
him as A.C.'s and Friant's were to them. 
Same goes for Mark Steel (250 Bul) who 
was first 250 Amateur. 

Mike Johnston rode his 175 Puch in 
for first Div. II Amateur for the second 
week in a row. 

Chuck Cartledge (Hod) got the word 
that he won his last race for first Trail 
Amateur today. Chuck, for the second 
(or more) week was first Trailbike, not 
just first Trail Amateur. At the start of 
next year he will be carrying an Expert 
plate. 

Proof that it was WFO country most 
of the way came with Bruce Ogilvie and 
Wayne Cook, both on Baja's, who 
usually finish very well up_ front, 
running a little behind today, as first 
and second Trail Expert. Somebody 
mentioned about this time that it was a 
road race. 

Gary Charters (Hod) put off surgery 
for a slipped disc to race this last one of 
the season. He said his bike. was 


handling a little funny and no wonder as * 


the rear shock was hanging on by the 
lower bolt. 

Chris Fields (Yam) was first girl 
today, running a little farther back than 
usual as she stopped and sat with friend 
Sandy Termin until help arrived. There 
was no Rescue 3 today and friends 
brow-beat the ambulance into going 
after Sandy. Sandy suffered a broken 
collarbone and pelvis and is now resting 
comfortably at Martin Luther Hospital 
in Anaheim, - 

More heroics were performed when 
Harry, a Rimrunner, got off. He was 
leading the Novices. In the dust, number 
two racer ran over Harry. Number three 
was a Desert Baron who stopped and, 
giving up his chance to win this one, 
flagged off the hard-charging pack until 
fellow Rimrunners arrived to take over. 
I wish we knew your name, fella, but 
congratulations to Desert Barons for 
having such a great guy in your club. 

Chuck Carr (Hus) and Gary Barber 
(Hus) one-twoed the Novice class, 
followed by Don Boyer (Yam) as first 
250 Novice. Phil “Long Overdue” 
Haskell was fourth Novice and first 
Dinosaur (for the uninitated that is a 
650 Triumph.) Phil says Triumph will 
dominate the desert again next year as it 
did “In The Beginning.” 

Bill Decker rode his 125 Yamaha in 
for the honors in the Div. II Novice class 
and finally, Chuck Loyd came in, the 
very first Trail Novice to make both 
loops. 

My apologies to all who were left out 
of results during the past year, or had 
your name spelled wrong or got put on 
the wrong bike.

Congressman Che: Holifield is 
acknowledged by both friend and foe as 
being a very influential man. Senator 
John Tunney has said that he considers 
Mr. Holifield to be the man most likely 
chosen as the next Speaker of the 
House, a position third in order of 
succession to the presidency. Mr. 
Holifield is dean of the California 
Congressional Delegation, as well as 
serving as Ranking House Member, Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy; 
Chairman, Committee on Governmental 
Operations; Chairman, Subcommittee 
on Legislation and Military Operation; 
Member, Committee on Standards of 
Official Conduct. 

The congressman is know for his 
controversial Consumer Protection Act* 
which he will re-introduce in the next 
session of congress, and his many battles 
with Ralph Nader, the consumer 
advocate turned self-proclaimed judge 
of elected officials. Other notable 
highlights of his 30-year congressional 
career include his support of over 95 
consumer protection bills, and his 
legislation which established the 
Department of Transportation. 

Congressman Holifield is known for 
his responsiveness to his people in the 
19th Congressional District. He served 
as Hubert Humphrey’s campaign 
manager during the California 
presidential primary and his words that 
Humphrey was “the oniy man who can 
beat Richard Nixon in 1972” still haunt 
California Democrats. 

Mr. Holifield consented to an 
interview by. Cycle News contributor 
John D. Ulrich. This is the first in a

CN: Mr. Holifield, what brought about 
the federally funded random safety 
helmet test by Dayton F. Brown test 
labs? ? 
Holifield: The National Highway Safety 
Administartion administers a program 
for research and testing programs 
dealing with motor vehicle equipment 
and operator safety. The random helmet 
test was part of that program. 

CN: That test revealed that many 
helmets did not meet the minimum 
790.1 safety standards as advertised by 
the manufacturers. Do you foresee any 
congressional action to protect people 
from buying inferior helmets? 

Holifield: I do not foresee any further 
Congressional action dealing with the 
sale of helmets. Standards can now be 
imposed on the manufacture of helmets 
under the highway Safety Act of 1970 
and the Product Safety Act of 1972 
(without Congressional action 
necessary). З 

CN: Under current law, what might a 
consumer do if a safety helmet 
advertised as meeting certain standards 
shattered during an actual crash, causing 
additional injury to the wearer? 
Holifield: Under current law, the 
purchaser of a safety helmet advertised 
as meeting certain standards which fails 
and causes injury to the wearer could 
bring suit against the manufacturer for 
damages, or to enjoin further sales or 
advertising. Also, a complaint could be 
filed with the National Highway Traffic 


Hollifield’s views on helmets, manutacturing standards and required use will either scare or 









Safety Administration. It should be 
noted that a safety device such as a 
helmet or safety belt may well meet 
established or advertised standards and 
stil] fail under extreme conditions 
imposed by a crash at 120 mph (referring 
to the Dick  Kilgroe crash). The 
assessment of the exact stress imposed 
under such conditions would, in my 
view, be difficult to make. 


CN: Do you foresee any federal 


legislation requiring the wearing of 
safety helmets by all operators of 
motorcycles? 3 
Holifield: I do not foresee апу 


Congressional action requiring their use. 
The use of safety equipment by motor 
vehicle operators is a matter of state 
law. 

CN: How do you feel about the 
constitutionality aspect of mandatory 
helmet laws? 

Holifield: I believe that a law requiring 
the use of helmets by motorcyclists or 
safety belts by automobile operators 
would be a valid exercise of a state’s 
police power, 

CN: You have supported over 95 
consumer protection bills in your 
congressional career, and it would seem 
that you would be greatly infomed in 
the area of consumer protection. Do 
you foresee any legislation designed to 
protect the consumer of vehicle sales, 
service, and parts during the coming 
congressional session? What kind of 
legislation do you think is needed in this 
area? 

Holifield: During the (92nd Congress, I 
introduced, handled in Committe, and 
obtained House Passage of the 
Consumer Protection Act which would 
have protected the consumer of 
automobile parts, vehicles, and service. 
Unfortunately, this bill was filibustered 
to death in the Senate. I will try again in 
the 93rd Congress. The Consumer 
Protection Act and the Product Safety 
Act of 1972 will benefit motorcyclists 
as well as millions of other consumers. 
CN: Under your Consumer Protection 
Act, specifically how would consumers 
be protected in the area of vehicle parts, 
sales, and service? What additional 
recourses (if any) would become 
available to consumers. if the act 
becomes law? 

Holifield: Under H.R. 10835, the 
Consumer Protection Act, all motor 
vehicle sales, parts, and services would 
be subject to scrutiny by the statutory 
Office of Consumer Affairs and the 
independent Consumer Protection 
Agency. Consumer complaints about 
shoddy, dangerous, defective, or 
fraudulent consumer products could be 
correlated and exposed to the public. 
The head of the agency could seek legal 
or administrative relief. 

CN: Which is primarily responsible for 
consumer protection — state or federal 
government? 

Holifield: I believe that Federal and 
state governments are equally 





responsible for consumer protection. 
CN: What is the role of the Federal 
Trade Commission as far as consumer 
protection in the area of vehicle sales, 
parts, and service goes? What notable 
actions (if any) have they taken in this 
area? 

Holifield: The FTC does not ordinarily 
have jurisdiction over the sale of 
vehicles, parts, and service. Exceptions 
are: fraudulent packaging and labeling; 
fraudulent or unfair credit reporting; 
anti-trust matters; truth in lending; and 
unfair business practices. The regulation 
of motor vehicle services is a matter for 
state legislatures, 

CN: Some leaders of California 
motorcycling organizations have 
attempted to get Ralph Nader involved 
in consumer problems in the area of 
motorcycling. Nothing resulted. Do you 
feel these men would have a better 
chance of success if they had attempted 
to use the channels of government? 
How might they have done so? 
Holifield: I have no idea as to why 
California motorcycling organizations 
failed to interest Ralph Nader in their 
problems. It is possible that the 
publicity value and speaking fees were 
not high enough. 

Consumer protection offices have 
been established in most large cities and 
counties, and in most states as integral 
parts of those various governments. In 
most instances, if well documented 
complaints are made to those units of 
government directly, or through elected 
or appointed officials I believe that they 
can and will be dealt with effectively 
under existing laws. I emphasize that 
these complaints by individuals or by 
associations should be specific and well 
documented. Our system also provided 
for enforcement action through our 
legal system also provided for 
enforcement action through our legal 
system on the initiative or individual 
citizens, groups of citizens, and by 
public officials. Where the law does not 
provide a remedy for a problem, the 
system provides ample means for groups 
of citizens to make their position and 
needs known to their law makers at all 
levels of government. 

In my view, energy spent researching 
and formulating positions to Бе 
presented to city councils, county 
boards, state legislators, Congressmen 
and Senators is much more effective 
than appeals to self-serving seekers. 

CN: Do you foresee any federal action 
on the adoption of a nationwide system 
of No Fault Insurance? 

Holifield: А national “no fault" 
insurance bill would have been passed 
by the 92nd Congress if it had not been 
opposed by Ralph Nader and the Trial 
Lawyer’s Association. The bill would 


have covered all motor vehicle 
operators. I expect the House and 
Senate versions of the bill to be 


reintroduced next year. Iam in favor of 
a national “no fault” plan, rather than 
50 or more plans which can only lead to 
confusion. 

CN: California Assemblyman Jack 
Fenton has said that “Motorcycles 
present an entirely different risk factor 
than that which exists for automobiles. 
Because of this, I believe that no-fault 
coverage would probably result in an 
increase in insurance rates for those 
individuals and it would therefore be a 
disservice to include them under such a 
plan.” As you know, Mr. Fenton was 
the main sponsor of the California 
Assembly NFI bill. How will this aspect 
of NFI be handled on the federal level? 
Holifield: I have no reason to doubt the 
figures which you cited (Information 
concerning probable exorbitant rate 
increases for motorcycles if they were 
included under a NFI plan was supplied 
to Congressman Holifield previous to 
this interview) concerning the effect of 
no-fault insurance on motorcycle 
insurance rates in California. The NFI 
bill considered by the Commerce 
Committee would һауе established 
Federal standards for state plans in 
order to keep confusion to a minimum, 
I have no further comment on this issue 
until a bill has been reported by a 
Congressional Committee after full 
hearings. 

If your group should desire to testify 
on any bill pending before a Committee 
of the House in the next Congress, I will 
be pleased to try to arrange for such an 
appearance. You were correct in 
contacting your state legislators in 
Sacramento as to the details of the 
California plan. I agree that all segments 
of the motoring public should be given 
due consideration before a plan is 
adopted.

There's a Myth about the Mojave being Hot

ROSAMOND, CAL., Dec. 9, 1972 — It 
was seven o'clock and seven degrees 
when we left Wrightwood December 9 
and headed for the motocross track at 
Edwards Air Force Base. We slid down 
the icy mountainside, then drove west 
on Highway 138. 

We'd started late, so when we drove 
in we expected everyone to be out on 
the track practicing.

The mud hole was frozen 
solid. No one’s bike ran right because of 
the treme cold, (The hottest it got all 
day was 36.).

At ten o'clock the first round of 
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of the California desert by off road 
vehicle enthusiasts, especially 
motorcyclists. Some factions advocate 
total non-use of the desert, others 
advocate total use. How do you view 
this situation? 

Holifield: I realize that certain 
environmental groups and officials in 
the Federal and State governments have 
expressed concern about the ecological 
damage done by the unrestricted use of 
desert lands by “off the road” vehiclists 
of all types. I understand that the State 
of California has (or will) set aside 
certain State managed lands for ORV 
use. The President’s Executive Order 
appears to aim at a compromise 
between total use of desert lands and 
non-use by persons using ORV’s. 

СМ: Your legislation set up the 
Department of transportation. Do you 
foresee that agency setting up safety 
requirements for motorcycles? 
Holifield: I certainly can’ foresee the 
establishment of mandatory safety 
standards for motorcycles under the 
National Traffic and Motor Vehicle 
Safety Act of 1966. 1 do not foresee 
any Federal legislation which will 
outlaw motorcycles. 

CN: For example, what processes would 
have to take place if the Department of 
Transportation wanted to require 
motorcycles to be equipped with air 
bags? 

Holifield: Under the Federal 
Administrative Procedure Act, Federal 
agencies must give notice of any rules 
which they intend to make and permit 
all parties to be heard. This would be 
the case if the Department of 
Transportation proposed a requirement 
that motorcycles be equipped with air 
bags. 

CN: Do you foresee any pollution 
control regulations affecting 
motorcycles in the near future. 
Holifield: It is entirely possible that the 
Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency and California Air Pollution 
Control Districts may establish emission 
standards for motorcycles as has been 
the case with other motor vehicles. Any 
such action would, of course, be based 
on research and take into consideration 
the feasibility of emission controls. All 
parties — manufacturers, etc., — would 
be given an opportunity to be heard. 
CN: Motorcycles are extremely easy to 
steal. Do you foresee any action by the 
federal government to require built-in 
anti-theft measures by the 
manufacturers of such vehicles? 
Holifield: I know of no Federal safety 
actions pending in the various agencies 
of government which would affect 
motorcyclists. I might suggest that you 
review the Federal Register for the past 
few months, since proposed regulations 
and rules are published ш that 
document. The Federal Register may be 
found in most public libraries. 

CN: That takes care of our questions, 
Congressman Holifield. Thanks a lot for 
your time and interest, and good luck 
with your Consumer Protection Act. 
Holifield: I appreciate your informing 
mie of your views concerning these 
important matters.

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PART Ill: 
THE MYSTIQUE 


OF "LINE" 


by Lane Campbell 


This business of “line” gets treated 
with a great deal of mystery and 
reverence by casual spectators, bench 
racers and middle of the pack privateers 
alike. Watching Agostini or Carruthers 
or duHamel carve their way through a 
field of lesser men, some twit is always 
bound to say, “Wow! He must really 
know the better line through there.” 
Sure he does. He’s very likely also got 
more nerve than the guys he’s passing, 
plus the truly great rider knows his line 
instinctively. Poor saps like you and I 
who must rely on our intellect alone are 
always about one step behind in the 
learning process and a couple of seconds 
a lap off the pace. Still, with the 
assumption that a little knowledge is 
better than bloody ignorance in this 
case, let’s look a bit at this business of 

* | taking the fastest line. 
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Fig. 1a and 1b: Increasing radius (left) and decreasing radius (right). Two bugaboo corners that, if entered blind, will throw 
a rider’s judgement off the first time through. The A line illustrates the standard apex, approach and exit of a novice rider 
entering one of these curves cold. The B line is that of someone who knows these corners, illustrating the modified 
approach, different apex and more favorable exit that results. Note especially that in the decreasing radius corner A’s line 
runs out of road. This implies that the B line is the safe strategy for entering any strange blind corner cold. 
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First off let’s get straight in our 
minds why we're trying to corner fast in 
the first place. Asidefromthe'sheerjallout 
fun of it we're trying to get from point 
A to point B over a wiggly bit of road as 
fast as possible without exceeding our 
personal limits or those of the 
motorcycle. Spoken in exact terms this 
means achieving the minimum elapsed 
time (ET) for a given distance without 
falling off or encroaching on someone 
else's lane. Remember that with a 
motorcycle this gives you considerably 
more leeway than someone with a car 
because you on your bike can play the 
same games legally within your own 
traffic lane that a car requires the whole 
road to do. 


Now let's recap. In Part I, I showed 
how a very simple, elementary racing 
line through a very simple corner would 
net you a measurable benefit in speed 
and ET. Unfortunately I only uncovered 
a piece of the iceberg: the idea of trying 
to fit the largest possible circular curve 
(in other words, the max constant 
radius) within the limits of a given patch 
of road. This simple line takes you from 
the outside, clipping across the inside 
verge, and then drifting to the outside 
again. This basic racing line has three 
parts: an approach curve, an apex (or 
clipping point) and an exit curve. Now 
if you talk line with your bench racing 
buddies you'll hear a lot about this apex 
thing. It's also called a clipping point 
and it's a big thing with the sports car 
crowd also. What an apex (or clipping 
point) is is it's the spot where you just 
kiss the inside verge of the roadway 
somewhere near the middle of the 
curve. It’s a fairly important little 
gimmick because it’s generally the point 
you aim for during your approach curve 
and its placement determines the 
direction of your exit curve. 

This last statement may take a bit of 
explaihing. It especially applies when 
you're deeply committed in a corner. 
When you're committed you're on or 
near your limit (just under 1.0 g's in our 
earlier examples); this makes it 
impossible to tighten your line without 
first killing some speed. You can't 
tighten up because at constant speed 
*his would require more g's cornering 

ower than you have available and the 





outside edge of the road limits your 
options to loosen your line before going 
off weed cutting. In other words if you 
enter a given corner and clip an apex on 
a given line at or near your limiting 
speed you're largely stuck with holding 
that line come hell or high water. 

This leaves little room for evasive 
maneuver in case you meet that 
unexpected chuckhole or other obstacle 
in the road. So I guess it's obvious you 
save this business of committing 100 per 
cent to every corner for either a closed 
road circuit or a lonely stretch of road 
you know extremely well. Still if you 
limit yourself to cornering at, say, 0.75 
g to have some safety margin, a good 
line will still get you through a given 
section faster than a lousy line. 


So with that bit of argument out of 
the way we get back to the apex. Since 
we're talking about firmly committed 
smooth curves, the apex has a lot to do 
with the placement of the exit curve 
and there are several kinds of corners 
where this is quite important. Look at 
Fig. 1a and 1b. These are the change up 
corners you meet quite often on the 
older hill/country roads that were built 
back when your road builders followed 
the natural terrain rather than 
bulldozing a straight line right through 
it. 

Fig. la is an increasing radius corner 
which means that as you go into it, it 
loosens up, that is, its radius of 
curvature increases. If rider A goes 
right on and apexes it at its midpoint he 
winds up taking it sharper, tighter and 
slower than he could have. Taking B's 
line the rider has pulled his apex up 
road, made an early apex, which pushes 
his exit line outward, and allows a much 
greater radius and therefore a higher 
limiting speed through the corner. 

Fig. 1b is the real bugaboo of the fast 
road rider: the decreasing radius corner. 
It tightens up as you go into it; cutting a 
midpoint apex results in a line that runs 
right out of road. So the play here is to 
push the apex down road, cutting a late 
apex, which tightens the exit curve and 
allows the rider to make the corner 
without bobbling or worse. It’s the 
chance of meeting an unknown 
decreasing radius on a strange road that 
makes many riders wary; they'll 
intentionally enter any blind curve a

little deep, slow and wide, tailoring their 
approach to intentionally cut a late 
'apex. This is a good, safe strategy; I 
highly recommend it. Maybe already 
you get an inkling of the value of 
experience, of having been here before. 


Now look at Fig. 2 which is a pair of 
fairly straightforward 90's connected by 
a short straight. Your average rider, 
Rider A, entering this section cold will 
try to apex the first corner at its 
midpoint, aiming for a max constant 
radius for that corner taken alone. Look 
what happens to him. Around the bend 
the second corner becomes visible; the 
rider sees he’s going to run out of road 
if he holds his present line. So you get a 
bobble, some frantic braking and Rider 
A settles into a less advantageous line. 
Result: He exits the section 
considerable slower than he went in 
with an ET of 5.85 sec. 

Rider B is an astute cat. He’s been 
here before and knows what to expect. 
He deliberately aims for an apex about 
ten feet beyond A’s apex, pulls a 
constant radius of 77 ft. through the 
section, clipping a second apex on turn 
two, but actually treating the entire 
section as a single curve. Result: He 
comes out 5 ft./sec. faster—-that's just 
over 3 mph--than A with an ET of 5.7 
sec. 


Once again note what I said earlier. 
The guy who is familiar with the ground 
has the advantage, not just because he 
can remember the lie of a particular 
corner but also because he can think 
and ride one or more corners ahead of 
himself. Fig. 3 is another such example. 
This one is a typical tight ess curve and 
again Rider A 1s assumed to be going in 
cold, taking the first part of the ess as if 
it were a corner alone. So he apexes it at 
its geometric midpoint like a good little 
boy, and look what happens. His apex 
commits him to an exit line which is all 
wrong for the second half of the ess. In 
round numbers he went into the esses 
on a perfect 60’ radius at 26 mph but 
has to tighten up to 48’ radius and 23 
mph for the second half. 

Rider B is thinking one corner ahead. 
He pushes his apex down road about 11 
feet, takes a slightly less than ideal line 
at 56’ radius (25 mph) through the first 
half of the ess. But now look: He is on 
an exit curve perfectly placed to take a 
smooth 56’ radius at 25 mph through

this places the rider for his entry into turn two. Carried off without braking it runs 
out of road. With braking it barely makes it but with considerable loss of speed and 
self assurance. Note: A lot of guys have this happen to them on unfamiliar stretches 
of road. With practice a corner like this is easy: blending the lines through turns one 
and two into one smooth curve, no bobbles, no loss of speed, 0.15 seconds better 
ET. Note also: Just fooling around on the road, that 0.15 sec. is just a good feeling of 
skill and confidence. On the track just that 0.15 sec. a lap is good for a substantial 


lead after 40 or more laps. Dig? 


the second half. Now as it happens the 
geometry of all this works out such that 
the time difference through the esses for 
the two riders is about nil, so what's to 
be gained? 

The answer is in exit speed. On the 
road or in a race the terminal speed and 
the ET down any straight will depend 
on the speed coming out of the previous 
corner. Let's hang numbers on this 
idea. Let's assume that a quarter mile 
straight follows our esses and that both 
A and B go BTTW on bikes of near 
equal acceleration capability. For our 
example we'll use an average 
acceleration rate of 10 ft./sec./sec., just 
less than 1/3 g, which is a pretty typical 
figure for a hot 250. 

If A comes out at 23 mph and B 
comes out at 25 mph their ET's at the

the body of the article and it’s a gas. 
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end of a quarter mile are 13.2 sec. and 
13.0 sec., respectively. Their terminal 
speeds will be in the neighborhood of 
110 mph. The 2/10 sec. gained by line 
B, measured at 110 mph, comes to just 
under 35 feet or about six bike lengths. 
So B's line is definitely a passing 
strategy. 

Here's another strategy to think 
about. Note I said earlier that it 
happened the two ET's through the 
corner were virtually equal. So what's to 
prevent us from reversing A's line? That 
is, come in on a 48' radius and leave on 
a 60' radius. Crazy. Exit speed is now 
26 mph and we gain 3/10 sec. at the end 
of a quarter mile, an extra tenth over 
the B line and an extra three bike 
lengths at speed. 





















So now you know what you may 
have guessed. There's a lot of strategy to 
this business of fast cornering. In fact 
it's a bit like chess. The better player is 
the one who can think the most moves 
ahead of the game and judge the 
consequences of each move. It truly 
takes more than just nerve, it takes 
focused intellect. Yet because no two 
corners are alike nor are conditions the 
same in a given corner from day to day, 
there are too many variables at hand for 
even the greatest intellect to 
comprehend and react on at racing 
speeds. This is one among many reasons 
why fast riding remains a truly high art 
and why the great riders possess 
something that slipstick engineers like 
me will never capture, though we try 
hard to understand. This is why to this 
day a great mystique still shrouds this 
business of line.

I.S.D.T.-TIME 

When the enduro bikes by threes roll 
into the Berkshire woods of eastern 
Massachussetts next September, the 
eyes of the world will be focussed, as 
never before, on the U.S.A. It will be 
the first time that the International Six 
Days Trial, the Olympics of 
Motorcycling, will have run in this 
country. It will be the occasion of the 
first official Japanese factory effort in a 
half-century of 6-Days Trials. Chances 
are that it will mark the debut of the 
American Harley-Davidson firm in 
6-Days competition. And it will be the 
first good look at cross-country 
motorcycling that the American Public 
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After the Baldwin Hills disaster some 
of the survivors said they’d bought their 
homes in total ignorance of the fact that 
there was a dam atop their canyon until 
it burst and swept their houses into the 
storm drains. This is an extreme 
example of what can come of ignoring 
your environment. 

But the environmentalists, 
conservationists, ecologists, and 
preservationists who are so much in the 
news these days are a different breed 
entirely and the cautious term “extreme 
environmentalist” has begun to appear 
on the lips of national figures like Chet 
Huntley. Who are these people, these 
eco-freaks? What turns them on? What 
makes them run? Why do they seem so 
hostile to, among other things, 
recreational vehicles? 

For many decades the principal 
demand for, benefit from, and payment 
for conservation came from hunters. 
Hunters paid taxes — the well-known 
hunting licenses, some of which are 
quite expensive — and they paid special 
federal taxes on hunting equipment. 
These funds were channeled into the 
development of hunting areas and 
species, ‹ 

Some of the funds, of course, went 
for enforcement, but the basic principle 
was that the hunters who paid should be 
the ones to benefit. This has worked out 
very nicely. There are more deer in 
Pennsylvania today, for example, than 
there were a century ago. 

If the recently enacted RV tax in 
California were to develop in similar 
fashion the result would be reasonable. 
After all, why 
expect to get free use of land when 
hunters have to pay? But the very real 
danger of this new tax is that it will not 
be used to provide services to those who 
provide the money, but that the revenue 
will be seized by extreme 
environmentalists and will be directed 
against the interests of those from 
whom it was extracted, It is reasonable 
to ask: Who would want to do such a 
thing? And why? 

Modern eco-freakery is not a new 
attitude in the history of mankind, as so 
many of its adherents would have 
everyone believe, On the contrary, it is a 
recrudescence of one of the darkest and 
most primitive attitudes with which the 
race has ever been cursed. 

А11 primitive men, the 
anthropologists tell us, had a sacerdotal 
attitude toward nature. They regarded 
the physical world around them with a 
sense of mystery, terror, impotence and 
alienation. Instead of eliminating 
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should motorcyclists . 


has ever seen. 

In many ways it is ambitious of the 
American Motorcycle Association to 
take on the task of running a 6-Days 
this coming year. The organization and 
communications problems that must be 
solved in a dozen languages are 
staggering. Most countries rely on the 
help of national government to put on 
their 6-Days, but the U.S. will be lucky 
if the government doesn’t try to prevent 
the event, much less encourage it. 

For six full days, the 400 world’s 
best enduro riders and racers will ride as 
fast as they can, some 2,000 miles 
through the New England countryside, 
through private woods and public roads 
on a schedule that will leave no time for 
laggards. Thanks to the great public 
relations of the New England Trial 
Riders Association, obtaining the trails 
should be no great problem, Al Eames 
and Bob Hicks of NETRA will see to 


that. But providing the personnel, 
translators, equipment, lodging, 
transportation, newswires, gasoline, 


food and scoring will cost the AMA a 
heap of money — somewhere around 
$75,000 to $125,000 according to AMA 
estimates. 

AMA already has some plans for 
raising the bucks needed to do the ISDT 
job. They hope to sell TV and film 
rights, they are preparing a program to 
sell, there is an AMA ISDT supporter's 
club and they are going to ask local 
businesses for support. The revenue 
from entry fees in the ISDT and 
preliminary qualifiers may cover as 
much as 25% of the cost of a 
low-budget ISDT, and for certain, 
public-spirited motorcycle businesses 
will contribute a lot of the trimmings. 

We urge every American motorcycle 
enthusiast to back the AMA all the way 
on its 1973 ISDT project. If you can 
speak a foreign language, please 
volunteer as an interpreter. If you are a 
good rider, enter the preliminaries. If 
you can afford it, send a donation to 
the ISDT fund, c/o AMA, Worthington,

predators, they worshipped them. 
Instead of building irrigation systems, 


they conducted ceremonies to bring ` 


rain. Instead of constructing levees, they 
made sacrifices to the River God. 

Whenever primitive man found his 
attitudes and desires in conflict with his 
physical surroundings, his response was 
to try to find some way to change his 
attitudes and desires. It never occurred 
to him that he might be able to change 
his surroundings. 

This approach placed a terrible inner 
burden on the individual, the family, 
and the tribe for it required, in effect, 
that whenever someone close to you 
died a horrible, agonizing death you 
had to convince yourself that it was 
good for him to die and to die this way. 
The usual explanation was that the 
victim had violated religious or tribal 
taboos and the inscrutable, omnipotent 
forces had given him exactly what he 
deserved. 

Less than 200 generations ago in the 
history of our own civilization an 
obscure, jingoistic tribe in the Middle 
East concocted the ambitious notion 
that they were the personal emissaries 
on earth of the inscrutable and 
omnipotent forces themselves. The 
import of this step was that it separated 
the supreme forces — which were still to 
be worshipped, feared and obeyed, of 
course — from the mere physical 
surroundings which now became fair 
game for manipulation in the interests 
of man. Nature was de-sanctified. 

This doctrine found immediate favor 
with people of all nations who were not 
inclined to rationalize with good grace 
about the inevitability and justice of 
such events as famines, plagues, and 
gangrene. In a few dozen generations it 
was quite widespread. 

The next important step was taken 
less than a hundred generations ago 
when some people began theorizing that 
if man was truly the emissary of the 
divine powers, he ought to have some 
idea what the boss wanted him to do. 

The result was that the supreme 
forces, without being de-sanctified, were 
made logical. Naturally, some of this 
logicalization rubbed off on nature. The 
sacerdotal attitudes still existed, of 
course, but they were directed into very 
narrow channels where they were likely 
to become very intense. 

One of these channels of intense 
sentiment burst its bounds about thirty 
generations ago and, partly by 
coincidence, partly for good reasons, 
was directed against precisely those 
people in the population who were the

SIERRA CLUB GOES BERSERK 


There are 24,315,053 acres of National Forest in California. These are public 
lands which are administered by the U.S. Forest Service in what is presumably the 
best interest of the total public. Most of the Forest Service Service personnel, at least 
those at the decision-making level, have been well schooled in all phases of land 
management. Their training and experience provides excellent qualifications for 
making those decisions which will render the best over-all use of the National Forest, 
whether it be for preservation, timber harvesting, mining, or recreation. My personal 
feelings are that if left alone, the U.S. Forest Service is well qualified to manage the 
forests in the best interest of the total public. 

BUT, the U.S. Forest Service has not been left alone, Only in recent years has the 
U.S. Forest Service become engaged in providing a recreational outlet for the public. 
And, as the importance of recreation became more demanding, well-organized groups 
such as the Sierra Club moved in and began to exert their pressure on the Forest 
Service. 

In the beginning the Sierra Club adopted a theme called “conservation”’ and were 
quick to gain the support of hikers, horsemen, fishermen, hunters, campers, and most 
other forms of outdoor recreation. In the beginning, it didn’t make a bit of 
difference how the outdoor recreationist reached the place where he ‘did his thing’. 
It did not matter if he arrived on foot, by horseback, or. by mechanized vehicle. The 
theme was “conserve the public lands”. And for anyone to argue against a theme like 
that, would be the same as disgracing motherhood, the American Flag, and apple pie. 

The Sierra Club played an important role in bringing about a better code of ethics 
for timber harvesting. They did much to make the public aware that the timber 
industry was leaving our National Forests in a shambles when their logging operations 
were completed. Through this public awareness, pressures have been brought to 
eliminate such practices. Unfortunately, the Sierra Club’s activities in this respect left 
the general public with the underlying suspicion that the U.S. Forest Service and the 
timber industry had been in ‘cahoots’ all along. The-truth of the matter is that the 
U.S. Forest Service wasn't so hot about such practices from the beginning, but lacked 
the backing which was necessary to regulate and control the powerful timber 
interests. For this alone, we can extend thanks to the Sierra Club. 


BACKLASH 

The public has been gullible in the initial acceptance of the Sierra Club’s ‘scare 
tactics’ concerning ecology and preservation. But, the public has seen through the 
Sierra Club. This is evidenced by the fact that our legislators and other public 
officials are having second thoughts about these subjects and are recognizing that 
since the beginning of time, man and his pursuits are also an essential part of the 
ecology. 

In summary, the Sierra Club is now suffering from the backlash of an ‘oversell’ 
campaign. They have been discredited and held up to public ridicule. 

LAST DITCH EFFORT У 

Don't make the mistake of counting the Sierra Club out just yet. They are making 
a tremendous attempt to secure Wilderness classifications for as much of California's 
public lands, as is possible. The Sierra Club is doing this in the most effective way 
possible: mass representations. 

Again, I must reiterate that it is my firm belief that the U.S. Forest Service knows 
how to manage the National Forests better than anyone else. But, by law, the U.S. 
Forest Service must respond to pressure. The Sierra Club has applied that pressure in 
such a way that the Forest Service is engaged in studying the lands under their 
administration for the best possible benefit to the total public. In performing these 
studies, the Forest Service has determined that certain specified areas should be 
classified as Wilderness. And that is as it should be. 

The Forest Service has also determined that much of the public land should be 
designated for use by the general public in whatever manner is desired, as long as such 
use is not irreversibly detrimental. to the public land. And that, also, is as it should 
be. 

Again, by law, the U.S. Forest Service must make its findings known to the 
gene al public before any action can be taken. This allows the public to approve or 
disapprove of the Forest Service plans. Such actions are accomplished through Public 
Hearings conducted by the U.S. Forest Service. 

The Sierra Club, and its opinions and desires, are only kept alive because they 
have learned the necessity of making a 'good showing' at these Public Hearings. It 
makes no difference that their representatives at these hearings read prepared and 
identical speeches, or that they are 'bused in' from many miles distant. What is 
important is that they show up in huge numbers. 

The sad part is that the off-road vehicle enthusiasts outnumber the Sierra Club 
twenty-to-one, but we are lucky to get a mere handful of people to tum out and 
express their views. 

KEY SOLUTION 

The way to defeat the zealots at the head of the Sierra Club is to outnumber them 
at every public hearing, large or small. Until we do, the tail will continue to ‘wag the 
dog’! 

SIERRA CLUB’S NEWEST EFFORT 

The U.S. Forest Service has conducted extensive field studies, accompanied by 
public involvement, and has recommended that 238,176 acres located in the 
Klamath, Shasta-Trinity, and Six Rivers National Forests in Northern California, be 
designated’ as the “Trinity Alps Wilderness’. Much of this acreage. is presently 
classified as a “Primitive Area’, and the remainder is either private land or public 
land open to public use. ` У 

Most of the land which the Forest Service proposes as Wilderness, is either not 
suitable or not presently accessible to off-road vehicles. The Forest Service further 
proposes that adjoining lands, some of which are located in the existing Primitive 
Area, be declassified and opened to general use by the public. 

The Sierra Club has pretty much gone along with the Forest Service's proposal 
until just, recently, when they have advised their members to support a 
counter-proposal. The Counter-proposal, which was developed by the Sierra Club, 
calls for an estimated 610,700 acres of the existing Primitive Area and adjoining 
lands to be classified as Wilderness. This proposal is so ridiculous, that even the 
federal agencies are soliciting responsible public participation. 

FOUR PROPOSALS 

The Forest Service examined four basic alternatives with respect to the land in 

question. These were: 

A. Management for motorized public access and intensive resource management. 

'B. Management as Wilderness. 

C. Management as unroaded backcountry without motorized access, with or without 
formal classification of lands. 

D. Management under a combination of the above. 

The Sierra Club is in favor of Alternative “B”. There is no doubt that Alternative 
“D” is the best solution, however, to offset the Sierra Club's impact, WE MUST 
SUPPORT Alternative “A”.

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strongest remaining adherents of the old 
mystical attitude towards nature. 

For several generations, the 
adherents of such views were intensively 
educated in considerable numbers by 
tax-supported schools whose principal 
propaedutic devices were the stake and 
the rack. Тһе sacerdotal attitude 
towards nature became less and less 
fashionable as more and more of its 
proponents were converted into a greasy 
cloud of pollution that hung heavy over 
most of Europe.

With 
his usual brilliant imagery, Bacon 
described the process we now call 
Research and Development as the means 
to mastering nature: “For you have but 
to follow and, as it were, hound nature 
in her wanderings, and you will be able, 
when you like, to lead and drive her 
afterwards to the same place again." 





Nature, once the integument of the 
supreme forces of the universe, had 
finally been demoted to the status of a 
barnyard fowl whose central function 
was to lay eggs for breakfast at your 
pleasure. 

This ambitious program of Bacon's 
prospered beyond all expectation until 
just. three, and then again, two 
generations ago in the aftermath of the 
War to End War and the depth of the 
Great Depression — some people began 
to fear that man have overstepped his 
station in life, that he had gone too far 
too fast. A scattering of voices began to 
advise man to stop his advance towards 
mastery of his environment..even to 
take a few steps backwards. = 

The idea that man may and can 
shape his environment to his wishes, 
rather than his wishes to his 
environment, had produced such 
striking results that some people began 
to lose their nerve, and their faith in the 
ability and destiny of man. They feared 
the ancient sin of hubris, and advised 
man, to cool it, least he offend the gods. 


The identification of gods whose. 


noses must not be tweaked with nature, 
the environment, the physical world 
around us, completes the circle, in a 
sense, and places the currentextreme 
environmentalist in closer rapport with 
their ancestors of a thousand 


generations ago than with such founders 
of the modern era as Bacon, Galileo, 
and Newton. These neo-primitives are 
the eco-freaks.

The Superbike Series, Round Two, Part One: 


by Art Friedman 


In 1972-the word *'superbike" must »* $ E 


be closely tied to the name Kawasaki. і И АЗ 
That company opened the year with the 
king of the original superbikes, the 750 
Mach IV, and now the first units of the 
subject of this test; the 903cc Z-1, are 
reaching dealer's showrooms. 

'The key word for the first round of 
superbikes was performance, and the 
machines that fit in that category, 
besides the low-bucks Mach IV* are the 
Norton Commando, the Triumph 
Trident, the now-extinct BSA Rocket 3, 
the Harley Sportster, the Ducati 750, 
and the early Honda 750. The accent of 
the machines was on speed; seemed 
acceptable only when it didn’t hinder 
performance. Comfort, economy, ease 
of maintenance; even safety and 
reliability seemed to take a back seat to 
power and performance. 

The American’ buying public, 
however, was (after a brief infatuation) 
quickly disenchanted with muscle 
machines. They felt that there was more 
to be.had. li was, not surprisingly, 


need. The Honda 750 is a classic case of 
the shift from a superbike to a machine 
that could be lived with comfortably. 


Since’ the first model 750, the 
machine has become more reliable, 
smoother, more refined, and slower. 


The slowness is a price that must be 
paid for what, in all other ways, is a 
better motorcycle. However, it is no 
longer a superbike. Other companies 


have followed suit. Kawasaki's 500, 
their original superbike, has gotten 
considerably better mannered and 
somewhat slower. Suzuki never even 
became involved in the 
Im-stronger-than-you-are hassle апа 
launched their 750 as a full-blown 


comfortable touring machine. 

This interest in comfort, didn’t mean 
that the American motorcycling public 
wasn’t interested in performance. They 


much to get it. 

So the second round of superbikes 
was born. Kawasaki has gotten there 
first with the 903cc Z-1, but Honda is 


preparing to pump out its own answer Kawasaki has thrown their 903 in the ring.

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to the new market, probably a 
six-cylinder machine of about 950cc. 
Waiting in the wings are other machines 
to be evaluated: the 830 Norton, the 
Laverda three cylinder 1000, a bigger 
Ducati twin, perhaps, and others that 
haven’t shown. their faces yet. Among 
the unseen faces are Yamaha and Suzuki 
who may call on their Wankel-engined 
bikes to carry them into this market. 

Whatever form these machines turn 
up in, they will have to be pretty 
incredible to be successful among the 
New Superbikes crowd. They will have 
to be ungodly fast and still be safe. 
They will have to be extremely civil 
without being boring. They will have to 
handle extremely well without being 
uncomfortable. They will have to be 
effortlessly strong and still be reliable. 
They’re gomg to have to be awfully 
damn good motorcycles. 

How does the Kawasaki Z-1 measure 
up? It is certainly in the ballpark.

Kawasaki claims 82 horsepower from its 
903cc engine. While that much BHP out 
of that much displacement may sound 
like the death of reliability in Detroit, it 
doesn't in Tokyo. There are quite a few 
engines coming out of Japan that are 
putting out around 100 BHP per liter 
that can be expected to approach or 
exceed 50,000 miles on their basic 
engine. The Honda 750 seems to be a 
prime example. 

This explains the size. To be strong 
and reliable, it had to be big. But 
bigness begets bigness. The bigger the 
engine is, the bigger the frame has to be, 
and the bigger the supporting 


* components have to be, the bigger the 


engine has to be to move them. From 
there, the spiral starts over. So it is big. 
The Kawasaki has the biggest engine and 
the highest weight figure to come out of 
the Japanese motorcycle industry since 
Honda went into the car business. 
Theoretically, though, the machine

should be reliable. Our test machine was 
something of a testimony to that. 
Before it fell into our clutches, it was 
used by “Cycle Guide” for a 24-hour 
test on Ontario Motor Speedway’s oval. 
It survived. And rather well, too, we 
gather. One AMA_ Expert who 
participated in the test commented, “If 
I couldn't break it in 24 hours, it won't 
break." 

It may be true. Before they turned it 
over to us, Kawasaki's Research and 
Deyelopment people took the engine 
completely apart. “It looked like a 
jewel,” they said, scratching their heads. 
They still cautioned us to be careful. It 
was kind of like they didn't believe it. 
While they-had it apart, a new set of 
rings were installed (Mechanics seem to 
treat rings as if they were spark plugs.), 
and a new rear tire was fitted. We were 
told before we left with it that the rear 
shocks might be worn, and to bring it 
back if it needed new ones. It did. 
Although it only showed 3500 miles on 
the odometer, the shocks seemed to feel 
older. They apparently are going to be a 
problem, 

On the way home, first impressions 
began to trickle in. You are aware, 
instantly of the heft. Over and over 
again you feel the size of the machine. 
lf you lose it, it’s gone. And where it 
lands, it’s going to make a big hole. You 
also become aware of an abundance of 
power. Yes, it’s a superbike. Eventually 
you will come to discover that it is as 
quick as the Kawasaki 750, but that it is 
more tractable. 

So it’s fast. Is it comfortable? Yes. 
On the freeway it was the nicest thing in 
recent memory. The joints between 
concrete slabs that usually get to your 
back after a long jaunt in the fast lane, 
aren’t even noticeable. Some of the 
credit must go to the suspension which 
combines with the weight to provide 
that smooth ride. But some of the credit 
has to go to the seat. Ah, the seat. The 
seat may be the best single part of the 
machine. It is wide without being ugly. 
It supports a pillion-tootsie in complete 
comfort, and it is superb for one. In 
fact, it was so comfortable that we were 
completely unaware of it even after 
several hours in residence. 

If the suspension provided comfort, 
it didn't do the rest of its job to the 
utmost. In short, the machine was not 
confidence inspiring. A great deal of this 
was due to the dying shocks. We could 
have taken it back and had new ones 
put on. But we work on a weekly, 
rather than a monthly, schedule which 
doesn't allow much time for that sort of 
running around and playing with 
motorcycles. And we felt that items like 
shocks should go more than 4000 miles 
on a street-touring bike, regardless of 
the treatment that they had been 
subjected to. 

The front forks worked well. The 
frame looks and acts strong (Yes, and 
heavy.). Steering geometry is as it 
should be, it was even stable at creeping 
speeds, despite the high center of 
gravity. (There’s à Iot of up-top weight 
in" iat "DOHC engine.) But when 
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That's right! 

These are not "specials" — you 

get the same kind of fine handling, performance 

and reliability that we use to win the big races. Find 

out what precision German engineering is all about — 
drop by your nearest DKW dealer soon.

The rear 
end would begin to pogo and then to 
creep out, Keeping a steady line was 
nearly impossible, and all that weight 
did nothing to lend confidence. New 
shocks would have been better if brand 
new, but then you will have to replace 
them pretty soon anyway. Cheap shocks 
have no place on a $2000 machine. 

Out on the freeway, they аге 
splendid as is the rest of the machine. 
At 70 MPH you are registering 5,500 on 
the tach. The engine sounds very 
relaxed and pleasant. Wind is cut down 
by the instruments which act as a 
spoiler to shield you somewhat, 
Throttle pressure is very light despite 
the absence of a friction dampener. 
Even in fifth gear acceleration is all that 
you need — and more, If you want to be 
really impressive, drop it into third: and 
let the tach spin. Red line is at 9000 
RPM. By the time you get there in fifth, 
you are going about 130 MPH. No muss. 
No fuss. 

The gear box is light and. very 
positive. The neutral lights was slightly 
out of synch and would occasionally lie 
and say that it was in neutral when it 
was in first. There is a fairly generous 
gap in the ratios between first and 
second which will be familiar to most 
Kawaski owners. The low first cog does 
allow you to come off the line a little 
more s than the weight 


though, because of the bounty of low 
speed power. In fact, you could literally 
idle the big machine around in first or 
second without complaint. Power is 
fairly even from 1500 RPM u 

To start, you richen the mixture and 
push a button. It fires quickly (if you 
remembered to turn the kill switch on 
if not the starter. won't work), but 
requires a long warm up before the big 
engine gets the idea. After four or five

minutes, it is ready to go. 

Getting on the throttle moderately 
hard in the first few minutes of riding 
would cause the oil pressure warning 
light to glow dimly. Even after warm up 
the light would glow if you got down to 
all-out fast starts. This machine didn’t 
have the oil cooler on it that the 
proto-type we rode featured. The oil 
cooler will be available as an option, 
however, and would seem like a good 
idea. 


Also optional will be a dual disc 
arrangement for the front wheel. Our 
staffers had mixed feelings about the 
stock single disc. Some felt that it was 
adequate in the dry, others felt that it 
wouldn't lock the wheel. What it 
amounted to was that it required a great 
deal of pressure, and no one could 
develop a lot of interest in locking the 
front wheel at any speed on a machine 
that heavy. The dual disc will provide a 
solution to those who find the single

disc to be insufficient. That is in the 
dry. In the wet, the front brake simply 
vanished. During the time that we had 
the machine there were several big rain 
storms in the area, and we rode in all of 
them. In all of them the front brake 
ceased to be effective. Engine 
compression was a more effective brake 
than the disc was when wet. 

It was all very strange because discs 
aren't supposed to do that. But ours 
did. On one occasion we found

ourselves slithering off into the ditch 
with the rear wheel locked, and the 
front brake lever firmly clenched. The 
mystery was heightened when we asked 
Kawasaki about it. They said that they 
had tested exhaustively, and it wouldn’t 
do that. Then we rode another one in 
the rain. No, it didn’t do it either. You 
might fall down because you had too 
much brake, but not because it wasn’t 
there. So the answer has to be Bob 
Braverman (of “Cycle Guide”) and his 
thrash-it-for-24-hours-flat-out-and- 
see-if-y ou-both-survive game. The brake, 
like the rest of the machine, has 





suffered. That the engine didn’t show it 
was amazing. 

One item that reflected the abuse 
that. the machine һай previously 
received was the exhaust system which 
was a little louder than stock, All that 
opened-up running removed some of the 
baffling. The pipes are similar to the 
Honda's. They are positioned about the 
same and are built the same way with 
the seams on top. The welding could be 
a little better, too. 

The looks were fairly popular. The 
paint is very good on the big tank. The 
tank looks a lot smaller from the side 
than it does from the top, and gives it a 
popular profile. The engine is painted 
flat black, with the cases and the caps 
on the ends of the camshafts polished. 
The well executed seat ends in the 
now-usual, Kawasaki style gizmo. This 
one conceals a tray that would hold a 
map or set of gloves, but doesn't have 
the capacity of the one on the 750. You 
get at it from under the lockable seat. If 
you don't get an owner's manual with 
the machine, it doesn’t matter. All the 
same information is there under the 
seat. There are wiring diagrams and all 
sorts of information printed on various 
labels stuck under there.

HOW ТО HAVE YOUR MIND 
BOGGLED AND GET_ REALLY 
TICKED OFF ALL AT THE SAME 
TIME. The “Santa Monica Evening 
Outlook,” a Southern California daily 
distinguished mainly for it’s conservative 
editorial views and running rape and 
murder stories as banner front page 
headlines recently had an article 
discussing an argument between the 
California State Dept. of Parks and 
Recreation and the Sierra Club. The 
Sierra Club was threatening to sue the 
Dept. of Parks, etc. for not acting fast 
enough and hard enough on a law which 
went into effect on July 15 of this year 
prohibiting off-road vehicles in state 
parks. (Did you know about that one?) 
The focus of this hassle is the 480,000 
acre Anza-Borrego State Park near the 
Mexican border. No off-road vehicles 
are legal there except for entering and 
leaving the place along established 
thoroughfares. The Sierra Club wants 
the park people to start cracking down 
on off-roaders who may be dallying to 
play in the dirt a while before egressing 
the park as the law requires. Deputy 
director of the department, Robert H. 
Meyer, is quoted by the “Evening 
Outlook” as saying they will use 
"some" of the $200,000 in off-road 
vehicle licensing fees the Dept. of Parks 
and Recreation has already received to 
“map” and “put up road signs” in the 
Anza-Borrego desert. This situation is 
well-nigh unbelievable but it is actually 


'-happening. The dispute between the 


Sierra Club and State Parks people is 
like two executioners arguing over 
whether the death of the condemned 
man should be postponed or whether he 
should be brutally killed immediately 
and how much of the cost of the 


execution will be paid by the 
condemned. You, off-road vehicle 
owner, rider, or whatever, are the 


condemned. Meyer is further quoted as 
saying “*..we would never designate part 
of the Anza-Borrego as an off-highway 
vehicle area.” Exactly what is that 
$200,000 the good law-abiding citizens 
paid«out going to be used for, then? The 
department is now making a study of 
the Anza-Borrego area to determine 
which unpaved roads vehicles are to be 
allowed on and the Sierra Club is galled 
at the possible six months' delay. 
Thanks a lot, Meyer, Governor Reagan 
(who appointed him), and irrational 
members of the Sierra Club 
conservation committee. How about a 
class action suit on behalf of all dirt 


riders and drivers?

turn signals and pushed in to sound the 
hom. This is a good idea because it 
keeps you from having to unwrap your 
hand when turing or beeping; 
especially nice in a moment of crisis. 

The Harley was very difficult to get 
hold of. Milwaukee couldn't get us any, 
so we went to our local police — who 
supported us. In particular, we received 
cooperation from the police department 
of Torrance and the Califomia Highway 
Patrol. Torrance uses Sportsters. Some 
motor officers of the local Long Beach 
Calif, P.D. were also most helpful. 

The Harley 74 is a hundred pounds 
heavier than the Sportster, but it tends 
to be more reliable and that is probably 
the reason that it is currently more 
popular for police use. The Sporty is 
faster, but that doesn't seem to provide a 
critical edge as a selection criteria. It is 
lighter and somewhat easier to handle. 
The FLH Glide stands out for its 
amazing weight. With some police riders 
on it, the 74 will top half a ton. 
Acceleration is not terribly impressive to 
say the least. 


Which machine is best? Well, at the 


risk of copping out (No pun intended.) 
we will have to say that it depends. The 
Honda is fastest. The Guzzi glows for its 
good manners and reliability. The 
` Harley has “tradition” and therefore a 
permanent attraction for many 
long-time riders. We polled all the police 
that we came in contact with, but there 
didn’t seem to be any overwhelming 
response in favor of any particular 
brand. The only trend that we can 
detect is a fading away from Harley; 
largely because of high price of the U.S. 
marine. Every motor patrolman that we 
talked with based his choice of bikes on

out of corners. 

The front end of the 250 shakes 
from side to side in a very pronounced 
fashion when changing speeds in and 
out of a corner. Hitting the braking 
bumps that build up before a corer 
while simultaneously slowing down 
induced the head-shaking as well as 
going over the acceleration ripples after 
the corner while wicking it on again. 

The wheelbase on the 250 seems 
about right for most riders; Karsmakers 
would like it shortened. Overall, the 250 
has more confidence-inspiring handling 
on a motocross course than the 450 but 


not the corrective power of the torquer. . 


The engine has good power but you 
will find yourself (If you ever ride one.) 
using the five-speed gearbox a lot more 
than you ever thought of doing on the 
big bike. Selecting the right gear is really 
mandatory, as the 250 will slip out of 
the power range fairly quickly. Ponies 
to the ground are definitely competitive 
with any of the current crop of 250 
motocrossers. Which must be pretty 
obvious to anybody who saw Lamppu 
this fall. You cannot afford to get 
sloppy, though. The 250 had to be more 
peaky to get the extra power out of the 
250. 

SUMMARY- 

With limited riding experience, you 
can honestly reach only limited 
conclusions. One of them is that the 
450 Kawasaki engine is one of the 
torquiest tractors, two or four-stroke, 
available in the current line-up of 
motocross machines. It is also reliable 
and straightforward, as is the 250. 
Cornering of the 450 isn’t all that great, 
especially for those sportsman riders 


doesn’t need to control organized 
motorcycle racing. But by posting 
exorbitant fees and difficult to meet, 
unnecessary regulations, he has pushed 
motorcyclists outside the law, thereby 
demonstrating his “need” for an army. 
And if the court recognizes the injustice 
of his demands, then he is counting on 
the raised voices of the conservationists 
to accomplish his ends.

The Mighty 903 

At least two of these labels deal with 
chain care and warranty. Kawasaki has 
worried a lot about the chain. It is a 
massive thing with big heavy rollers and 
thick end plates. It is lubricated through 
a pump that is similar to the oil 
injection pumps on two strokes. It has 
an adjustment system to control the 
amount of oil delivered on each stroke 
and is driven off the transmission. This 
pump was the only failure that we had 
during the test. 

The knob that regulates the oil flow 
came adrift and it turned itself off. We 
noted that the chain was dry and loose 
and adjusted it (Noticing also that no 
one had installed a cotter pin as we did 
so.). When the chain got dry again, we 
checked it out and discovered the oil 
pump, then remedied the problem. 

The chain is an endless type. Since 
the exhaust pipes prevent pulling the 
axle out, the wheel slides out the rear 
for servicing. 

Other maintenance on the 903 has 
been well thought out, but with four of 
everything it will still take some time to 
do it all. One dealer estimated the cost 
of a servicing at $40. The carbs were out 
of synch on ours after 1500 miles. To 
check oil level you put the motorcycle 
on its center stand and check the 
window next to the brake pedal. The 
Z-1 uses 20-50 weight oil. It accepted 
whatever gas we put into the 4.7 gallon 
tank without comment and went 
between 37 and 40 miles on one gallon 
of it. That’s better than the Yamaha 
250 that we tested recently. It will go 
between 125 and 140 miles before you 
have to flip it onto reserve. 

It also gave plenty of warning before 
running out, a characteristic that any 
freeway rider who has had his machine 
almost coast to a stop in heavy traffic 
while he fished for the reserve position 
appreciate.

who may be used to some of the 
“help-you-out” European machines. 
Both machines are very light and both 
brake well enough to be slowed down 
smoothly, under control, for the next 
corner. Brakes on both scoots had good 
feel and no descernible fade. 

The 250 will probably fit more riders 
than the larger machine, as most 250's 
do, since it is lower and has less power 
to get into trouble with. However, the 
450 power is tractable, manageable and 
there is a hell of a lot of it in the right 
places. 

Components are generally very good 
and certain items are going to be beefed 
up even more. Shifting on both 
machines was perfect. One of the 250s 
was said to be popping out of fourth 
gear, mainly due to wear. Brad's 450, 
having just completed the TransAMA, 
was  spoton with gear changes. 
Cornering behavior is not adequately 
sorted out unless you happen to be Brad 
Lackey. Even factory rider Takezawa 
got out of shape in tight corners but he 
never seems to care; just screws it on 
some more. Tracking through sweepers 
is very precise. 

Both bikes come on like a jet when 
accelerating. The front ends are so light 
that they feel. almost eerie to a rider 
used to more conventional production 
motocross bikes. It's a neat feeling 
unless that fact is also responsible for 
the washout and front end shudder; 
then the tradeoff isn't worth it. 

OK, you 200 dealers out there in

One of the reasons that such a big 
machine got such good mileage may be 
that the machine doesn't lend itself to 
being flogged. The weight was one 
reason: the gearbox, another. On a tight 
mountain road, the procedure was to 
stick it in second gear. That was one of 
the few times that a closer set of 
first-second ratios would have been 
appreciated. 


It also is a good stop-light drag 
racer. It’s very easy to get away fast 
without any hassle. It doesn’t want to 
wheelie, and it’s willing to run pretty 
straight. If you slipped the clutch, it 
chattered some under really 
hard-acceleration. More deatils: The 
tool kit was complete and beautifully 
finished. The speedometer was about 10 
MPH optimistic at freeway speeds, but 
both it and tach were easy to read. 

The biggest Kawasaki grew on you. 
Once we learned what it was going to do 
we felt more confident herding all that 
weight around and were willing to get it 
down on the pegs occasionally. It was 
willing to adapt to anyone’s cornering 
style with equal enthusiasm. The Z-1 
was also the machine that staffers used 
to ride around the corner to the grocery 
store. The electric starter, smooth 
shifting, and pleasant, light, manageable 
low speed handling made it as nice 
around town as it was in the fast lane of 
the freeway. It was superb in the fast 
lane of the freeway. It will inspire you 
to take lots of long, fast trips. 

Kawasaki has made the first step into 
the realm of the New Superbikes. With 
one small flaw, the rear shocks, the 
machine is. ready and waiting to take on 
all comers. The 903 Kawasaki Z-1 is 
fast, luxurious, reliable (Huh, 
Braverman?), pleasant to ride, and it can 
even be fun.

'The racing was really fast today in all 
classes. With the 100 Novices providing 
their usual battle, the hot action was 
between Don Carlson's red, white and 
blue Kawasaki, and big Randy Schloe, 
on his bright red Bul. These two always 
go head to head whenever they get on 
the track together. The two of them 
went wheel to wheel in the first bout 
with Carlson's Kaw coming out ahead. 

The second go-around appeared that 
it would be just as thrilling, until Randy 
over-cooked it coming into the mud 
hole leaving him with a very fussy ‘taco, 
which made Randy lose two laps. So 
Don smoked everybody easily. By the 
time moto three rolled around, Randy 
mounted his Bul and flew. But due to 
his poor second moto showing, Randy 
had to settle for second overall, with 
Don taking the win. Back in third was 
steady-riding Chris .
